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DECLARATION 


OF THE RIGHTS OF THE CHILD 


CHARTER OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
UNION FOR CHILD WELFARE 


Proclaimed in 1923; revised in 1948. 


By the present Declaration of the Rights of the Child, 
commonly known as the “ Declaration of Geneva”, men and 
women of all nalions, recognising that Mankind owes lo the 
Child the best that it has to give, declare and accept it as their 
duty to meet this obligation in all respects : 


I. 


THE CHILD must be protected beyond and above 
all considerations of race, nationality or creed. 


The cHILp must be cared for with due respect 
for the family as an entity. 


- THE CHILD must be given the means requisite for 


its normal development, materially, morally and 
spiritually. 

THE CHILD that is hungry must be fed ; the child 
that is sick must be nursed; the child that is 
physically or mentally handicapped must be 
helped; the maladjusted child must be re- 
educated ; the orphan and the waif must be 
sheltered and succoured. 


THE CHILD must be the first to receive relief in 
times of distress. 


THE CHILD must enjoy the full benefits provided 
by social welfare and social security schemes ; 
the child must receive a training which will 
enable it, at the right time, to earn a livelihood, 
and must be protected against every form of 
exploitation. 


THE CHILD must be brought up in the conscious- 
ness that its talents must be devoted to the 
service of its fellowmen. 




















WORLD CHILDREN’S DAY 





World Children’s Day 
4 October 1954 


This celebration, instituted by the International Union 
for Child Welfare two years ago.to focus fraternal solidarity 
on behalf of children, was commemorated this year on 
4 October, and will henceforth be observed annually on the 
first Monday in October. 

On this occasion, the Union published the following 
message : 


Message from the I.U.C.W. 


Once again the International Union for Child Welfare 
invites those in every land whose hearts rejoice in the renewal 
of life of which the child is the symbol, to reflect on all that 
family and home normally mean to the child. We can be 
grateful and duly appreciate the many homes, our own or 
other people’s, where love and understanding enable the 
child to grow normally on through youth to manhood and 
womanhood, to be a good member of society and, in turn, 
a happy cradle of a new generation. 

And just because home means so much to the child, each 
of us must do all in his power to help when anything threatens 
to break up a home, whether misunderstanding or more 
material difficulty, the death or long illness of a parent, or 
anything that might separate the child from his family—as 
when, for reasons of health or education, he has to live far 
from home. That is why Article II of the Declaration of 
Geneva, which is chosen as the theme of this year’s cele- 
bration, says : 


The Child must be cared for with due respect for the family as 
an entity 


In the past, and in some places even now, it is thought 
that if a family cannot fulfil its task the child should be taken 
away and placed elsewhere. But it is abundantly proved, 
although not widely enough known, that in doing so we 
deprive a child of something precious for his’ development 
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which nothing else can replace. If then he must for a time 
be cared for elsewhere, the links of affection for home must 
in every possible way be preserved. For in any society 
the family is the small community which, for the child’s sake, 
must be honoured and if need be safeguarded. 

To secure that is the duty—personal, national and 
international—which the International Union for Child 
Welfare would like this World Children’s Day to bring 
home to everyone. 


The Union’s message, which was made widely known, 
over the air, in the Press and in other ways, was sent out to 
all member agencies of the Union, as well as to various 
international bodies, both governmental and voluntary, 
which in some cases circularised their own members. 

Judge M. Ch. de Jong, Chairman of the I.U.C.W. Execu- 
tive Committee, also gave a broadcast over the Dutch radio 
on the aims and activities of the International Union. 

The Union received numerous tokens of interest, in 
particular from the Holy See, unicer, the International 
Children’s Centre, the World Health Organisation, the 
Food and Agriculture Organisation, the High Commission 
for Refugees, the International Committee of the Red Cross, 
the League of Red Cross Societies, the International Confe- 
rence of Social Work, and so on. 


I.U.C.W. Broadcast 


With the kind collaboration this year again of the 
European Broadcasting Union, which collected the neces- 
sary musical material from its members, and Radio-Genéve, 
which placed its technical services at its disposal, the Union 
prepared for the celebration an international broadcast on 
the theme “ Mother and Child in Song”, featuring some 
lullabyes and children’s songs from 20 countries or territories. 

Up to the time of going to press, reports from national 
affiliates that have come into the I.U.C.W. show that broad- 
casts were sent from the radio stations of the following 
countries : Finland, France, Germany, India, Italy, Pakistan, 
Aaa ge Portugal, South Africa, Switzerland and Yugo- 
slavia. 

This broadcast feature was also presented by Miss Mary 
A. Dingman, I.U.C.W. Consultant at the United Nations, 
New York, to a group of guests at the United Nations 
Secretariat. 
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Message of the President of the General Assembly of the United 
Nations 


His Excellency Mr. Eelco N. van Kleffens associated 
himself in the observance of World Children’s Day. After 
stating its aim and emphasising that it was the duty of each 
individual to help in satisfying the needs of children, he went 
on to say that each one can discharge this duty by giving 
his support to local and national child welfare agencies 
which are doing such splendid work for children. World 
Children’s Day therefore merited the attention of thoughtful 
people everywhere. He felt this deeply since in the Nether- 
lands people had been educated in the spirit of child welfare 
for so many years and, indeed, the Dutch were among the 
first at the close of the 1914-18 War to subscribe to the idea 
which the International Union for Child Welfare had so 
steadfastly propagated. 


United Nations Co-operation 


The Union was much gratified at the support given in 
various forms by the Non-Governmental Organisations Sec- 
tion of the Secretariat of the Economic and Social Council 
and by the Department of Public Information of the United 
Nations. 

Over the U.N. wavelength of the Dept. of Public Infor- 
mation special broadcasts were given in New York and 
Geneva programmes serving over 300 stations. 

In Geneva, the special broadcast of the Information 
Department of the European Office of the U.N. was inserted 
in the programmes of Radio-Genéve. Finally, a film rela- 
tive to the celebration was embodied in the television pro- 
gramme. 


Collaboration with UNICEF 


This year’ also the U.N. Children’s Fund co-operated 
actively in World Children’s Day, e.g., by publishing various 
preliminary accouncements. 

In addition, Mr. Maurice Pate, Executive Director of 
UNICEF, made a statement in which he paid a t’ibute to 
the I.U.C.W. which “ with affiliates in a number of countries 
has done very valuable work for the benefit of children for 
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the past 35 years ”, as well as to many other voluntary 
agencies. He added that these had found the work of UNICEF 
a valuable ally in promoting schemes for the development of 
child health and welfare services throughout the world. 
During the current year the Fund is aiding 31 million per- 
sons in 88 countries and territories. 

The broadcast featuring the celebration was presented 
by Mrs. Grace Bok Holmes, Liaison Officer for NGOs, uNnIcEF, 
and associated in it besides Mr. Pate was Mr. Leonard W. 
Mayo, one of the Presidents of Honour of the Union, and 
Mr. Danny Kaye, the popular cinema star, who has been 
nominated “ ambassador-at-large ” of UNICEF. 

In her introductory remarks Mrs. Bok Holmes said that 
UNICEF wished to endorse the ideal to which the I.U.C.W. 
had devoted its efforts for so many years, namely, that the 
problems of children are world-wide. 

“We cannot, overnight, solve the problems of this 
world ”, said Mr. Pate, “ but we can, all of us, help to give 
a child some of the security and affection he needs to-day 
in order to cope with the problems he will face as an adult 
to-morrow. World Children’s Day is a day for remembering 
our responsibility to children. It can also be a day for 
doing something concrete about that responsibility through 
active support of our national voluntary and international 
child welfare agencies.” 

Mr. Leonard W. Mayo spoke as follows: “ There are 
things that each of us can do as citizens of our respective 
countries to make this World Children’s Day more meaningful. 
Almost everyone of us knows of something in his town or 
in his community, in his state or province, in his country, 
that needs to be improved, that could be made better for the 
welfare of individual children. Every great teacher, every 
great religious leader, every truly great statesman who has 
ever lived has in one way or another placed a child to the 
fore as a symbol, as a goal, as an objective for a better nation, 
a better country and a better people. The individual child 
in the midst of his own family, and his happiness and security, 
his growth and development as a useful citizen should be the 
objective of every nation. This is an objective that rises 
high above the barriers of race and religion and the other 
things that tend to keep us apart. Children are the great 
objective which will help to unite us as a people and as a 
family of nations.” 
Mr. Danny Kaye, who had just returned from a tour 
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throughout Asia to make known to the world the needs of 
children in areas of greatest want, stressed the importance 
for the future of children of solving the immense problems, if 
children are to be given the conditions of growing up to 
healthy adulthood and to function as citizens of the world. 


National Celebrations 


In many parts of the world talks were given on the signi- 
ficance of World Children’s Day and appeals were launched 
over national wave-lengths. 

To the untold numbers of listeners who heard the 
broadcasts must be added the vast number of readers of the 
articles and releases that appeared in the Press of different 
countries, as well as the publications of international and 
national bodies. 

The subjects treated dealt with children’s needs, werld 
brotherhood, support of the Union, of unicEer, national 
child welfare, etc. In many cases the Declaration of the 
Rights of the Child was reproduced in these publications. 


In Australia a radio appeal was made by the Victorian 
Section of the Save the Children Fund, requesting that in. 
every household a “rice-bowl ” be placed upon the table 
at the evening meal in which all the members of the family 
would place their gift to help the children in need in different 
parts of the world. 


In Austria, the State Counciller for Social Welfare in 
Styria, Mrs. Maria Matzner, of Graz, gave a radio talk. 

On the day of the celebration a special performance 
was given at the Opera by the “ Frohe Jugend ” Company 
to an almost exclusively youthful audience. The Chair- 
man of the organisation Prof. Selig, gave an address on the 
significance of World Children’s Day and this was followed 
by a performance of Shakespeare’s “The Taming of the 
Shrew ”, to the great delight of all present. 

Under the combined auspices of the “ Oesterreichische 
Kinderdorf-Vereinigung Pro Juventute ” (Salzburg), and of 
the “ Frohe Jugend ” Association, a balloon post in commem- 
oration of World Children’s Day was released on 3 October 
at Graz. Specially designed cards and envelopes with the 
stamps directly printed thereon were on sale and these were 
overstamped with the words “ Balloon Post ”, an exceptional 
measure sanctioned by the Austrian Postal Authorities. 
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Cards and envelopes were released by M. F. Dolder, pilot 
of the Swiss Balloon “ Zirich ”, and upon grounding were 
forwarded to the recipients by the nearest Austrian post 
office. Profits from the sale of envelopes and cards were 
shared equally between the Children’s village of Rotten- 
mann and the “Frohe Jugend” Association. Similar 
balloon posts have been organised on previous occasions on 
behalf of the Children’s Village and other child welfare insti- 
tutions. 

It is planned to organise a balloon post every year in 
connection with World Children’s Day. 

In Belgium, Mme Y. Névejan, Director General of the 
“(Kuvre Nationale de |’Enfance” (Brussels), gave a broad- 
cast on the theme of the message of the I.U.C.W. at the 
National French and Flemish Broadcasting Institute. 


In Burma, Mr. John Barnabas, Chief of the UNICEF 
Mission in that country, underlined the significance of this 
commemoration in a broadcast from Rangoon. “ World 
Children’s Day ”, he said, “is a day of dedication, when the 
attention of the busy adult is compelled to the needs of the 
child, when you renew your pledge to yourself and to the 
child that you will devote your energies in the following 
year to make the child happy, to make the world such where 
children can grow happily. It is a day when individuals, 
groups and Governments will resolve to redouble their efforts 
on behalf of children.” Mr. Barnabas then described the 
conditions of children in Burma and set forth the main 
points of a concrete child welfare programme. 

The day was celebrated throughout the country under 
the auspices of the Children’s League of Burma. 

2,000 children took part on the morning of 4 October 
in the official opening of the celebration in Rangoon. After 
messages by the Prime Minister and the Children’s Welfare 
Leagues had been read, the Chairman of the Celebration 
Committee, Bohmu Aung, and the Mayor of Rangoon, U Ba 
Nyunt, addressed the assembly. Boy Scouts and Girl Guides 
formed a Guard of Honour. 


In Finland the special I.U.C.W. musical feature was 
broadcast, as also in France, where a number of notes were 
published in the press. 

In Greal Britain, the Union’s message was used by the 
Press as the basis of its commentaries on the significance 
of the celebration. 
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In Greece, the personnel of the institutions run by the 
Patriotic Foundation for Social Welfare and Assistance 
(PIKPA), including the doctors, health visitors, social workers 
and others, were invited to meetings arranged specially for 
the occasion and several radio broadcasts were given. 


In the Republic of Haiti, Mme Paul E. Magloire, wife of 
the Head of the State, and President of the “ Mme Paul E. 
Magloire Foundation ”, sent a warm message of apprecia- 
tion “to all those who, all over the worid, are dedicating 
themselves to children, whatever may be their race, colour 
and the country to which they belong.” She hoped that 
success would crown the endeavours of all child welfare 
organisations and urged people everywhere to give them their 
wholehearted support. 

His Excellency M. Ernest G. Chauvet, representative 
of the Republic of Haiti at the United Nations headquarters 
New York, took an active interest in the preparation of 
World Children’s Day. 


In Holland, Judge M. Ch. de Jong, the new Chairman 
of the I.U.C.W. Executive, gave a broadcast on the aims 
and activities of the International Union. 


As regards India, in its report on the celebration the 
Indian Council for Child Welfare enumerated as follows the 
various types of events that took place in different parts 
of the country : Children’s festivals, public meetings, addresses 
by the Heads of States and prominent leaders, endorsement 
of the Declaration of the Rights of the Child, inauguration 
of Village Welfare Programmes in co-operation with the 
students of public schools and colleges, campaign for the 
repair of existing children’s playgrounds in co-operation 
with the local bodies, award of prizes to children for obser- 
vance of the rules of health and cleanliness. 

The Indian report gives details of the programmes at 
Jaipur, Bombay, Lucknow and Madras. 

At Jaipur the official ceremony took place in the pre- 
sence of His Highness The Maharaja, who in the course of 
his address made suggestions for the development of the 
child welfare services. Shri Davi Shankar Tiwari, Vice- 
President of the Child Welfare Council, laid stress on the 
extension of the child welfare activities in villages and on 
the necessity of ensuring that all children should enjoy 
equal facilities and opportunities for their development. 
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The meeting also endorsed the Declaration of the Rights of 
the Child. 

At Bombay, the Children’s Week Celebration Committee, 
presided over by Shri Soli Pavri, organised the event, which 
was placed under the high patronage of Shri D.K. Kunte, 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly of Bombay. A feature 
of this meeting was the presence of a group of specially 
invited children of various nationalities resident in Bombay 
who came dressed in their national costumes. The guest 
of honour was Judge P. B. Gajendragadkar. Addresses 
were delivered by Prof. A. R. Wadia and Shri M. V. Donde. 
In the course of the festival a symbolic world cake was cut, 
and the Declaration of Geneva was read during a march past. 

The celebration was included in a Women’s Programme 
over the All-India Radio on 4 October ; its significance was 
stressed and the theme of the day’s celebration, Article IT 
of the Declaration of the Rights of the Child, was ‘the subject 
of a special commentary. 

In Malaya, Sir Charles Mathew, President of the recently 
formed Malayan Council for Child Welfare, invited support 
of the aims of this new organisation at Kuala Lumpur. 


In Norway, special events marking the day were a Divine 
Service for children, a dance and a lottery to raise funds 
for the “ Redd Barna ” organisation and an exhibition of its 
publicity material. Articles were made available to the 
Press by “ Redd Barna ” on the Declaration of Geneva and 
on its own work. Mr. Leif Sendrésen, President of “ Redd 
Barna ”, gave a talk from the studio of the Norwegian Broad- 
casting Station. 

In Pakistan, besides the musical feature of the I.U.C.W. 
transmitted by the Karachi Broadcasting Station, a message 
in Urdu was given. The celebration also figured in the 
programmes of the Lahore, Dacca, Rawalpindi and Peshawar 
Stations. Those who took part in these programmes were 
Faroog Ali Khan, Begum Khadija G. A. Khan (Karachi) ; 
Syed Razee Tirmazee. (Lahore); Nazir Ahmad, A. M. G. 
Mahiud-Din, Muhammad Mudabbir, M. A. Faruqi (Dacca) ; 
Begum Jamila Siddiqi (Rawalpindi) and Syed Mazhar Gilani 
(Peshawar). 

In Portugal, a special film show for children was given 
in one of the biggest cinemas of Lisbon under the auspices 
of the National Federation of Child Welfare Institutions, 
presided over by M. E. Serra. The Ministers of Justice, 
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Foreign Affairs and Home Office were present among many 
other prominent leaders. The programme comprised a pre- 
view of “ The Conquest of Everest ” and “Crin blanc ”, as 
well as an animated cartoon entitled “ Little Madeleine ”. 
Tickets were distributed by the child welfare institutions. 


In Spain, the observance was linked with the fiftieth 
anniversary of the “ Obra de Proteccién de Menores ”, and 
many ceremonies were arranged in connection therewith, 
details of which, however, are still lacking. 


In Sweden, over the national radio, Mrs. Célie Brunius 
on behalf of “ Radda Barnen ” explained the significance 
of World Children’s Day, paid a tribute to the Union’s 
Founder, Eglantyne Jebb, and spoke on certain of the 
Union’s activities—the recent World Child Welfare Congress 
in Zagreb, the Declaration of the Rights of the Child— 
while Mrs. Elly Jannes, the well-known Swedish writer, 
described the way of life of children in other lands. Favour- 
able comments also appeared in the press. 


A good deal of space was given in Swiss newspapers to 
World Children’s Day in all parts of the country in addition 
to the broadcast of the I.U.C.W. special musical feature. 


In Syria, already in 1953, the Government had conferred 
upon World Children’s Day an official character. As in the 
previous year, there was a broadcast by the Minister of 
Social Affairs. A special programme was put on for child- 
ren and children’s festivities were arranged in many quarters. 


In the United States, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, who was 
heard over several networks, reminded people of their re- 
sponsibility towards children everywhere. “It is a duty 
for each and every one ”, she said, “ to work for a healthy 
and happy generation that will be able to shape the world of 
to-morrow in such a way that each and every person shall 
have a place in the sun. The observance should be linked 
with active support of national and international child service 
agencies.” Mrs. Roosevelt also took part in an interview 
with the radio feature Tex and Jinx. 

At the instigation of the Union’s Consultant in New 
York, represented by Mme de Hedervary and by Mr. J. 
Dermer, Director of Information of the Save the Children 
Federation, a propaganda campaign was organised which 
rallied the active support of numerous organisations, national 
as well as international. A most attractive poster symbolis- 
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ing the children of the world was widely distributed, Prac- 
tical suggestions were sent out to local groups, etc. 

Articles appeared in The New York Times, The Herald 
Tribune and the Christian Science Monitor. Mrs. Roosevelt 
devoted her weekly syndicated article in 80 papers to the 
celebration. 


In Uruguay, articles were published in the leading news- 
papers at the instigation of the Uruguayan Section of the 
I.U.C.W. and three broadcasts were given under its auspices. 

The Uruguayan Section also organised in Montevideo a 
poetry recital with the co-operation of the well-known 
Spanish actress, Mme Margarita Xirgu. The commemora- 
tion, a truly outstanding success, was opened by an address 
by Mme Angela Spariza de Ituno, an Executive member 
of the Section. 


In Yugoslavia, World Children’s Day marked the open- 
ing of the National Children’s Week which is held every 
year and focuses public attention on the whole field of child 
welfare. From the report sent by the Council of Child Wel- 
fare Associations in Yugoslavia it appears that during this 
week the entire country is mobilised in behalf of children 
through the radio, the press and in countless other ways. 
Talks are organised for the benefit of the parents, free per- 
formances are given in cinemas and theatres, kindergartens 
are opened, and the occasion is seized to improve the equip- 
ment of schools and other children’s institutions. A num- 
ber of big shops set up special children’s counters where 
articles are sold at a reduced price. Exhibitions of children’s 
newspapers and publications are arranged. The moral 
stimulus given by these Children’s Weeks is no less important 
than the material benefits. 

Mr. Mosa Pijade, President of the National Federal 
Assembly, referred to World Children’s Day in a radio talk 
inaugurating the National Children’s Week. 

This year a Child Welfare Fund was created by the 
Peoples’ Committees of the towns and districts throughout 
the country. Under a Federal Decree a special tax was 
levied for child welfare during Children’s Week: 2 dinars 
on every theatre, cinema, football match and tram ticket, 
as well as a surtax on stamps. Gifts by factories and business 
firms of their wares in aid of children were exempt from 
taxes. Although this Decree was proclaimed only five days 
before the opening of the week, and despite the fact that it 
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had not been possible to undertake any special propaganda, 
up to the time of drafting the report the sum of 250 million 
dinars had already been raised. 

The report concludes: “World Children’s Day and 
Children’s Week of 1954 were a truly encouraging proof of 
the people’s concern for children and young people. Through 
this stimulus, numerous child welfare problems have been 
resolved, new ideas and new types of welfare have been 
suggested, new sources of material supplies have been 
discovered, new personnel recruited, all of which will be used 
to good effect in the coming year. There can be no doubt 
that the unqualified success of these two celebrations must 
be attributed in large measure to the fact that the World 
Child Welfare Congress had been held in Yugoslavia a month 
earlier and had made accessible the treasures of experience 
of child welfare workers from many other countries.”

Conclusion 


Such is the main outline of the celebration of World 
Children’s Day in 1954, according to the information received 
by the International Union for Child Welfare from its member 
organisations and from other sources up to the time of going 
to press. All these reports, as well as the numerous letters 
of endorsement of the Union’s initiative, show that this 
annual focus of fraternal solidarity is gaining in popularity 
among the general public and claiming the interest of an 
increasing number of institutions. 

It will be clear from the character of the programmes, 
national and international, that the Union’s purpose in 
instituting this celebration is to confront the adult with his 
responsibilities towards the young generation. That is 
why each year the observance is linked with one or other 
aspect of the fundamental principles of the Declaration of 
the Rights of the Child, the Charter of the Union. For 
that reason, while its member agencies are at liberty to 
associate children in the festivities of the occasion, the 
accent is nevertheless primarily to focus the attention of 
the adult and offer him an opportunity to renew his pledge 
towards the young in his midst and in the world. 

True to this idea, the Union foresaw well in advance 
that the theme chosen for 4 October this year should be

related to the subject of the World Child Welfare Congress 
it convened in Yugoslavia a month previously: “Some 
Aspects of Child Welfare in Relation to the Family.” It 
will be the aim of the I.U.C.W. to preserve this thread of 
continuity between the observance of World Children’s 
Day and the Declaration of the Rights of the Child. 

Much still remains to be done, of course, in order to 
confer on World Children’s Day a deeper significance and to 
reach wider circles, but contemplating the results so far 
achieved, the Union is happy to note that its initiative has 
given a new impulse to the sense of world solidarity on 
behalf of children. It will continue to do all in its power, 
aided by the goodwill of people everywhere, to strengthen 
this powerful bond uniting Mankind and turn it always 
to good account.

Zagreb (Yugoslavia), 30 August-4 September 1954 


Some Impressions 


It is not without a certain anxiety that the organisers 
of a congress see the fateful date approach. Will the docu- 
ments be ready in time ? Will the speakers and rapporteurs 
who have been so carefully chosen for their expert know- 
ledge and their nationality turn up faithfully at the appointed 
time ? Will the chairmen—some of whom are as yet un- 
known—show the firmness wedded to good humour necessary 
to direct the debates, moderate the eloquence of the garru- 
lous speaker and encourage the shy one ? And what about 
the material problems: accommodation (by far the most 
critical), transport, information bureau at the station and 
air terminal, and the entertainment programme ? Will all 
these arrangements that have been so beautifully settled 
on paper really function as anticipated ? And the weather 
—will it be scorching or pouring with rain ? 

And above all, how will the congress members, coming 
from such widely differing countries, work together? Will 
the congress mean that a wider horizon has been opened for 
them ? Will they return home enriched by new friendships, 
stimulated and encouraged in their daily tasks, armed with 
findings and resolutions which will inspire new ventures 
and improvements ? 

It is by no means easy for the organisers to reply to 
these various questions. Each criticism—especially if it 
was well-founded—showed up the weak points ; each compli- 
ment encouraged them to believe that everything had come 
up to expectation. 

However, recalling our impressions and comparing them 
with those of others, it is possible to say that the Zagreb 
Congress, convened by the I.U.C.W., was in very truth 
international, grouping not only Europeans, but delegates 
from Asia and from North and South America, as well as 
representatives of the major intergovernmental and inter- 
national non-governmental child welfare organisations con- 
cerned with children. 
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The general atmosphere was throughout friendly and 
positive. The credit for this goes in large measure to our 
Yugoslav friends who had chosen excellent premises for the 
conference and had arranged them with great taste, taking 
as their guide that no trouble was too great if each of their 
foreign guests was to take away with him a happy souvenir 
of their hospitality. That hospitality was indeed delightful 
in its warmth and simplicity. A typical example comes to 
mind of Marshal Tito sitting in a corner of one of the drawing- 
rooms of the Esplanade Hotel, where the reception given 
by the Government on the first evening was held, and gra- 
ciously and untiringly signing his name in response to the 
numerous requests of the Congress members. 

The fact that the Congress took place in Yugoslavia, a 
country which is putting forth tremendous efforts to give the 
young generation the best chances for the future, despite the 
heritage of appalling conditions left by the war and which 
are far from having been overcome yet, was a most stimulat- 
ing factor. 

The qualifications and competence of the rapporteurs 
and the large majority of the Congress members ensured a 
high level in the debates (it should be recalled that the Con- 
gress was not limited to experts, but was open to all those 
interested in the questions treated). 

Finally, and above all, the general theme of the Congress 
was a subject much to the fore in many countries to-day. 


The problem of the relations of the child and of the family 
have gained added significance since modern psychology 
has shown how important it is that the child should have 
stable emotional relations in his early years—especially 
with his mother—and that this is of capital importance 
for the later development of his personality and social adjust- 
ment. These newly emerging concepts move us to attach 
increasing importance to all that helps the family to fulfil 
its role and to strengthen its cohesion, likewise to re-examine 
many deeply-rooted traditions with regard to the care and 
education of sick or handicapped children, and the measures 
that should be taken when the family—either because of 
circumstances beyond its control or because of neglect—is 
incapable of fulfilling its role. 

We have already mentioned the presence of Marshal 
Tito at the reception offered by the Government. The Presi- 
dent, indeed, took a very great interest in the Congress. 
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Before it opened, he received the members of the I.U.C.W. 
Executive Committee at his residence and conversed with 
them freely. It was on this occasion that he signed an 
illuminated copy of the Declaration of Geneva in Serbo- 
Croat. At the opening ceremony of the Congress he delivered 
the main speech, in which he stressed the importance his 
country, like others, attached to the welfare of children, and 
paid a tribute to the efforts of international bodies, in par- 
ticular by granting technical and material assistance to under- 
developed countries. “Not only does it (technical assist- 
ance) give tangible results from the point of view of efficient 
help in the care and welfare of children, but it contributes 
also to better understanding, co-operation and friendship 
in the world. For this reason the activities of all national 
organisations should be developed in this direction. New 
forms and methods for extending that aid should be intro- 
duced, the activities and results achieved should be analysed 
and evaluated, and various studies and reports showing how 
aid can be employed in the best possible way should be 
worked out. It is particularly important that before expe- 
rience is applied from one country to another sufficient 
account is taken of the specific conditions existing in the 
receiving country, as well as of the available staff and means. 
This Congress will certainly give valuable help in the solution 
of these problems and will make a step forward in the field 
of child welfare in general. ” 

Madame Milca Minic, President of the Council of Child 
Welfare Associations in Yugoslavia, member organisation of 
the I.U.C.W., who had welcomed Marshal Tito, thanked 
him in her capacity as President of the Congress. 

In her address she stated with ringing force : “ We have 
gathered here because we are aware that we must spare no 
effort to preserve the heritage of the past for our children 
and to protect it from destruction in a new war; that we 
must do our best to make available to every human being, 
to his family and his children, all the achievements of 
modern technical progress, science and culture.” 

The other speakers at this opening session were Mrs. Gor- 
don M. Morier, Chairman of the I.U.C.W. Executive Com- 
mittee, on behalf of the latter; M. Maurice Milhaud, who 
brought a message of good wishes from the United Nations 
and its Specialised Agencies, and M. Veceslav Holjevac, 
President of the Municipal Council of Zagreb, on behalf 
of the Local Authorities.

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Sectional and group meetings were preceded by intro- 
ductory reports in the plenary sessions which outlined the 
basic principles of each subject, the application of which 
was then discussed in the groups. The exception to this 
rule was the first report presented by Madame Branka 
Savic, General Secretary of the Council of Child Welfare 
Associations in Yugoslavia, who gave a general survey of 
child welfare problems in her country and the methods 
employed to tackle them. This address was all the more 
welcome as it enabled foreigners to gain a proper under- 
standing of social policy in Yugoslavia and hence to appre- 
ciate at their true value the remarks of their colleagues in 
the working sessions or the principles on which the institutions 
they visited were run. 

The five other main conferences were : 


“The Importance of a Home Environment for the Phy- 
sical and Mental Development of the Child,” by Dr. Juliette 
Favez-Boutonier, Professor of Psychology at the University 
of Strasbourg ; 


“The Functions and Responsibilities of the Community 
Towards the Family,” by Miss Bell Greve, Director of the 
Department of Public Health and Welfare, Cleveland 
(U.S.A.) ; 

“The Psychology of the Sick or Handicapped Child in 
Relation to His Family and the Community, ” by Dr. W. D. 
Wall, Department of Education, UNEsco ; 


“ Casework Approach to Family Problems ”, by Dr. Erna 
Sailer, Dean of the School of Social Work, Vienna (Austria) ; 


“Family Relationships in Exceptional Circumstances ”, 
by Mr. D. Q. R. Mulock Houwer, Director of the Zandbergen 
Institute, Amersfoort (Netherlands). 


As will be noted, the first section concerned itself with 
assistance to the normal family to enable it to fulfil its task, 
whether it be material aid or psychological or educational 
assistance. The Section examined these questions especially 
from the angle of the co-operation of the family with the 
statutory or voluntary welfare agencies. or with those which 
play a part in the life and education of the children (the 
school, recreational centres, youth movements, etc.). 

Apart from its findings, the First Section submitted 
for the approval of the Congress two resolutions, one recom- 
mending the International Union for Child Welfare to set up 
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a special committee to study, plan and stimulate ways of 
raising the standard of parental care throughout the world ; 
the other inviting the Union and its member organisations 
to support the efforts of the United Nations, its Specialised 
Agencies, and all organisations, international and national, 
which contribute to improving the well-being of children 
and the family throughout the world. 


The Second Section dealt with “The Child Separated 
from his Family for Reasons of Health or Education ”, the 
sick, physically handicapped, mentally handicapped, difficult 
or socially maladjusted child. Paying due attention to the 
principle that the proper emotional and physical develop- 
ment of the child demands the continuous presence of a 
loving mother and a stable family environment as a primary 
condition, the section pointed to the measures that could 
and should be taken when the child, in his own interest, 
has to be placed elsewhere for a shorter or longer interval. 
The necessity of maintaining family relations was emphasised, 
also that institutional personnel should learn to appreciate 
their value. 


Section Three concerned itself with the cases where the 
family is incapable of carrying out its task, in spite of the 
goodwill of the father or the mother, because it is incomplete, 
or because it is inadequate from the moral or social point 
of view, and owing to this fact the child is neglected, ill-treated 
or exploited. In the first case, the parent who is left in sole 
charge of the upbringing of the children should be given the 
necessary material and moral aid. In the second case, the 
family has to be rehabilitated, a delicate and difficult task, 
as in most cases it involves both improvement of the economic 
and social conditions which have led up to, or at any rate 
contributed to, the inadequacy of the family, and the re- 
education of the family itself. 


Lastly, the Fourth Section dealt with the “ Problem of 
Family Relationships in Exceptional Circumstances ”, such 
as natural catastrophes, war, uprooting of populations or the 
necessity of children and adolescents migrating without their 
families. The section avoided referring to the past more 
than was absolutely necessary in drawing the lessons for the 
future. The most important conclusion is that the integrity 
of the family must be safeguarded al all costs, unless separa- 
tion is unavoidable to save the life of the child. As regards 
the migration of children and adolescents without their 
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parents, except in cases where this is imperative to save the 
children from imminent danger, each case must be examined 
on its merits, to assess whether the advantages which the 
new country offers more than offset the risks of separation 
from home. 

The section expressed itself strongly in favour of the 
ratification of the Geneva Convention for the Protection of 
Civilian Populations in Time of War, and made various 
suggestions with regard to the training of specialised per- 
sonnel to look after the children. 


In the plenary session, after the Congress had adopted 
the findings presented by each of the sections, it also unanim- 
ously approved a resolution presented by the Bureau of the 
Congress which interpreted the general feeling : 

“In order to ensure the foregoing and to provide for all children 
that basic security and protection that are their natural right, and to 
bring to reality the provisions set forth in the Declaration of the Righis 
of the Child, 

“ The World Child Welfare Congress 

“ Calls upon its members and upon all appropriate national and 


international bodies to do all in their power to aid in creating and 
sustaining a condition of enduring peace throughout the world. ” } 


At the Closing Session, Mr. Leonard W. Mayo, President 
of Honour of the I.U.C.W., had the difficult task of summing 
up the main lessons of the Congress. In well chosen terms 
he emphasised that the reasons which had prompted the 
convening of the Congress in Zagreb must also be their watch- 
word for the future : 


to protect the child against all the conditions which are 
harmful to him ; 


to provide for his needs ; 


to prevent situations which threaten his physicial or 
mental health. 


“The Congress has taught us ”, he said, “that good 
work can be done with very modest resources and equip- 
ment, so long as the method and the spirit are right. ”

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Two afternoons were devoted to visiting social institu- 
tions, which made a deep impression on those who took 
part in them, as it showed the great efforts the country is 
making to meet the needs of its most underprivileged children. 

A ballet performance at the Grand Theatre on a folklore 
theme, “ The Devil in the Village ”, was a tremendous and 
well-deserved success. 

It is always with regret that a Congress disperses after 
several days of intensive work in common. Consequently, 
members were delighted to be able to continue their conversa- 
tions in the charming and hospitable drawing-rooms of the 
official residence of the Mayor of Zagreb.

REPORT ON THE SESSION 


This Session of the General Council, the supreme author- 
ity of the I.U.C.W., was of a special character as it was 
followed immediately by the World Child Welfare Congress, 
convened by the Union in co-operation with the Council of 
Child Welfare Associations in Yugoslavia. 

For this reason the Council was in session only two days, 
and its agenda was limited to questions dealing with the 
functioning and future of the Union. 

Twenty-five member organisations were represented, in 
addition to the international bodies with which the Union 
maintains continuous relations and a number of guests (see 
List of Participants, p. 194). 


The 1954 Session of the General Council was the guest 
of the Union’s member organisation in Yugoslavia. Sittings 
were held in the pleasant hall of the Congress House, embel- 
lished for the occasion with a Gobelin tapestry loaned by 
the Zagreb Museum. Walls and tables were adorned with 
the I.U.C.W. flag. 


Opening of the Session 


The General Council was officially inaugurated on 
Friday, 27 August at 10 a.m. 


M. Branko JEvREMovic, Member of the Executive 
Board of the Yugoslav Council, extended a cordial welcome 
to the delegates and guests in the name of his organisation 
and expressed their pleasure that Yugoslavia had been 
chosen as the venue for this meeting. 
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“ In the efforts our country is making to overcome the 
tremendous difficulties due to the devastation of the war 
and the under-developed economy which we inherited from 
the past, ” said M. Jevremovic, “ we have kept in the fore- 
front of our minds the debt we owe to the children, and it is 
our wish to assure them a better life and to spare them all 
the horrors our generation has suffered. We are therefore 
able to appreciate fully the great importance of the Inter- 
national Union for Child Welfare ; by promoting co-operation 
between all those working in this field, the Union is helping 
the countries to work more effectively to resolve their pro- 
blems. 

“ The mere fact that delegates have come from numerous 
countries to attend this session of the General Council, 
and that next week several hundreds of specialists active 
in one field or another of child welfare will be coming from 
every part of the world to meet in Congress is proof of the great 
usefulness of the Union. We are happy to be able to join 
our efforts to those of other members of the Union and contri- 
bute our part in making its activity ever more fruitful. ” 

Mrs. Gordon M. Morter, Chairman of the [.U.C.W. 
Executive Committee, thanked the Yugoslav Council for 
its cordial welcome and congratulated it on the perfect way 
in which everything had been planned and organised. The 
Union had accepted with great pleasure the invitation to 
meet in Yugoslavia, a country where conditions were in 
many ways different from those in most of the countries 
where the Union had held its previous sessions, and this 
offered an excellent opportunity to compare the methods 
applied in child welfare. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee extended a 
cordial welcome to the representatives of numerous member 
organisations as also to the delegates of other bodies and the 
guests. She was particularly happy that Mr. Leonard W. 
Mayo, one of the Presidents of Honour of the I.U.C.W., was 
attending a General Council for the first time. 


Signature of the Declaration of Geneva by Marshal Tito 


The Chairman of the Executive Committee announced 
that MarsHat Tito, President of the Peoples’ Federal 
Republic of Yugoslavia, would present an autographed 
illuminated copy of the Declaration of the Rights of the 
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Child, Charter of the Union, to the Executive Committee, 
as a token of his interest in the Union’s work on behalf of 
the children of the world. This statement was greeted with 
great applause.

Reports of the Secretary General and of the Member 
Organisations 


According to its usual procedure, the Council examined 
and discussed these Reports on Activities for the period 
1952-54 which had been sent out beforehand to the member 
organisations (see pp. 198 and 232). 


The SECRETARY GENERAL commented upon the various 
parts of his Report and laid particular stress on the fact 
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that to gain an over-all view of the activities of the Union 
one had to consider not only the efforts deployed by the 
governing bodies of the Union and its Secretariat, but also 
the reports on the activities of the member organisations. 
The latter carried out independently important programmes 
of work which were a serious contribution to the progress 
of child welfare not only within the borders of their own 
countries but in the world at large. Hence their reports, 
so varied, interesting and constructive, showing the value 
of private initiative, coupled sometimes with official res- 
ponsibilities, formed an integral part of the work of the 
Union. 

The Secretary General believed that the activities of 
the I.U.C.W. from 1952 to 1954 represented a definite pro- 
gress both as regards the composition and functioning of the 
Union and its contribution in the field of child welfare. 


After the thanks expressed by the President, several 
delegates added explanations on one point or another of the 
report of their organisation, or seized the opportunity to 
thank the Union and its members for their interest and 
assistance or to underline the great value of co-operation 
among the membership and their belief in its importance.

Miss Dingman, who has been in office since 1948, will retire 
at the end of 1954. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee and the 
Secretary General, on behalf of the Council, paid a warm 
tribute to the outstanding qualities of Miss Dingman who 
had rendered immeasurable services to the Union through 
her enthusiasm and unvarying devotion. It expressed 
regret that she had not been well enough to attend the 
session and sent her a telegram of deep gratitude and good 
wishes. 

It was agreed that the Executive Committee would 
initiate the necessary measures when the time came to ensure 
the continuity of the Union’s representation at United Nations 
headquarters. 
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e) Finances 


Upon the report of the Finance Committee, the Council 
approved the Statements of Accounts for the financial 
years 1952 and 1953 which had been duly verified (see 

. 229). 
. In addition, the Council recommended a further examina- 
tion of the question of the amount of membership fees and 
the principles on which these should be determined. 


Policy and Future Programme of the I.U.C.W. 


a) Study of the future role of the Union in the light of the 
current needs of children. and the present programmes of 
nalional and international bodies concerned with child 
welfare 


The Council devoted two sittings to an examination 
of the Study Project, which had been sponsored jointly, 
in the first place, by the Save the Children Federation and 
the Child Welfare League of America, the two member 
organisations of the Union in the USA. After lengthy 
deliberations this project was now presented by the Executive 
Committee. The latter had entrusted the task of clarifying 
the plan of the Study and of directing it to a Committee of 
Experts headed by Mr. Leonard W. Mayo and assisted 
by Dr. T. ArNEus (Sweden) and Mr. D. Q. R. Mutockx 
Houwer (Netherlands). 

The debates in the Council on this item of the agenda 
were presided over by Dr. (Mrs.) HARFOUCHE. 

After a general introduction by Mr. Mayo, the Council 
proceeded to an examination of the varions parts of the 
project. Mmes Morter, DE Hurtapo, Paut-Pont, BHaTia 
and Nicco.iai-LazzERIN1I, and MM. Mutock HouwErR, DE 
Jonc, BinpER, Hattuoto, HorstEN, VLAHOF. CHAZAL and 
DE SAINTIGNON drew attention to certain points or made 
suggestions, with regard to, in particular, the character 
and the very diverse aims of member organisations; the 
difference in prevailing conditions in the various countries ; 
the distribution of tasks as between the authorities and the 
voluntary organisations ; the necessity of having talks rather 
than sending out questionnaires, etc. 
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In conclusion, the Council unanimously adopted the 
Study Project as well as the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee regarding its financing. 

The aim of the plan is essentially to outline a method 
of work for those in charge of the Study, by setting down 
the main groups of questions to be covered. 

To clarify the direction and emphasis of the Union’s 
work in the future, the Study will endeavour to evaluate, 
on the one hand, the needs of children in the world, using 
for this purpose all the sources of information available 
rather than undertaking any new research, although excep- 
tions may be made in special cases, and on the other hand, 
the place of child welfare in the programmes of international 
bodies as well as the contribution of the Union and its activ- 
ities. On the basis of this information a summary will be 
made with a view to formulating certain guiding lines. 

Then, taking into account in the first place the experience 
of the Union and its member agencies, and where necessary 
completing this data from other sources, the Study provides 
for a re-examination in an objective manner of the role of 
an international non-governmental organisation in improving 
the conditions of children. 

On the basis of this general background, conclusions 
will be drawn—and this is the essential reason for undertak- 
ing the Study—as to the main direction and focus of the 
programme of the Union in future: in the collection and 
exchange of information; in co-ordinating and planning 
with its member agencies, and with other bodies ; in the use 
of experts in providing consultative and other services to 
member agencies ; in relief work ; in long-range child welfare 
demonstrations and pilot projects ; in child welfare person- 
nel; in how topics should be selected for research and plan- 
ning, etc. 

While continuing to press forward with its programme, 
the Union’s desire in carrying out this Study is to review 
its past record and draw up plans for the future in the light 
of all the elements of the situation. The Study is not an 
end in itself, but a stage in the evolution of the Union. 


b) The I.U.C.W. and Asia 


The Council was informed of the efforts pursued by 
the Union in Asia to give effect to the findings of the Inter- 
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national Study Conference which met in Bombay in Decem- 
ber 1952.1 

Thanks to a generous gift from the New York Funp 
FOR CHILDREN (President: Mrs. David M. Levy), and in 
agreement with the Indian Council for Child Welfare, a Field 
Consultant for India and Other Asian Countries was appointed 
at the beginning of 1954 in the person of Mr. V. M. KuLKaARNI, 
with an office in New Delhi at the headquarters of the Indian 
Council for Child Welfare. 

Mr. Kulkarni explained his activities in India and gave 
particulars of the mission he carried out from April to June 
in Burma, Thailand, Malaya, Singapore, Indonesia, the Phi- 
lippines and Ceylon. He also suggested how this organisa- 
tional and liaison work could be developed. 

The Council took note of this report with much satisfac- 
tion and earnestly hoped that this project could be developed, 
thus opening new prospects for service to children in the 
world. 


c) World Children’s Day 


The Council agreed that the celebration of this day 
should be definitely fixed for the first Monday of October in 
every year, and that a message of the I.U.C.W. should be 
regularly published in relation to the theme of the celebra- 
tion. It expressed its grateful thanks to the European 
Broadcasting Union and Radio-Genéve for the co-operation 
they are good enough to assure to the Union in connection 
with this project. The Council noted with satisfaction the 
support given by Unicer in this initiative of the I.U.C.W. 


Entertainment 


Arrangements made by the Council of Child Welfare 
Associations in Yugoslavia included many agreeable oppor- 
tunities for delegates to meet outside the working sessions. 
In this connection, the Council was invited for an outing 
to Mount Sjelme in the vicinity of Zagreb on Sunday, 
29 August. It was also invited to the opening of an interest-

Report of the Secretary General 


INTRODUCTION 


This Report, presented as usual to the General Council, 
is a survey of the main events in the life of the I.U.C.W. 
since the July 1952 Session of the Council General in Zurich. 
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I. CONSTITUTION OF THE I.U.C.W. 


1. Composition of the Union 


At the time of going to press (July 1954), and subject 
to the approval of the General Council, the membership 
position of the I.U.C.W. is 64 organisations or national 
agencies in 40 countries, plus two international organisations 
(see pp. 368-373). 

From July 1952 to March 1954, the Executive Committee 
took the following decisions :

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2. General Council 


The General Council of the I.U.C.W. convened in Zurich 
(Switzerland) from 1-5 July 1952, by kind invitation of the 
Fondation Pro Juveniute, member organisation of the Union. 

The Council was also welcomed by the Cantonal and 
Municipal Authorities of Zurich as well as by a representative 
of the Federal Political Department. 

Seventy-two delegates representing 35 member organ- 
isations took part in the sittings, which were presided over 
by M. Marcel Pilet-Golaz, Former Federal Councillor and 
President of Pro Juveniute, Mrs. Gordon M. Morier, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the I.U.C.W., and Col. Ulrich 
Wille, Chairman of the Pro Juventule Council. 

The Members of the General Council were invited to 
take part in the Fortieth Anniversary Celebration of Pro 
Juventule, and in a number of receptions and excursions.” 
Arrangements were also made for them to visit several 
institutions, including the Pestalozzi Children’s Village 
(Trogen). 

A full report of this Council Session was published in 
the Internalional Child Welfare Review (1952, No. 3-4).

The Committee accepted with deep regret the resignation 
of Mme M. Dedijer-Kicevac, due to health reasons ; it invited 
Mme B. Savic (Belgrade) to replace her as a co-opted member. 
Following the dissolution of the Argentine Section, Mme E. P. 
V. de Anchorena sent in her resignation, but she was requested 
to retain her seat on the Executive Committee until the 1954 
Session of the General Council. 

The Executive Committee noted with deep regret also 
the resignation of M. Max Reiser, Hon. Delegate of the Peru- 
vian Section of the I.U.C.W. (Lima), a function which he 
had exercised with unflagging devotion over a long period 
of years.

The meeting grouped some 30 participants. It was held 
in the Children’s Home at Heroldeck (Carinthia), and was 
cordially received by the Land authorities and the Arbeits- 
vereinigung der Fiirsorgeverbdnde Kdrnlens. 

The Conference was opened by Mrs. Gordon M. Morier, 
Chairman of the I.U.C.W. Executive Committee; topics 
discussed were the co-operation of the Austrian member 
organisations with the Union and with each other. The 
session was presided over by Dr. G. Hofmann, Head of 
Section, Federal Ministry of Social Affairs, and Dr. Peter 
Zojer, President of the Arbeilsvereinigung der Fiirsorgever- 
bande Karniens. 

The Conference visited a number of institutions. 


Mention should be made also of a conference of the 
Overseas Directors of the Save the Children Federation (New 
York), convened by its President, Dr. Richard P. Saunders, 
which was held at the headquarters of the Union from 5 to 
15 October 1953.

Under the authority of the Executive Committee and 
in co-operation with the Secretary General, these relations 
have been ensured with the Secretariat of the United Nations 
and Unicer Executive Board in New York mainly by 
Miss Mary A. Dingman; with the European Office of UNicEF 
(Paris) by Brig. T. W. Boyce, Vice-Chairman of the Executive 
Committee ; with the European Centre of the United Nations 
(Geneva) and the World Health Organisation by Dr. Thélin, 
Mrs. Small and Miss Frankenstein ; with UnEsco (Paris) by 
Mrs. Small; with Fao (Rome) by Professor Marotta and 
Dr. Mariani; with the United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees (Geneva) by Miss Frankenstein, and with 
Unxra (Geneva) by Dr. Thélin and Mrs. Small. 

These international relations of the Union were very 
effectively supplemented in different countries by member 
organisations either in the form of approaches, reports, state- 
ments, talks or attendance at meetings.

Ill. WORK OF THE I.U.C.W. 


The aims of the Union as laid down both in its Statutes 
and in the Declaration of Geneva, present the various duties 
towards the Child as an indivisible whole, though each in 
itself is as important as the others. 

In conformity with the directives indicated by the General 
Council and the decisions of the Executive Committee, several 
important events stand out in the work of the Union from 
1952 to 1954. Though carried out in the name of the 
Union as a whole, each of them was only made possible 
thanks to the co-operation of its members, since it is through 
them that the Union exists and continues in being. 

Maintaining complete autonomy in their activities, the 
whole credit of which is theirs alone, member’ organisations 
carry out their independent programmes of work which help 
to further child welfare not only within their own frontiers 
but also internationally. Consequently, their reports, which . 
will be found later in these pages, may be regarded as an 
integral part of the work of the Union. 
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The perusal of these reports is impressive and gives an 
idea of the immense usefulness in a wide variety of fields 
of the work accomplished by member organisations. These 
constructive activities, with long-term moral and material 
effects, play an important part in social policy. 


1. International Study Conference on Child Welfare 


Convened by the I.U.C.W. in co-operation with its 
member organisation the Indian Council for Child Welfare, 
this Conference met in Bombay from 5 to 12 December 1952. 
Its main subject: “Child Welfare in Relation to Social 
Services and the Raising of Standards of Living ”, had been 
chosen with a view to linking up with subjects which were 
to be discussed shortly after at the International Conference 
of Social Work, in Madras. 

Over 700 delegates and observers from 26 countries, the 
‘representatives of the United Nations and its specialised 
agencies and of numerous non-governmental organisations 
took part. 

At the inaugural ceremony, presided over by Rajkumari 
Amrit Kaur, Minister of Health and President of the Indian 
Council for Child Welfare, addresses were given, amongst 
others, by Lady Cowasji Jehangir on behalf of the Reception 
Committee, the Prime Minister, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, 
and Dr. C. Saroglou, on behalf of the Executive Committee 
of the I.U.C.W. 

Rajkumari Amrit Kaur, Dr. Henry Kessler, Past-Pre- 
sident of the International Society for the Welfare of Cripples, 
Mr. Oscar R. Ewing, Administrator of the Federal Security 
Agency, U.S.A., Mr. G. K. Saiyidain, Educational Adviser 
to the Government of India, and Lady Rama Rau, Chairman 
of the Organising Committee, presided at the Plenary Sessions. 

The chief aspects of the main subject were introduced 
by Dr. Elaine Field (Malaya), Dr. Claude Kohler (France), 
Dr. J. Sulianti (Indonesia), Miss Kapilla Khandwalla and 
Miss Marjorie Sykes (India). 

One of the Plenary Sessions was devoted to a survey 
of the activities of inter-governmental organisations in this 
field, in which the following representatives took part: 
Miss Dorothy Kahn, Division of Social Activities, United 
Nations; Mr. Matta Akrawi, Department of Compulsory 
Schooling, Unesco; Dr. G. Mettrop, Maternal and Child 
Health Adviser, Regional Office for S.E. Asia, World Health 
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Organisation ; Miss Mildred Fairchild, Chief, Women’s and 
Young Workers Division, International Labour Office ; 
Mr. John Barnabas, Head of the UnicEF Mission to Burma ; 
Miss J. Ritchie, Regional Nutrition Officer for Asia and the 
Far East, Food and Agriculture Organisation ; Mlle I. Paul- 
Pont, in charge of External Relations and Social Questions, 
International Children’s Centre, Paris. 

Taking as basis the conclusions of the nine discussion 
groups, the Conference voted some findings which should 
guide child welfare work in India and the countries of South 
East Asia. 

Official receptions were given by the Minister of Health, 
the Chairman of the Reception Committee, and the Mayor 
of Bombay, while smaller groups were received by the Govern- 
or of the State, by Heads of Delegations and by members 
of the Reception Committee. In addition, delegates showed 
great interest in the various cultural and artistic events that 
were arranged in their honour. 

In connection with the Conference an International 
Exhibition was organised by a special committee headed by 
Mrs. Krishna Hutheesingh, various visits to institutions were 
arranged and some films were presented. 

A report of the Conference was given in the form of an 
article in the International Child Welfare Review (1953, No. 1). 
The full proceedings, in English, were published as a book 
under the title: International Study Conference on Child 
Welfare, Report of the Proceedings (266 pp.). 


Giving effect to a resolution of the Conference, the 
Executive Committee at its March 1953 Session approved 
the setting up of an I.U.C.W. Committee for Asian Countries. 

In addition, thanks to a generous gift from the New 
York Fund for Children (President : Mrs. D. M. Levy), and 
in agreement with the Indian Council for Child Welfare, a 
post of the J.U.C.W. Field Consultant for India and other 
Asian Countries has been created and entrusted to Mr. V. M. 
Kulkarni, M.A., Executive Secretary of the Bombay Confe- 
rence. 

Mr. Kulkarni entered upon his duties in February 1954. 
In the course of a mission he carried out in April and May, 
he got in touch with child welfare authorities and agencies 
in Burma, Thailand, Malaya, Singapore, Indonesia, the Phi- 
lippines and Ceylon. He ‘also made various visits in India 
on behalf of the Indian Council for Child Welfare. 
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2. World Child Welfare Congress 


This Congress, which was decided upon in principle by 
the General Council of 1952, and given effect to by resolution 
of the Executive Committee in March 1953, will convene in 
Zagreb (Yugoslavia), from 30 August to 4 September 1954, 
upon the invitation of the Council of Child Welfare Associa- 





tions in Yugoslavia, member organisation of the Union. 
The Secretariat of the I.U.C.W. has carried out the pre- 

paratory work of the Congress, which has as its main theme : 

Some Aspects of Child Welfare in Relation to the Family.

8. World Children’s Day 


The idea of this celebration, which was instituted by the 
General Council of 1952, was welcomed with enthusiasm and 
was observed for the first time in 1953 by 40 States and terri- 
tories. Its central theme was the Declaration of the Rights 
of the Child. 

The United Nations Children’s Fund (UniceErF), the 
Department of Public Information of the U.N., and UNEsco 
amongst others associated themselves in this celebration. 

Detailed accounts were published in the Jntlernational 
Child Welfare Review (1953, No. 4) and the J.U.C.W. News 
Letter (1953, No. 51). 


Preparations for the 1954 celebration are now under 
way. The main subject this year will be Art. II of the Decla- 
ration of the Rights of the Child : “ The Child must be cared 
for with due respect for the family as an entity”. As in 
1953, the European Broadcasting Union and Radio-Genéve 
are giving their most helpful co-operation to the Union, which 
is here gratefully acknowledged. 

In addition, various functions will be arranged both on 
the national and international levels. 

The Executive Committee has decided that this Day 
shall be observed henceforth every year on the first Monday 
in October. 


4. International Competition of Children’s Drawings to 
Illustrate the Tales of Hans Andersen 


This contest, organised by Red Barnet (Denmark) and 
placed by decision of the General Council under the auspices 
of the I.U.C.W., was highly successful. 

In agreement with “the Hans Andersen Society, Red 
Barnet selected ten tales as subjects. 

Under the rules the competition was open to children 
up to 16 years and each country was invited to send to 
Red Barnei’s headquarters 100 of its best drawings, that is 
to say, 10 for each tale, with a view to an international 
exhibition. 
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The exhibition was officially inaugurated in Copenhagen 
on 1 May 1953, in a pavilion of the Tivoli, the centre of 
popular culture, by Her Majesty Queen Ingrid, Red Barnel’s 
gracious Patron. The Danish authorities, the diplomatic 
corps, the Executive Committee and the Union Secretariat 
were represented. 

Addresses were given by Prof. Flemming Hvidberg, 
Minister of Education; Mrs. C. Fuglsang-Damgaard, Pre- 
sident of Red Barnet; Judge M. Ch. de Jong, I.U.C.W. 
Executive member, and Mr. Kai Simonsen, Chairman of the 
Exhibition Committee. 

A number of travelling exhibitions of selected drawings 
are now on tour in several countries. 

A special diploma was awarded to the children whose 
drawings were accepted. 


5. I.U.C.W. Advisory Committee for Delinquent and Socially 
Maladjusted Children and Young People 


This Committee, set up in 1948, and composed of magis- 
trates, administrative officials, psychologists, psychiatrists, 
social workers, educators and the directors of training centres, 
held its Fourth Session in Rome, from 29 September to 
2 October 1952, where it was formally received by the Minister 
of Justice. Experts from nine countries took part, under 
the chairmanship of His Ex. Luigi Ferrari, Director-General 
of the Department for Preventive Institutions, Ministry of 
Justice. 

The main subject of this session, at which M. J. Chazal, 
Juvenile Court Judge at the Tribunal de la Seine, Paris, 
acted as rapporteur, was : “ The Choice of Treatment at the 
Option of the Juvenile Court Judge or Other Competent 
Body ”. 

A detailed report of this session, which had been pre- 
pared with the collaboration of the Italian Association for 
Child Welfare, was published in the International Child 
Welfare Review (1953, No. 1). 

The Committee held its Fifth Session at Argenteuil (near 
Brussels, Belgium) from 20-24 April 1954, at the invitation 
of the Child Welfare Bureau, Ministry of Justice, member 
organisation of the Union. It was officially received by the 
Minister of Justice. Experts from 12 countries took part in 
the discussions, which were presided over by Mlle S. Huynen, 
Director of the Child Welfare Bureau. 
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The rapporteur for this session was Mr. D. Q. R. Mulock 
Houwer, Director of the Zandbergen Institute, Amersfoort 
(Netherlands). Subject: “The Differentiation of Institu- 
tions and of Treatment Methods within the Same Institu- 
tion ”. 

A short report on the work of the session was given in 
the J.U.C.W. News Lelter (1954, No. 54), and an article was 
published in the Review (1954, No. 2). 

In connection with both sessions visits to institutions 
were arranged. 

The Sixth Session will be held in the autumn of 1955 
in Denmark, by kind invitation of the Ministry of Social 
Affairs, conveyed by Mr. H. Horsten, Head of the Child 
Welfare Department. 


6. Study on Adoption of Children 


Under a contract of work concluded between the United 
Nations and the I.U.C.W., the Secretariat drafted the text 
of this study on adoption practice in different countries. 

On the basis of a questionnaire which was prepared with 
the valued assistance of several experts, the Secretariat of 
the Union collected some documentary reports in which task 
it was happy to have the collaboration of the following 
member organisations : 


France : Centre francais de Protection de 
l’Enfance, which took the ini- 
tiative of forming a committee,

kindly furnished by non-members of the Union, in particular, 
that for Canada by the Canadian Welfare Council, for Den- 
mark by the Ministry of Social Affairs (at the request of 
Red Barnet), for Great Britain by the Standing Conference of 
Societies Registered for Adoption.

Simultaneously, the United Nations prepared analyses 
of adoption legislation in selected countries of Europe, North | 


America and Latin America, chosen because of their different 

legal systems and differing social and cultural patterns. 
The final text (104 pp. in the English edition) somewhat 

revised, was published by the Division of Social Welfare of 

the United Nations under the title : Sludy on Adoption of 

- Children (United Nations publication ST/SOA/17, New York 

1953). It is one aspect of the United Nations study of child- 

ren deprived of a normal home life, and will be followed by 

studies of other forms of care for homeless children. The 

Secretariat of the Union has received numerous appreciations. 

One expert wrote: “ This publication is a work of funda- 

mental importance which gives a complete picture of work 

in the above field, and is indeed an important contribution 

of the I.U.C.W. to research into comparative social problems ”. 


7. Inquiry Concerning the Situation of the Illegitimate 
Children of Foreign Servicemen 


At the request of several member organisations and with 
a view to ascertaining whether special measures of protection 
were needed, in particular, with respect to Coloured children, 
the Secretariat made an inquiry in nine countries of Europe 


(Germany, Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, Great Bri- 
tain, Italy, Norway and the Netherlands). 
Contrary to what had been supposed, this study showed 
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that the large majority of these children were being brought 
up by their mothers or by their mothers’ families. As 
regards the minority who should be boarded out, the inquiry 
showed that it would not be to the advantage of the Coloured 
children to be placed in establishments reserved for this 
category only. However, in many cases a question of capital 
importance for these children is the payment and enforcement 
of maintenance obligations by their fathers, most of whom 
are living abroad.

The results of this inquiry were given in the Iniernational 
Child Welfare Review (1953, No. 2), while the full report, in 
German, has been published by the Verlag Wilhelm Steine- 
bach, Munich, under the title : “ Soldatenkinder ”. 


8. Information and Documentation 


Since the last General Council (July 1952), the Secretariat 
has been responsible for the preparation and regular publica- 
tion of 16 numbers of the International Child Welfare Review, 
in English and French (a total of 1,058 pages), and 20 issues 
of the J.U.C.W. News Letter (total : 128 pages).

August 1952 on the initiative of the Uruguayan Section of 
the I.U.C.W. 


9. I.U.C.W. Emergency Fund 


At its Fifteenth Session (Geneva, March 1953), the 
Executive Committee recommended that this Fund, institut- 
ed by the General Council of London (1950), be continued in 
the hope that a larger number of organisations would contri- 
bute to it. In recent months five grants (Great Britain, 
Greece, Italy, India, Austria) have been made from the 
Fund, the object of which is to permit the Union as a whole 
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and in the name of all its members to manifest immediately 
its solidarity and especially its sympathy in time of calamity. 


10. Relief of Korean Children 


The principle of relief in this sector was decided upon 
by the General Council of 1950 (London). The Save the 
Children Fund (London) is developing in this connection a 
remarkable effort. 

The S.C.F. began its action in April 1952 and is carrying 
it on in association with its Commonwealth Branches, in 
co-operation with several member organisations of the Union. 
It is under the auspices of the Union. 

The S.C.F. medico-social team, which has its head- 
quarters at Pusan, began work in April 1952 under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Roland Good of Melbourne. The present director 
is Dr. Burgess, also an Australian. The Team is composed 
(Spring 1954) of an administrator, Mr. Yeats (British), 
2 nurses, Miss Hawkins (British) and Miss Cameron (Austra- 
lian), and a social welfare worker, Miss Wale (Australian), 
together with a number of Korean co-workers. Arrange- 
ments are being made for a Swedish nurse to join the Team. 

Brig. T. W. Boyce, General Secretary of the S.C.F., paid 
a visit to Korea in the spring of 1953. 


_ Since July 1953 the Team has accomplished the follow- 
ing : 
a) A Health Centre has been opened in Pusan (number 


of medical examinations April to June 1954: 
16,228) ; 


b) A TB Clinic, a Milk Feeding Centre, a Nursery 
Play-group, and a Clinic in a tented city have been 
set up (number of medical examinations April to 
June 1954 : 4,994) ; 

c) Hospitals, Institutions, Orphanages and Camps have 
been regularly visited and helped by members of 
the Team ; 

d) Two Children’s Wards in a Korean Red Cross 
Hospital were opened in January 1954; 

e) District visiting has been started and is making 

good progress and Korean women are being trained 

in this work ; 
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f) Three Korean Doctors and four Nurses have been 
instructed and put in charge of the various places 
mentioned above, under the supervision of the 8.C.F. 
Team ; ~ 

g) Arrangements have been made for half-yearly train- 
ing courses for Korean doctors, and six are now 
undergoing such training. Korean nurses receive 
regular instruction. 

h) Clothing and supplies have been distributed ; 

i) With the co-operation of a German Medical Unit, 
a Mobile Clinic has been started ; 

j) Immunisation against diphtheria and smallpox has 
been carried out, limited only by vaccine available ; 

k) Orphanage staff training scheme started. 


The cost in the S.C.F. financial year ending 31 March 1954 
was £165,526, but to develop and expand in Korea as planned 
at least £50,000 a year more will be needed.

16. Relief of Flood Victims in Austria (1954)

17. Rehabilitation Home for War-Mutilated Boys (Italy) 


This Home, placed under the auspices of the Union, was 
opened in 1946 at Erba, near Lake Como, in an estate gener- 
ously lent by Mme M. Malaspina-Vaccari, member of the 
Executive Committee. It has carried on its activities as a 
high school without interruption since that date, and at the 
present time provides training for some forty boys in accord- 
ance with their capacities, with a view to enabling them to 
become self-supporting.

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In addition to the funds raised by the Italian Association, 
the Union through the Secretariat, as well as various member 
organisations, has made grants for the upkeep of the Home 
during the period covered by this report.

18. Creation of a Day Nursery and Recreation Centre for 
Young Refugees at Corfu (Greece) 


As a result of the agreements concluded in January 
1954 between the U.N. High Commissioner for Refugees, on 
the one hand, and the I.U.C.W. and the Patriotic Foundation 
for Social Welfare and Assistance (Pikpa), on the other, the 
construction of this day nursery and recreation centre for 
young refugees is now under way. 

The project, elaborated by Pixpa, will be realised with 
the co-operation of various member agencies of the Union 
working in Greece (British Save the Children Fund, Radda 
Barnen—Sweden). Financial support has been assured 
thanks to a gift from the Ford Foundation Grant for Refugees 
made by the U.N. High Commissioner for Refugees to the 
Union. 


9. Sponsorships 


The number of children handled by the Secretariat’s 
Sponsorship Department was about 1,500 in 1952 and 1953. 
An upward tendency is to be noted. 

In 1952, contributions by sponsors amounted to 327,712 
Swiss francs (£26,752 — $76,000); in 1953, the figure was 
341,801 francs (£27,902 — $79,488). 
The chief sponsor countries are Canada, New Zealand, 
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Switzerland, Peru and France. Some sponsorships have also 
been taken up in Germany, Belgium, Ireland and Brazil. 

The sponsored children belong mainly to the following 
countries : Germany, Austria, Finland, France, Greece and 
Italy. There are also a few in Switzerland, Belgium and the 
Netherlands.

Jebb, Founder of the Union, was commemorated on 17 Decem- 
ber 1953 in a spirit of loyalty and gratitude.

I look forward to its findings 
with the greatest interest as I am certain they will be most 
helpful. 

In bringing this report to a close, I wish to express 
again my warm thanks to all those, and particularly my 
colleagues at the Secretariat, who have helped me during 
the past two years to carry out my task.

INTRODUCTION 


In the main, the reports of the activities of member 
organisations cover the period from July 1952 to June 1954, 
that is to say, the interval since the last General Council 
(Zurich, 1952). In some cases they have had to be slightly 
abridged. 

It is to be regretted that reports were not received from 


a few organisations. The full list of the I1.U.C.W. membership 
will be found on pp. 367-372. 
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AUSTRIA 


Arbeitsvereinigung der Fiirsorgeverbande Karntens 


(Association of Child Welfare Authorities in Carinthia) 


Arnulfplatz 1, Klagenfurt 


This body, grouping representatives of all the communes of the 
Land and District social welfare authorities, was formally constituted 
on 20 December 1950. Its purpose was to undertake joint action 
in the field of child and family welfare, and to stimulate voluntary 
action. As an association this group is autonomous; it affiliated 
to the Union in 1951. 

The present Chairman of the Association is Landeshauptmann 
Ferdinand Wedenig. All important decisions are taken by the 
Annual General Meeting. The Child Welfare Bureau acts as the 
secretariat of the Association. 


Finances 


In 1952-1953 the Association spent 720,000 Schillings on various 
child welfare activities ; these funds were provided by the member 
agencies. Thanks to the financial help of foreign organisations, 
notably the British and Canadian Save the Children Funds, it has 
been possible to finance a number of extra activities. 

To raise funds for a projected rehabilitation centre for ortho- 
pedically handicapped children, the Association plans to launch an 
appeal to be known as the Carinthian Relief Fund. This collection 
will be repeated every year and it is hoped will become more and more 
productive. 


Activities 


The idea of the welfare authorities combining to undertake 
certain specific tasks originated a few years ago, and was justified 
by the growing importance of social and, in particular, child welfare. 
One example was the creation of a school medical service which covers 
all the schoolchildren of Carinthia. Careful watch will be kept to 
trace at an early stage any incipient troubles and to take appropriate 
measures. This entails the collaboration of the districts, as each 
alone is too small to maintain the necessary institutions. 

Recuperative holidays are one of the most satisfactory ways of 
dealing with cases brought to light by the school medical service. 
During 1952, the Association ran the convalescent home at Ober- 
Millstatt, and maintained as a temporary measure those also at 
Rosental and Ledenitzen. A total of 1,380 children aged between 
6 and 14 years were sent to Italy (San Benedetto, Caorle and Lignano) 
for a month’s recuperative rest. Return hospitality was given to 
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422 Italian children in holiday homes in Carinthia; 105 of these 
children, from the flood areas, spent three months (from January 
to March 1952) at Heroldeck. The total cost of these various stays 
amounted to 1,394,378 Sch., contributed partly by the parents, 
partly by sickness funds, in other cases by the Save the Children 
Fund, and lastly by the Association itself, whose allocation was 
380,000 Sch. 

The homes at Heroldeck, Ober-Millstatt, Rosental and Ledenit- 
zen were run also during 1953. Again there was an exchange of 
children with Italy: Austrian children were received at the homes 
at Sori and Massa Cavaiola in Liguria, and Coarle on the Adriatic, 
while Italian children spent holidays at Heroldeck and Rosental. 
Both years the children were selected by the school medical service. 
The figure for 1953 is broken down as follows: 


in Carinthia: 1,215 Carinthian children, 213 Italian children, 
31 children from Berlin, and 50 children from Lower Austria, 


i.e., 1,509 children 
447 » 


in Italy : 447 children from Carinthia .

The cost of the 1953 action amounted to 1,228,326 Sch., of 
which 349,741 Sch. was contributed by the Association itself, the 
remainder being received from other sources, including grants from 
the British and Canadian Save the Children Funds. 

During the current year, it is expected that 1,500 children will 
be given holidays; 395 will be sent to Italy. All these holiday 
schemes are carried out most successfully, following the pattern set 
since 1946 by the voluntary organisations. 

Despite the poor economic conditions in Carinthia, efforts have 
been made to assist populations abroad in distress. It was in this 
spirit that hospitality was given to the Italian children from the 
flood areas, and to the 31 children from Berlin. It is with deep satis- 
faction that Carinthia is able to demonstrate, even in a modest way, 
its sincere desire to help. 

The development of the school medical service which covers the 
whole of Carinthia, is a great step forward in social welfare; its 
organisation and efficiency are achievements to be proud of. The 
medical and social assistance provided has filled a serious gap in 
child welfare, as all the social welfare workers, doctors and teachers 
can testify. A measure of its usefulness is the number of children 
that attend the clinics on the advice of the teachers and the many 
conferences that are requested on every side. 

All children subject to compulsory schooling are medically 
examined at regular intervais in order to trace any possible trouble 
at an early stage. Parallel with this there is the health education 
of parents and teachers. Any children presenting a handicap are 
directed by the school medical officer to the appropriate school or 
special institution, so that they may eventually receive a vocational 
training adapted to their capacities. In 1953, the Association spent 
52,055 Sch. on the whole service, of which 24,690 Sch. for the child 
guidance clinic. The corresponding figures for 1954 are 57,000 Sch. 
and 20,000 Sch. respectively. 
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These allocations represent a heavy burden, but in spite the 
meagre resources and the small dimensions of the Land, every effort 
is being made to create other necessary services and institutions. 

We desire to draw special attention to the building of the much- 
needed rehabilitation centre for orthopedically handicapped children 
at Hermagor. Begun in 1953, the building alone will cost 5,300,000 
Sch., apart from the furniture and equipment. The significance of 
this institution will be realised when it is stated that there are in 
Carinthia between 400 and 500 orthopedically handicapped children, 
and that there is no possibility of placing them elsewhere. Hence, 
this institute is necessary not only from the medical but also from 
the social point of view. The assistance given in this project by 
member organisations of the Union, in particular the Save the 
Children Fund, is hereby gratefully acknowledged. 

As already mentioned, the school medical service traces the 
handicapped children and ensures that they get the appropriate 
treatment, either at the Klagenfurt child guidance clinic, or during 
the visits of the school medical officer for the rural districts. 

There is an asylum for blind and deaf-mute children run by the 
Land where they are given a training that will enable them to earn 
a livelihood. In the 1954 budget a sum of 200,000 Sch. has been 
earmarked for a specialised day nursery to be attached to the school 
for deaf-mute children at Klagenfurt. From June 1954, there will 
be places for 32 children. : 

The material assistance given to children and their parents is a 
responsibility of the District authorities, though here again the 
Association co-operates. Its social workers try to improve the care 
and education given to children in their own homes. Great pro- 
gress has been made in the care of infants. Mothers may come for 
advice and treatment for their babies and small children to any of 
the 200 infant welfare clinics, which between them serve over 
12,000 children. 

In addition, the sponsorships arranged by the I.U.C.W. and 
administered through the Save the Children Fund representative 
are of the greatest help. In 1953, 203,653 Sch. was distributed in 
cash, in addition to 1,400 parcels received from abroad. In all, 
372 children are being sponsored : 140 by sponsors in England, 67 in 
New Zealand, 70in Canada, 71in Australia and24in S. Africa. Besides 
this, 43 children under two years and 60 over that age have received 
parcels and layettes from the Save the Children Federation (New 
York). Goods were also received in 1953 to the value of 1,335,903 Sch. 

The Association tries by all the means in its power to respond 
to the growing calls made upon it. As its work becomes better 
known, new responsibilities are entrusted to it, for instance, since 
October 1953, the management of the “ Dinzlschloss ” Apprentices’ 
Hostel at Villach; since 1 April 1954, that of the “ Alpe” Youth 
Hostel. The necessary funds have been allocated in the 1954 budget. 

One special side of the Association’s activity is the award of 
fellowships. These awards, totalling 17,600 Sch. in 1953, made it 
possible for experienced social workers who would otherwise not have 
been able to do so to take refresher courses. The study conferences 
organised by the Swiss Aid to Europe are highly useful, and last year 
the Association sent several of its collaborators for a fortnight’s 
course. A similar provision has been made in the 1954 budget. 
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Conferences — Meetings 


Carinthia was very happy to welcome the conference arranged 
by the 1.U.C.W. at Heroldeck, near Millstatt, which took place from 
7-9 September 1953. This conference grouped the representatives 
of the I.U.C.W. and its member organisations working in Austria, 
as well as those of the Austrian members, together with a number of 
guests, including the Federal Minister of Social Affairs and the 
competent authorities of the Government of Carinthia. The confe- 
rence examined the points set on the I.U.C.W. agenda, the co-ordina- 
tion of the work of member organisations operating in the country, 
and liaison with international headquarters. Special attention 
was given to the participation of Austria in the World Child Welfare 
Congress. 

From 10 to 13 September 1953, the Association organised, in 
conjunction with the Social Welfare Section of the Government of 
Carinthia and the educational authorities, a conference on educational 
therapy, the first of its kind to be held in Carinthia. Social workers, 
educators, orthopedagogues and other specialists—130 strong— 
coming from all the Austrian Lander took part. Main subjects 
discussed were how to assess the intelligence and maturity of children 
on their admission to school, anti-social behaviour, and the necessity 
of establishing closer liaison between the social services, the school, 
and the child guidance services. 


International Relations 


The visits of representatives of sister organisations of the 
I.U.C.W. are welcomed, as they contribute much to stimulate and 
develop international relations. The concept of mutual assistance is 
gaining ground in Carinthia, and this can be seen in the eagerness 
with which authorities, voluntary agencies and private persons are 
ready to come to the assistance of children in distress in other 
countries. . 

In the summer of 1953, Chief Justice McRuer, President of the 
Canadian Save the Children Fund, visited Carinthia. The President 
of the American Save the Children Federation, Dr. R .P. Saunders, 
came in the spring of 1954, and he was followed shortly after by 
Brig. T. W. Boyce, General Secretary of the British Save the Children 
Fund. These visitors displayed great interest in the work of the 
Association, which is carried on in such varied fields and is developing 
rapidly. Such visits are indeed welcomed, as they give stimulus 
to the further development of child welfare in Austria. 


Conclusion 


It was in 1951, i.e., some years after the war which had such 
disastrous effects from the social point of view, that the Association 
affiliated to the I.U.C.W. on a footing of equality with other countries. 
Carinthia welcomed this opportunity to be associated in the high 
aims pursued by the Union’s member organisations. It recognises 
the importance of the I.U.C.W. and the value of international 
co-operation in the field of child welfare based on the principles of 
the Declaration of the Rights of the Child. 

It is perhaps not out of place to mention that Carinthia is one 
of the poorest of the Austrian Ldnder, and has always been a poorly 
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endowed agricultural region. Added to which it has the highest 
birth-rate and population increase in Austria. In 1951, for instance, 
whereas the average birth-rate was 14.8°/o) for the whole country, 
that for Carinthia was 20.2 and 9.3°/o9 respectively. Coupled with this 
vigorous population growth in Carinthia, there are a number of nega- 
tive factors which the Association is taking steps to control and 
prevent. 

Experience has shown that the formation of the Association was 
fully justified and that it represents a sound basis for the develop- 
ment of child welfare. It is the aim of the Association to interest 
ever-widening circles of the population in this task.

Finances 


The budget of the Child Welfare Section is included in that of 
the Land. In 1953, the expenditure was 4,853,813 Sch. 


Relief Actions 


In 1952 and 1953, 400 refugee children were received in a conva- 
lescent home at Scheifling. During 1953, 36 Dutch children made a 
stay at a similar home at Spital a.S. <A grant of 10,000 Sch. was 
allocated for the relief of the victims of the floods in North Italy (1952). 


Child Welfare Activities 


Allocations to private holiday camps totalled 575,287 Sch. in 
1952, and 541,632 the following year. 

Other direct grants to holiday camps totalled 10,200 Sch. in 
1952 and 18,000 Sch. in 1953.

International Relations 


The Office of the Government was represented at the Conference 
convened by the i.U.C.W. at Heroldeck (Carinthia), from 7 to 
9 September 1953. 

The Office of the Government is in touch with the British Save 
the Children Fund, whose delegate in Austria has his base at Kla- 
genfurt (Carinthia), Red Barnet (Copenhagen), and the Swiss Red . 
Cross (Berne).

Constitution 


The Child Welfare Authority, member of the I.U.C.W., is a 
Department of the Government of Lower Austria and in that 
capacity is governed by the provisions of the Constitution as well 
as by the Federal and State legislations. In future, the legal basis 
of its activity will be the Federal Child Welfare Act of 9 April 1953, 
still awaiting the regulation for implementation in Lower Austria. 


Finances 


The Authority receives an appropriation from the Land budget 
to carry out its programme. As regards holidays for children, 
however, the money for this scheme is raised by a yearly collection 
which takes place at Whitsun. 
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Relief Actions 


No statistics are available of the total value of the relief given 
in cash or in kind in the Land, for besides the statutory bodies many 
private organisations collect money for child welfare purposes. 

The guardianship of illegitimate children is vested in the local 
Child Welfare Bureaus, which also care for needy children. Through 
these Bureaus maintenance allowances have been secured to a total 
value of 18,770,963 schillings. The collection at Whitsuntide of 
this same year (1953) brought in S. 804,326. 

Various other kinds of relief were given to children in need by 
the public assistance and by private bodies, notably the “ Mutual 
Help Society SOS ”, in addition to gifts from abroad. There are 102 
sponsored children; 46 of the sponsors are in England and 56 in 
Sweden. 


Child Welfare 


The Whitsun Collection, which lasts one month, made it possible 
for between 4,000 and 5,000 children to spend a four weeks’ holiday 
in one of the 20 children’s holiday homes. 

With a view to organising vocational training courses for girl 
school-leavers, the Child Welfare Authority co-operates closely 
with the Young Workers’ Department of the Federal Ministry of 
Social Affairs and the Labour Department of Lower Austria. Similar 
courses have been arranged for boys, who have much difficulty, on 
leaving school, in obtaining an apprenticeship or employment. 

This summer 40 Dutch lads will spend four weeks in a youth 
hostel in Lower Austria at the expense of the Government. 

As in other parts of the country, Lower Austria had to face a 
- post-war problem of unsettled children. To help parents it has been 
decided to set up some child guidance clinics. As it will not always 
be possible for parents to attend a centre in Vienna or other large 
town, a system of mobile clinics is envisaged, each team to be com- 
posed of a doctor, if possible a psychiatrist, a psychologist, a social 
worker and an educator. 

To reach mothers and infants in the rural areas, endeavours 
will also be made to organise mobile infant welfare clinics, thus 
bringing the services of the doctor and the nurse to the most remote 
mountain village or hamlet. 


Conferences — Courses 


In the current year, as in 1952 and 1953, refresher courses are 
being arranged for family welfare workers, as well as for the heads of 
the 23 District Child Welfare Bureaus. A course is foreseen also 
for young women educators employed in children’s homes. 

Next year, it is proposed to improve and extend the various 
courses mentioned above. 

Exhibitions are arranged in connection with the vocational 
training courses. ; 


National Relations 


The Child Welfare Bureaus maintain particularly close working 
relations with the Labour Department of Lower Austria and with 
the Federal Ministry of Social Affairs. The latter grants financial 
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support for the vocational training courses referred to above. Simi- 
larly, good co-operation is maintained with the Federal Ministries 
of Education and Justice. 

Close co-operative relations with the voluntary associations are 
particularly important in organising the children’s holiday projects. 
It is the responsibility of the Child Welfare Authority to supervise 
all the holiday homes in Lower Austria to see that they come up to 
the required standard; it also offers counselling service to private 
associations. 


International Relations 


The Child Welfare Authority was represented for the first time 
at a meeting of the I.U.C.W. on the occasion of the conference which 
was held at Heroldeck, in the autumn of 1953. The Authority plans 
to send a delegation also to the World Child Welfare Congress at 
Zagreb. 

Relations with various other bodies abroad, for instance in 
Belgium, the Netherlands and Switzerland, are concerned mainly 

with the exchange of periodicals and information.

EXTRACT FROM REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1952 


Constitution 


There has been no change in the constitution of /’G:uure Natio- 
nale de l’Enfance, which was formally created by the Act of 5 Sep- 
tember 1919. It is directed and administered by the Supreme Child 
Welfare Council, composed of 40 members holding office for five 
years. The Supreme Council delegates part of its administrative 
functions relative to O.N.E. to its Bureau, which in turn entrusts 
the execution of its decisions to the Director-General. 


Finances 


O.N.E.’s budget is almost entirely covered by the State. In 
1952, O.N.E. made grants totalling 269,120,064 Belgian francs to 
the child welfare institutions coming under its jurisdiction. 

The organisation also disposes of certain private funds : subscrip- 
tions (fr. 22,245), gifts (fr. 105,933), and a part of the proceeds from 
the sale of special telegram forms (fr. 637,475). 


6 
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Relief Actions 


O.N.E.’s work lies mainly in the field of maternity and infant 
welfare and open-air institutions; in the matter of relief, therefore, 
its activity is limited. 

At Home. The Social Service has received numerous applica- 
tions either from the families themselves or, from the various social 
welfare services and associations on their behalf. 

It has likewise dealt with many cases submitted by the secre- 
tariats of Their Majesties The King and Queen Elizabeth. 

As the result of approaches made by the Director-General, the 
Social Service received a portion of the proceeds of a dance held 
under the auspices of the Foreign Affairs Department, which enabled 
it to give substantial assistance to a number of needy families. 

After the usual investigations, 579 layettes were distributed, 
as well as garments for children under three years. O.N.E. has made 
numerous applications to various services and societies on behalf 
of children needing help. For instance, several handicapped children 
have been put in touch with the Society for the Aid of Crippled Chil- 
dren, which is under the auspices of the Rotary Clubs of Belgium, 
through whose generous assistance hospital expenses have been cover- 
ed and orthopedic appliances and wheel chairs purchased. 

RELIEF TO FOREIGN CHILDREN. At the request of the Anglo- 
Belgian Union, the Social Service investigates families offering to 
take in a child. About 100 children from Great Britain spent three 
weeks in Belgium at Easter. 

The Service also looked after a group of 80 Austrian children 
who had been reinvited by Belgian families during their two months’ 
stay in the summer. 

At the request of a German service, O.N.E. made enquiries to 
establish the paternity of children born in Germany of Belgian or 
other foreign fathers, so as to secure the payment of a maintenance 
allowance. Some of these investigations have been successfully 
concluded. 

Thanks to the Rotary Club of Vichy, six Belgian children were 
offered a cure at that spa with beneficial repercussions on their health. 


Child Welfare Work 


Ante-natal clinics. — The steady rise noted in 1951 has continued 
through 1952. The number of expectant mothers registered increas- 
ed to 36,915. This figure comprises : 


registrations at new clinics which have been opened for part 
of the year ; 


expansion of existing centres (the notable increase in registra- 
tions has necessitated doubling certain sessions). 


An inquiry carried out by the Inspection Service concerning 
267 ante-natal clinics that were operating from 1 January to 31 
December 1952 showed that over 50,000 expectant mothers had 
been supervised, i.e., 7,098 more than in the previous year. 

But having regard to the increased number of births in Bel- 
gium (144,640) and of stillbirths (3,016), mass education must be 
intensified, especially in the rural areas. In the towns many women 
who do not come to our clinics are attended by their private doctors. 
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Infant Welfare Clinics. — The number of these clinics has 
increased slightly (1,167 against 1,164 in 1951), as has also the number 
of children registered (228,602), though the number of attendances 
has fallen somewhat (1,711,997 

Despite all the mass education effected through the press, the 
radio and the cinema, a slight decline must unfortunately be registered 
in maternal lactation. The causes are to be sought partly in the 
lack of conviction of too many doctors, partly in the fact that women 
confined in maternity hospitals are often encouraged to abandon the 
breastfeeding of their infants—or at least no effort is made to encou- 
rage them—and partly in the propaganda of manufacturers of 
dietetic products who go so far as to leave samples in our own centres. 

However, the infant mortality rates are steadily falling : 3.54% 
in 1952, as against 4.05% in 1951, 4.77% in 1941 and 10.30% in 1919. 

O.N.E. plans to carry out a study on the frequency of the clinics, 
taking into account such factors as that the co-operation of pediatri- 
cians is more frequently sought, that the examination of the child 
is more thorough, that the mother has a surer knowledge how to care 
for the child, and that it is not considered necessary to see a well 
child every week, especially as mothers with two or more infants 
find it difficult to attend frequently. 

Post-natal allowances are paid to needy mothers who bring 
their babies regularly to the clinic and undergo an examination of 
their lactation at the end of the first three months. In 1952, 94 
women received fr. 166,100 in such allowances. 


Home Visits. — 572 centres serving 1,746 localities carried out 
the supervision of 133,350 children. Fifty-six of the district nurses 
now have some kind of motor conveyance, which enables them to 
reach the outlying rural areas. 

A second mobile health unit has been put into operation; it 
covers 27 localities in the east where it would be difficult to set up 
fixed clinics. 


Residential and Day Nurseries—Mothers’ Hostels. — Improved 
premises and more qualified personnel have had the happiest reper- 
cussions on the health of the children. The next step will be to 
include a Frébel teacher among the members of the staff of these 
establishments. 

In 1952, there were 45 residential nurseries, 27 day nurseries 
and 7 mothers’ hostels. 


Supervision of Children Boarded Out. — Under the law O.N.E. is 
responsible for the supervision of children below seven years placed 
in foster families: 2,205 children in 840 families were thus super- 
vised during 1952. This control has been extended since 1951 to 
the summer holiday homes set up on the coast. Experience has 
shown how useful this service is, and many an awkward situation 
has been satisfactorily settled by its means. 


Lactariums. — The highest production was attained in 1950. 
Since then there has been a decline, not so much because of the 
difficulty of obtaining human milk, as because the demand is less, 
due to the new methods of artificially feeding premature babies. 


Training of Medical Social Workers. — This is one of the major 
problems confronting O.N.E. Many negotiations have been under- 
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taken with a view to modifying the nurses’ training course, with the 
result that O.N.E. now disposes of a panel of specialised workers. 

Candidates are accepted only if they have graduated as health 
visitors, visiting midwives and, in certain cases, social workers. 

The medical social workers continue their training by means of 
refresher courses; they also attend study conferences organised spe- 
cially for their benefit. 

In principle, each medical social worker is required to attend 
two study days a year; three more days may be taken for study 
sessions apart from those arranged by O.N.E. Their purpose is 
to keep them abreast of modern ideas in the field of social pediatrics ; 
they encourage a team spirit and may be regarded as an antidote 
to the monotony of the daily routine, a means of keeping interest 
alive and of renewing devotion to their calling. 

At the end of 1952, 1,134 medical social workers were employed 
in the ante-natal clinics, infant welfare clinics and the home supervi- 
sion of infants. 


Holiday Homes. — During 1952, O.N.E. institutions received 
5,439 children, as follows: 


107 children from 0 to 2 years, 
1,678 » » 2 to 6 years, 
3,654 » over 6 years. 


Together they totalled 447,381 days in residence. 

By comparison with the previous year, there was an increase 
of close on 100,000 days in residence and of 1,274 children. 

It should be mentioned that the residential nurseries and the 
infants’ section of the holiday homes are for the exclusive use of 
delicate children in need of a recuperative rest, and that the stay is 
of limited duration. 

Following a tradition that has been observed for many years 
past, some Belgian children living in and around Paris and some 
from the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg have been invited to these 
holiday homes during the summer vacation. 

With the completion of the homes at Oostduinkerke and La 
Hulpe, the building plans undertaken by O.N.E. are now terminated. 
However, it has been decided to enlarge the camps at Dongelberg 
and Cortil-Noirmont during the next financial year, thanks to a 
special grant allocated by the Ministry of Health. 


Registered Establishments and Holiday Camps. — While the num- 
ber of permanent holiday homes is gradually decreasing, the total 
number of days in residence is higher. This is probably due to the 
rate of the allowance (fr. 41.25) given for the first time to children of 
pre-school age (2 to 6 years) ; this higher rate is granted also to the 
registered homes conforming to the standards laid down by O.N.E. 

During 1952, 7 homes changed their status from treatment 
centres to residential homes with sections for convalescent children. 

The inmates of these residential homes have more than ordinary 
claims to O.N.E.’s care. They represent every type of social case: 
bad heredity, weak constitution, low mental capacities, emotionally 
starved children, wayward and unsettled children, and so forth. 
It is with deep satisfaction that O.N.E. follows the evolution of 
these establishments from year to year. The barrack type of 
orphanage has given place to the hostel, the home, the youth com- 
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munity house. They are happy places, competently managed, and 
have easy contact with the outside world. Much has been achieved, 
but much still remains to be done. 

During 1952, the medical control of the holiday homes and 
residential establishments was reorganised. 

The consultant physicians collaborate closely with the in- 
spection service. They examine the records of the delicate children 
and the quarterly reports made by the doctors. On occasion, they 
may inspect an establishment and confer with their colleagues of the 
different institutions. 

Allocations for equipment designed to improve the various 
kinds of establishments above-mentioned (sanitary installations, 
sick bays, ventilation apparatus, furniture, creation of play- 
grounds, etc.) have been made during the year to a total value of 
fr. 8,863,992 (in 1951: fr. 8,278,615). 

Holiday Homes, etc. — All holiday establishments are in a period 
of expansion. It is interesting to note the average stay of the chil- 
dren : 


in the holiday homes. ... . 17% days 
in the holiday camps. ... . 12.9 days 
in the day holiday centres. . . 20.3 days 


In the main, holiday homes are located by the sea, which raises 
a serious problem—that of overcrowding—a problem which cannot 
be solved before some years, despite all efforts. 

As regards personnel, a large number of auxiliaries are required 
‘or a short time. In most cases, this question is solved by engaging 
volunteers, or perhaps persons who, while desirous of rendering 
service to children, also find this a way of solving the question of 
their own holiday. The organisation therefore leaves room for 
improvement ; some groups have organised weekend courses for their 
helpers, or weekly training courses in camp. From time to time 
O.N.E. is requested to arrange courses or talks. In 1952, attempts 
were made to solve this training problem, with notable improvement. 


Holiday Camps. — -As regards camps, the two problems men- 
tioned above are much less acute. The children are mostly under 
canvas and are accompanied by their regular leaders. 

Improvements have nevertheless been effected in superior types 
of tents (the technique of camping seems to be better understood) 
and in the programme for the children, with special reference to 
safeguarding their health. 


Day holiday centres render the highest services to people of modest 
means living in the densely populated areas, many of whom cannot 
give due attention to their children during the holiday period. 
Children come to these day centres before and after the paid holidays 
of their parents, and before and after their own camp holidays. 

These day holiday centres are becoming more and more popular. 
Efforts have been made to operate them more efficiently and to 
provide better equipment. In this field, also, the question of suit- 
able personnel is a serious one. 


Adoption. — The Social Service received during the year 65 new 
applications from persons desiring to adopt a child. After careful 
investigation, 16 of these families were eliminated as unsuitable ; 
11 children were placed in good homes. As in previous years, most 
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of these adoptive homes were visited, and advice was given if pro- 
blems arose. 


Library. — O.N.E.’s library, one of the most popular scientific 
documentary centres in the country, was attended by 6,469 regular 
readers, among whom 221 doctors, 1,875 students, 617 nurses, and 
a considerable number of professors and social workers. 


Publications —- Studies — Propaganda 


Propaganda in the Schools. — The illustrated brochure on infant 
care “ A Baby is Born ”, destined for fourth form grammar school 
girls, and for those taking a course at a vocational training college 
has been very popular from the start. It was drafted in relation 
to the programmes current in these different schools and is an 
excellent means of reaching adolescents at an age when they are 
just beginning to interest themselves in children and the home. 
An explanation for the teacher accompanies the booklet.. 

Thousands of copies of a brochure designed for use in the schools 
and explaining the function of O.N.E. and its status in the national 
life were distributed. 

Leaflets and Posters. — The following publications have been 
distributed : 

120,000 copies of “ The Infant Welfare Centre ” and 5,000 small 
posters to the organisations ; 

100.000 copies and 5,000 small posters of “ Doctor, My Child 
Won't Eat”, giving a few psychological rules to be observed at 
mealtimes ; 

200,000 copies of “ Poliomyelitis ”, setting out briefly for the 
use of parents the rules to be observed in case of an epidemic ; 

100,000 copies of “ Beware of Accidents ”, a new version of a 
leaflet intended for families with children aged 1 to 6 years; 

“ anti-cold ” cards, produced in French, Flemish, German and 
Italian, have been very popular with families. 


Most of the publicity folders issued during previous years have 
been reprinted, e.g. : 

various folders concerning breastfeeding (370,000) ; 

“ Feeding of the Expectant Mother ” (120,000) ; 

“The Ante-natal Clinic ’’ (200,000) ; 

“Baby Was Born This Spring ” (100,000) ; 

“T Brush My Teeth ” (102,000) ; 

“ Cleanliness ” (100,000). 


Booklets. — In the series “ Prevention and Control of Neo- 
natal Mortality ”, the publication “ Premature Delivery — Prophy- 
laxis and Treatment ”, by Professors De Rom and Cieters, has been 
sent to all doctors concerned. 

“ Nursing of the Premature Baby ”, written at O.N.E.’s request 
by Mile Opliger, Tutor at S. Peter’s Hospital, has been sent to all 
maternity hospitals and to O.N.E.’s medical social workers. 

Reviews. — L’Enfant and Het Kind are a valuable source of 
information for O.N.E.’s collaborators and subscribers (doctors, 
professors, social workers, and so on). They give summaries of 
several hundred periodicals, documents and reports. 
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Films. — O.N.E. is continuing to acquire a series of films relat- 
ing to child care, education, psychology and health. One hundred 
film shows were given during 1952. 


Exhibitions. — Seventy-five small temporary exhibitions com- 
posed of educational panels were organised. The themes vary 
according to the suggestions put forward by the clinics; their pur- 
ae is to alert expectant mothers to the special problems in their 
ocality. 

O.N.E. had a booth at the Namur Fair (12-17 July) and a hall 
with several stands during the Children’s Days in Brussels (Sep- 
tember). 

On the initiative of the Provincial Committee, a large exhibition, 
supplemented by conferences, demonstrations, commentated visits 
and film shows, was organised at Antwerp. 

Research. —- The Research Service undertook a number of local 
investigations on the efficiency of child welfare organisations and 
services. It also completed a study on infant mortality in east 
Flanders. The aim of the study, covering 15,000 cases, was to deter- 
mine the repercussions of living conditions on the frequency and 
causes of infant mortality. 


International Relations 


Information and Documentation. — A large number of foreign 
personalities paid a visit to O.N.E. They were in the main doc- 
tors, journalists and experts from child welfare organisations, as 
well as an important group of WHO. fellows coming from Afghanis- 
tan, Australia, Austria, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Finland, France, Greece, 
Haiti, Holland, India, Iran, Israel, Italy, Jamaica, Lebanon, Mada- 
gascar, Martinique, Norway, Spain, Switzerland, Syria, Uruguay, 
U.S.A., Venezuela. Numerous talks and visits to institutions were 
arranged for this group. 

Requests for information and questionnaires were also received 
from various international organisations as well as from a great 
many foreign and Belgian correspondents. O.N.E. has also received 
groups of schoolchildren and of nurses. This is a particularly busy 
department, calling sometimes for difficult research work as well as 
numerous negotiations. 


Congress 


The Fifteenth National Congress of Child Welfare Organisa- 
tions was held at Ostend and Oostduinkerke on 24 and 25 May 1952. 

This was the first Congress devoted entirely to the problems of 
open air institutions for pre-TB children. The reports and exchanges 
of views were followed with the closest attention not only by the 
heads of holiday homes but also by other of O.N.E.’s collaborators 
working in this field, e.g., doctors and medical social workers.

The Child Welfare Bureau is a Section of the Ministry of Justice. 
No changes of any importance have been made in its organisation 
in the period under review. 


Finances 


The general and administrative budget for 1953 amounted to 
fr. 129,145,000. In the current year the figure is fr. 126,799,000, 
the main items of which are:

The Bureau’s finances are included in the State budget. Where 
family allowances are due in respect of the minors under its care, 
these are paid direct to the Bureau. The amount recovered under 
this head is in the neighbourhood of 10 to 12 million francs a year. 


Activities 


The three Departments and their respective fields of competence 
are : 

a) The Legal Department: general affairs (draft laws, legal 
matters, relations with the judicial authorities, charter of the proba- 
tion officers) ; maintenance rates and allowances to private establish- 
ments, international relations, central file and statistics (individual 
files of minors on probation, placed in privately-run establishments 
or in State institutions) ; schools of social work (organisation, sylla- 
buses, examinations, inspection) ; 

b) The Administrative Department, dealing with the per- 
sonnel of State institutions, the Film Control Committee, the supplies 
department, accounts, and the collection of payments. 

c) The Education and Inspection Department covers basic 
educational regulations, medical and psychological examinations, 
referral of the minors to the institutions, personnel training, informa- 
tion; inspection of State training schools, supervision of minors 
placed in privately-run establishments and probation hostels, like- 
wise in foster homes. 

The professional probation officers and the Film Control Com- 
mittee are administratively attached to the Bureau, as are also the 
me observation and training centres, namely, six for boys and two 
or girls. 
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Since 1952, the Bureau has concentrated on two points : 


1) organisation of the social services attached to the Juvenile 
Courts and to the juvenile sections of the adult courts ; 


2) improvement of the State institutions by providing better 
equipment and more specialised training of the educators. 


The building of a new observation centre was begun towards 
the end of 1953. 

The Bureau will continue in 1954-55 its various social services 
for the protection of children and the administration of the State 
institutions. It plans to reorganise its senior personnel, with a 
view to the regrading of educators, and to promoting the specialised 
training of its various officers. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Since 1952 the Bureau has published informative booklets 
designed to encourage closer contact with the public and private 
bodies and institutions collaborating with it, and at the same time 
to provide specialist information for all those associated in its work. 

It was decided not to plan for regular publication but to bring 
out these booklets several times a year as circumstances required, 
with emphasis on giving in each publication an all-round view of 
one or other of the current problems in child welfare. 

So far three issues have been published. The first comprises 
the report of the Committee for the Amendment of the Child Welfare 
Act; the second, the Proceedings of the Congress of the International 
Association of Juvenile Court Judges, held at Liége in 1950, and the 
third, the Proceedings of the Study Conference organised for the 
professional probation officers in 1952. 


Conferences, Congresses, Courses, etc. 


The Bureau endeavours to promote the professional training of 
its personnel, in particular, by lectures given in the institutions by 
specialists in the various branches on psychiatry, biology, psychology, 
singing and recreational activities, modern educational methods. It 
also encourages its personnel to attend Conferences and Congresses 
held in Belgium, or even in neighbouring countries and to enrol for 
advanced courses in education and psychology. 

In addition, the Bureau arranges periodical study days for its 
collaborators, e.g., 

in September 1952, a study conference for professional probation 
officers on the theme “ Social Investigation in Relation to Child Wel- 
fare ”; 

in 1953, a conference on the Observation of Minors, at the Central 
Observation Institute, Mol, for the personnel of State institutions ; 

in June 1954, a conference on vocational training and recrea- 
tional activities in institutions, at the State Training School, Ruise- 
lede, also for the personnel of State establishments. 


National Relations 


The Bureau maintains excellent relations with all the national 
bodies working in the same field. 
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The Bureau may commit the minors entrusted to its care to any 
one of over 250 statutory or voluntary establishments in every part 
of the country. Its inspectors visit these regularly. 


International Relations 


In the first place, the Bureau is in touch with the I.U.C.W. 
through the work of the Union’s Advisory Committee on Delinquent 
and Socially Maladjusted Children and Young People. The last 
session of this Committee was held in Belgium, from 20-24 April 
1954, at the Chateau d’Argenteuil, near Waterloo. 

In addition, the Bureau is in correspondence with the United 
Nations, more especially with the European Office at Geneva. 

In Belgium, the Committee for the Exchange of Social Workers 
is attached to the Child Welfare Bureau. The latter assists in the 
recruitment and selection of participants from Belgium in the various 
study cycles organised by the United Nations.

Activities 


Although in Belgium the State-aided Guvre Nationale de l’En- 
fance is largely responsible for all matters dealing with child welfare, 
the Belgian Red Cross has nevertheless its contribution to make 
towards the physical and moral well-being of children and youth. 

The main channel for action is through the Junior Red Cross, 
which numbers in Belgium about 100,000 schoolchildren of all grades 
upon whom a direct influence can be exercised in various fields, for 
instance, raising health standards through intensive health propa- 
ganda, first aid teaching, the development of a spirit of fellowship 
by taking part in practical manifestations of solidarity, the promo- 
tion of international understanding by means of pen friends in other 
countries, the exchange of school arts and crafts and so on, and 
the International Study Seminars. 

Among the special activities which had marked the period under 
review may be mentioned the annual training courses for Junior 
Red Cross leaders; the improved fitting-up of the holiday home Le 
Moulin de Chevlipont (Villers-la-Ville), whose purpose is similar to the 
youth hostels, where groups of young people, mainly Junior Red 
Cross members, have been received ; the reception of British children 
in 1952 and Irish children in 1953; the organisation of an Interna- 
tional Study Seminar in 1953, which was attended by 108 boys and 
girls belonging to 16 countries and 4 Continents; the reception 
in our holiday camps of physically handicapped, blind and partially- 
sighted children; and lastly, the sponsorship of British children 
suffering from tuberculosis (non-hospitalised), in which were asso- 
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ciated about 100 sections of the Belgian Junior Red Cross (parcels 
and exchange of correspondence), a project which was carried through 
with the co-operation of the British Red Cross. 


Publications — Propaganda 


The Junior Red Cross publishes a bi-lingual (French and Flem- 
ish) review twice a quarter, Jeunesse Servir and Jeugd-Dienen, 
with a circulation of approximately 20,000, designed to reach the 
school sections of the Junior Red Cross. 

Posters and various publicity material, such as leaflets, etc., 
are also brought out regularly. 

Talks are given over the radio under the auspices of the Red 
Cross in collaboration with the school radio. 


Congresses, Conferences, etc. 


Regional and provincial meetings are convened regularly. 

A national assembly of the Junior Red Cross and the Cadets is 
held once a year. 

Tournaments of the provincial Junior Relief Corps and a nation- 
al tournament are organised every year. 


National Relations 


The Belgian Red Cross maintains good co-operative relations 
with the Authorities, in particular with the Ministry of Education, 
the Ministry of Health and the Family, as well as with the major 
voluntary organisations. 


International Relations 


The Belgian Red Cross is in regular contact with the League of 
Red Cross Societies in Geneva and equally with the various national 
Red Cross societies in the world—exchange of publications, reviews, 
films, albums of school correspondence, arts and crafts, etc.—and 
takes an active part in numerous international relief actions.

Finances 


At 31 December 1953, the balance sheet of the Bolivian Section 
showed a credit of 534,371 bolivianos, a debit of 476,368 bolivianos, 
leaving a balance of 58,003 bolivianos. 
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Activity 


The Section is continuing the action started some years ago on 
behalf of the children in the Tuberculosis Hospital at La Paz (sup- 
plementary food, medicines, schooling). 

In 1952 the Bolivian Section opened at Obrajes (La Paz) a 
hostel for physically handicapped children, with attached workshops, 
with a view to social rehabilitation and vocational training. It is 
cailed the “ Pabellon Ana Wasson ” and is administered by a Board of 
Directors composed of experts and leaders in the child welfare field. 
Various committees have been set up dealing with finance, medical 
supervision, education, social assistance and legal matters. 

The Section contributed to the relief of the child victims of the 
flood disasters in Holland in 1953. 


Relations 


Regular contact is maintained with the I.U.C.W., and the 
Bolivian Section was happy to welcome the Secretary General in 
May 1952. 

The Section took part in World Children’s Day in 1953 and will 
likewise join in the celebration of 1954.

Constitution 


The Organisation is directed by a Council of 30 members, an 
Executive Committee of 15 members and an Administrative Com- 
mittee of 5 members. 

Committees are located in Toronto, Ottawa, Aylmer, Guelph, 
Owen Sound, Cornwall (Ont.), Montreal (Que.) and Winnipeg (Man.), 
with representatives in Prince Edward Island and Alberta. 

The Secretariat consists of a staff of four paid workers at National 
Office and one part-time secretary in the Quebec Committee ; other- 
wise, the work is carried on by voluntary workers. 

Principal change since 1952 was the organisation of an Adminis- 
trative Committee to meet each month for the purpose of expediting 
the administration of the Fund and the preparation and supervision 
of budgets. 


Finances 


Total income 1 January 1953 to 30 April 1954, including cash, 
value of donated goods and sponsorships, amounted to $273,619 
of which approximately 9.11% represents administration costs. 

Income is derived from voluntary contributions from the 
Canadian public. Various fund-raising actions have been undertaken, 
e.g., annual Christmas mailing campaign with strong appeal literature 
—special appeal in the summer of 1953 to subscribers on behalf 
of Korea—press and radio publicity—tag days and special projects 
such as door-to-door collection on All Hallowe’en—coin-boxes placed 
in homes, places of business, etc.,—showing of films. 


Relief Actions 


At Home: $4,507 spent in cash, hospital expenses, food, 
clothing, etc. for very underprivileged children needing special care 
and hospitalisation; families in temporary distress due to fire, 
sickness, unemployment ; new Canadians during period of readjust- 
ment; the work in Manitoba and Ontario for retarded children. 
In several cases monthly payments are made to families for periods 
of six months to a year, and milk is supplied to children over periods 
of several months. 
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Abroad : From 1 January 1953 to 30 April 1954 the sum of 
$275,844 was spent in cash and on food, drugs, blankets, shoes, 
clothing, sponsorships, etc. for children in 12 countries, as follows:

National Relations 


No financial support is received from the Government but 
moral support is given at all times. Personal appreciation of the 
Fund has been expressed by the Prime Minister and by the Governor- 
General. 

The Canadian Save the Children Fund is a member of the Cana- 
dian Welfare Council. It is also warmly supported by the Benevo- 
lent and Protective Order of Elks and Order of the Royal Purple, 
Home and School Associations and by many other educational 
organisations across Canada. Commendations from the various 
religious denominations have been received and support given in 
cash and goods. 

The Canadian Save the Children Fund is also closely associated 
with the Canadian Friends’ Service Committee. 


International Relations 


Visits to the various Save the Children Fund teams in the field 
and to Headquarters in Britain and Geneva have been made by 
members of the Executive, including the President, Chief Justice 
McRuer. 

Reports from the various teams keep the Canadian S.C.F. in 
close touch with current needs and conditions. 

Dr. Georges Thélin, Secretary General of the International 
Union for Child Welfare, and Brigadier T. W. Boyce, General Secretary 
of the Save the Children Fund in Britain, were guest speakers at the 
Annual Meetings of the Canadian Save the Children Fund in 1952 
and 1953 and brought members into close touch with the work in 
Europe. Nurse Mary Hawkins, formerly with the British S.C.F., 
visited the Canadian S.C.F. before going to Korea and gave a vivid 
description of the work in Lebanon and Syria.

Constitution 


The Central Union for Child Welfare, comprising voluntary 
child and youth welfare associations as well as a number of Local 
Authorities, now numbers 114 members. 

The Central Union does not engage in practical child welfare 
itself, but endeavours to promote child welfare by research, publica- 
tions and educational and publicity campaigns, besides suggesting 
new ventures and giving financial aid to certain of its constituents. 


The administrative organs of the Central Union are: 

the General Assembly, consisting of representatives of the member 
organisations entitled to vote; 

the Central Committee, elected by the General Assembly and 
consisting of 12 members and 4 deputy members ; 

the Ezecutive Committee, consisting of 7 members nominated 
by the Central Committee from among its own members ; 

the Secretariat, with a staff of 8 salaried persons. 


Finances 


a) The budget for 1953 amounted to about 16 million marks } 
of which about 11 million marks were expenses for administration, 
publications, and so on. 


b) The main source of income is an amusement park which 
the Central Union has established in co-operation with some of its 
more important member organisations. The income is supplemented 
by membership fees and a Government grant. 

c) In February 1954 a special collection was started to promote 
the care of cerebral palsied and feeble-minded children. The Central 
Union’s appeal in this case was directed particularly to families who 
can spare a part of the legal children’s allowance without prejudice 
to their own children. 


Relief Actions 


The Central Union does not distribute any relief directly to 
children either in Finland or abroad.

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Child Welfare 


The nation-wide study of the boarding-out of children, started 
in the autumn of 1951, was finished in 1952 and the results were 
published in 1953. 


The Development of Child and Youth Welfare Work in Finland 
1948-1952 was compiled in 1952 for use within the Nordic system 
of co-operation. 

A report on the apportionment of funds for child welfare purposes 
by Local Authorities was made in 1952. 

At the request of the I.U.C.W., the Central Union drafted in 
1952 a report on the legislative aspects of the adoption of minors 
in Finland and on the practical measures to be taken when adopting 
children. 

In 1952 a study was made on the care and special education of 
children deviating from the normal. Special attention was paid 
to the further care needed by the different groups, and all institu- 
tions concerned were invited to collaborate in supplying the necessary 
information. - 

The headquarters of the Central Union contains a library with 
about 2,600 volumes of the most recent scientific literature on child 
welfare in different countries, as well as the most important period- 
icals. 

In order to raise funds for the needs of child welfare institutions, 
the Central Union sells especially designed wooden toys. The 
turnover in 1953 amounted to over one million marks. The Central 
Union has likewise supplied child welfare institutions with designs 
of specially constructed furniture. 

The bronze and silver Medal of the Central Union has been 
conferred on persons in private or public child welfare work having 
performed distinguished service. 


Projects for 1954-1955 


The Central Union intends during the current year to make a 
survey of the methods of boarding-out foster children in the different 
communities. 

Several years ago a plan was drawn up for providing a child wel- 
fare counselling service within certain communes; it is hoped that 
it may be effectually started at the beginning of 1955. 


Publications — Propaganda 


The Central Union is in the thirteenth year of publication of 
its monthly review Lapsi ja Nuoriso (“ Child and Youth ”) which, 
in addition to questions of child welfare policy, also treats problems 
of education and nursing. The bulk of its subscribers is formed of 
members of the rural welfare boards and parents. 

In 1952-53 the Central Union added to its series of publications 
the following : 

The Probation Officer, a manual for probation officers dealing 
with problem children ; 


Child Welfare, Why and How ? a booklet which has been distri- 
buted to members of rural welfare boards and students at different 
institutes ;

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Children Taken into Care by Municipal Authorities Between 
1932 and 1951; 


The Development of the Child, an illustrated booklet showing the 
growth of a perfectly normal child during the first six years of life ; 


Two text-books, The Social Care of a Child and The Care of 
Exceptional Children, as well as a manual for social workers dealing 
with children born out of wedlock and their mothers, are at present 
at the printer’s. 

Propaganda has been carried on through the medium of news- 
papers, periodicals and broadcasts. In pursuance of an agreement 
with the Broadcasting Corporation, the Central Union will give a 
regular broadcast talk about once a month. During the first half 
of 1954 the subjects dealt with the care and education of mentally 
or physically handicapped children. 

In January and February 1954, special efforts were made to 
spread knowledge concerning the care of cerebral palsied children ; 
two talks and one reportage were broadcast and several articles were 
published both in daily papers and in periodicals. 


Congresses, Conferences, Exhibitions and Courses 


a) During the period covered by this report one national 
congress and several conferences have been held for the discussion 
of the care of foster children, summer holidays for children, local 
administration of child welfare, and the care of cerebral palsied and 
feeble-minded children. 

Courses for the training of occupational therapists were arranged 
in 1952. 

b) For the summer of 1954 there are scheduled an ordinary 
National Congress and, in co-operation with a number of other 
organisations, a Scandinavian Congress on the care of feeble-minded 
children. 


National Relations 


a) Co-operation with the Ministry for Social Affairs, which is 
represented on the Central Committee of the Central Union, continues 
to be very close. The Central Union has taken part in several 
conferences arranged by the Ministry, and is also represented in a 
Standing Committee. At the request of the Ministry and certain 
Parliamentary Committees, the Central Union has submitted state- 
ments on Bills relating to child welfare. The Central Union is in 
receipt of annual Government grants and has, on its side, made 
travelling fellowships available to Government officials. 


b) Relations with other voluntary organisations are also very 
close owing to the fact that they are affiliated to the Central Union. 


International Relations 


a) On 5 October 1953, in connection with World Children’s 
Day, initiated by the I.U.C.W., an address was given on the radio 
and articles were published in newspapers and reviews. A number 
of questions have been handled in co-operation with the Secretariat 
of the I1.U.C.W.

b) Owing to the fact that the Central Union represents the 
voluntary child welfare work in Finland within the Nordic system 
of co-operation, which has been in existence for several decades, 
there is frequent contact with the corresponding Scandinavian 
organisations by means of reports, exchange of literature and 
meetings. Sixty Finnish delegates took part in the Child Welfare 
Congress held in Stockholm in June 1953. 

The Central Union has also been in contact with the European 
Office of the United Nations; during the period covered by this 
report several films were obtained on loan concerning the training 
of child welfare workers.

Constitution 


The Administrative Board consisting of 14 members is elected 
by the Annual General Assembly and meets quarterly. 


Finances 


Income for the financial year ending June 1953 amounted to 
20 million francs. Of this 7 million were spent on sponsorships, 
the remainder in gifts, emergency relief and the running of our two 
children’s homes. 

Our revenue comes from gifts, subscriptions of members and 
sympathisers, the proceeds of an annual charity sale and, if still 
insufficient, of a festival or gala. That way of raising funds, however, 
costs the Secretariat so much time and energy that we prefer to concen- 
trate on emergency relief and new work for children in distress. 
The French Centre takes advantage of newspaper publicity and 
sends two or three articles every month to the national or regional 
press ; most of these are not direct appeals but try to attract public 
attention to one or other of its activities. Several ministries accord 
it extraordinary grants for specified activities. 


Relief Actions 


a) Sponsorships 


Within the last two years we have distributed to several thousand 
children throughout France goods to the value of over 16 million francs. 
The foreign sponsors are in Canada, New Zealand, Switzerland and 
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England, as also in Peru, Brazil and Sweden. The children sponsored 
are orphans of the 1939-1945 war or of the Indo-China war. The 
others are children who are handicapped or sick and a heavy charge 
on their widowed mother. 

In France itself, we have at present 400 sponsors, contributing 
1,500 frs a month. The children who benefit have lost both parents 
or been morally abandoned and are being brought up in various 
denominational lay institutions. Nearly all the sponsors keep up 
regular correspondance with the children, send them parcels, visit 
them, or invite them to their homes. This warmth, affection and 
personal interest, new to so many of those children, have completely 
transformed their young lives. The matrons and the nuns running 
children’s homes are the first to let us know the happy results achieved 
and ask us to find sponsors for others of their charges as well. Many 
schools and colleges are also helping in this way. 


b) Emergency relief 


During 1953 over 500 parcels (clothes, food, toys) were sent to 
families in distress. We learn about them from social workers and 
women teachers in the poorest and most isolated districts of France. 

A further ton and a half of clothes, books and foodstuffs was 
placed at the disposal of orphanages and children’s homes, more 
particularly of those affiliated to the French Centre. In this connec- 
tion, we gratefully acknowledge the generous, unfailing help of the 
Canadian Save the Children Fund. 


c) Foreign relief 


On the occasion of the inundations in Holland many spontaneous 
gifts in kind or money reached the Centre, which was thus able to 
send immediately to the scenes of the disaster some of the new 
bedding and cases of layettes specially requested by the Dutch. 
At the time of the earthquake in the Ionian Isles, we forwarded, 
through the French Red Cross and at the request of the Patriotic 
Foundation for Social Welfare and Assistance in Athens, cases of 
children’s shoes and of layettes. 

For 100 of the Greek child victims we found sponsors in 
France. Each child receives 4,500 frs a quarter. On several occa- 
sions, the refugee committees, Czech, Rumanian, Polish, etc., have 
had from us gifts in kind or in money for the more unfortunate 
children. 


d) Invitations to child victims of the disaster in Holland 


In May 1953, we had the pleasure of receiving in a beautiful 
holiday home graciously placed at our disposal by an important 
industrial concern, 100 Dutch children of between 5 and 13, particu- 
larly affected by the floods a few months earlier 1. 

All those children, including a number of orphans, belonged 
to families who had lost everything. The rest had a remarkably 
good effect on the children ; not only did they all put on weight and 
look healthier but, coming from peasant or fishing families in the 
Brabant, those little ones found in this visit to a foreign country

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what has become for them a lasting enrichment and wonder. In 
extending this invitation, we had the generous financial support 
of the Welcome Committee of the Ministry of Education and also 
of the City of Nice. Further we gladly accepted in 1953 an invita- 
tion from Red Barnet to send 100 French children to Denmark for 
the summer. As usual, they came back laden with presents and 
with grateful happy memories. 

It was no less a privilege to welcome, during their passage 
through Paris, the English children suffering from asthma on their 
way to La Bourboule under the auspices of the International Help 
for Children. 


Child Welfare 


The French Centre continues, by convening conferences, meetings 
of experts and similar means, to study the existing gaps in the field 
of child welfare. Remedies naturally are not extensive and 
consist for the most part in launching pilot projects which, if success- 
ful, may later arouse the interest of the public authorities. 


a) the Probation Hostel at Montfermeil which receives neglected 
children enjoyed more stable conditions in 1953 and did good 
individual work in depth with each boy. Average attendance rose 
from 30 to 33, which is, in fact, a maximum. In the same period, 
the average age of admission went down from 16 to 15 and then to 
14%. All our apprentices are social cases. The atmosphere of 
understanding, trust, physical and moral cleanliness prevailing at 
Montfermeil has all the happier influence on the children because 
their previous environment had none of it. Whenever possible, 
relations with the family are maintained and strengthened. This 
ensures the present. emotional balance of the boy and his future 
stability. But maintaining those relations presents our educators 
with one of the hardest, most harassing tasks. 

The camping material available for everybody encourages open 
air activities and sport. It helps in the re-education of adolescents 
at the most crucial period of puberty and inculcates healthy habits 
for the future. 

The gymnasium completed in 1952 is invaluable for the relaxa- 
tion of our young apprentices when they come home tired after long 
hours in the workshop. Lessons have been arranged for the children 
who had not done too well at school and children not gifted for 
academic work are given manual occupation with happy results. 

In spite of the threat of unemployment all our apprentices are 
at work. Finding them a job is difficult, but, for such impulsive, 
unsettled young people, the increasing steadiness of their work is 
remarkable. Our lads remain in the home for one and a half or two 
years. The number of our successes to date is around 90%. Old 
boys come back regularly and look forward to seeing the director 
and their old companions again. 


b) The Children’s Club in the XXth arrondissement in Paris, 
was opened on 15 February 1953. As part of the effort to combat 
juvenile pre-delinquency, it offers a meeting place to children and 
young adolescents who, having nowhere to go after school hours, 
would otherwise roam about the streets. As soon as opened, it 
was besieged by children of all ages at a loose end. It now receives 
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50 children between 8 and 14 in the late afternoon and young 
apprentices, for games in the evening, several times a week. 

The Club is run by a youth leader and a trained social worker. 
Its first tasks were to find a foothold in the district, overcome inevit- 
able distrust, collect the children, and make contact with the families, 
the social services of the arrondissement, the schools, the police 
station, etc. 

The responsible officers of the Club managed, with a good 
many voluntary helpers, to arrange regular training in sports on 
ground belonging to the City of Paris, open-air expeditions on Thurs- 
days and Sundays, classes for clay modelling, drawing, fretwork, 
sewing, games, etc. Work was found for several adolescents who 
had left school without the school certificate and had been lounging 
in cafés all day long. Sick children were put in touch with “the 
appropriate social services and dispensaries. Last and not least, 
the Club was taken to heart by the youngsters around the Porte-de- 
Montreuil who have made it their own. This is an attempt at some- 
thing new which will gradually become, we hope, the prototype 
of one of the most effective ways of combating vagrancy among 
so many of our young children in moral danger. 

In this difficult experiment, the French Centre has been helped 
by many gifts from the general public and two grants for equipment, 
one from the Ministry of Justice, the other from the Department for 
Youth and Sport. 


c) Care for paralysed children. — With the help of the Canadian 
Save the Children Fund, we were able to assist the Paralysed 
Children’s Aid Society by offering its charges a six weeks’ seaside 
holiday. Many children seriously disabled as a result of poliomyelitis 
and brought up in a hospital, saw the sea for the first time in their 
lives and knew the joy and benefits of the seashore, bathing, becoming 
sunburned, and playing all day on the warm sands looking out on 
the ocean. The greatest benefit of all was their gathering strength 
enough to see them through the winter and the painful orthopedic 
operation they must undergo. To those children and for others 
helped by the Scout Extension Branch, we distributed games at 
Easter and Christmas time. 


Affiliated Organisations 


The French Centre takes a keen interest in the work of the 
various organisations affiliated to it and is happy to give them what- 
ever help it can. In the chronological order of their affiliations to 
the Centre, these organisations are : 


1) Friendship teams (les Equipes d’amitié) at Paris. This 
association works for boys in moral danger or roaming the streets, 
whom it brings together. It runs for them various open-air outings 
and summer holiday camps. 

2) La Sauvegarde de Tours. This body is responsible for the 
social services of the Children’s Court of the Department Indre-et- 
Loire and of two boys’ institutions. La Borde receives children of 
school-age and is soon to be replaced by a new home at Auberdiére. 
The results obtained in respect both of schooling and of apprentice- 
ship are very encouraging. La Chaumetie takes in boys from 15 
to 21; they have done well this year in cabinet making. 
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3) Le Rayon de Soleil, Cannes, concerns itself with the child 
“alone in the world”. It has been doing its fine work for 19 years 
and has saved no fewer than 779 homeless, orphaned or neglected 
children since 1935; of these 314 were legally adopted. 

We obtain sponsorships for all the children brought to our 
attention by the director, M. Fort, and send gifts of clothes and 
food to the Rayon de Soleil. We also send to M. Fort the babies 
left at the Centre by their mothers as well as the requests for adoption 
which reach us, for the wide experience and the great value of this 
organisation are recognised by all concerned. 


4) La Métairie, La Frandiére de Barbatre, Vendée. The work 
of our friends Sergy-Moinat at Noirmoutier is developing very 
happily. The 16 homeless boys they are bringing up are becoming 
cheerful, healthy young men with a confident outlook. We secure 
sponsorships for the Méiairie children without families of their own 
and help them in the matter of food and clothes. A car, so necessary 
in that isolated district, was given them as a present for Christmas 
1953. 


5) Scouts Extension Branch, Paris. This branch of the Boy 
Scouts deals more particularly with the children physically handi- 
capped, crippled, blind, deaf and arranges for them open-air outings 
and holiday camps. 


Publications — Propaganda 


We have been unable so far to publish a regular bulletin because 
of the high cost of printing. Since November 1952, however, we 
have had articles appearing in monthly reviews and in newspapers, 
and are gradually getting an audience among the general public. 

We enjoyed the help of the French Broadcasting system on the 
occasion of World Children’s Day and the charity sale. It has made 
many appeals on behalf of paralysed children. 

The Ministry of Education kindly issued in October 1953 a 
circular to the Inspectorate, to draw attention to the work of the 
Centre. A response to that appeal is coming in well from many 
lycées and colleges. 


Projects 


For several years past, the French Centre has wanted to set 
up a mothers’ hostel to receive young mothers and their babies 
when they leave the maternity hospital and have nowhere to go, 
and so let them bring up their infants while earning their living 
in a normal way. In this way a young unmarried, separated or 
deserted mother, passing through a particularly tragic period, would 
be working her way back to normal life and the child would enjoy 
all the advantages of being brought up by her in the peace she would 
find every evening in a little room of her own. 


National Relations 


Our relations with the Ministry of Health and Population, as 
well as with those of Justice and of Education are continuous and 
helpful. Similarly we get from various agencies concerned with 
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social security and family allowances valuable financial and technical 
aid. 

The Centre is also in touch with an increasing number of 
voluntary relief and child welfare organisations, and collaborates 
most happily with them. 


International Relations 


The Secretariat welcomes every month many foreign visitors 
seeking information about child welfare in France. Some belong 
to one of the national members of the International Union and their 
visits are encouraging alike as personal, friendly links and as evidence 
of the useful international collaboration existing in many domains. 

It gave us pleasure to send gifts of perfume and typical Paris 
wares to the Peruvian Child Welfare Committee and to Red Barnet 
in Denmark to be sold in galas for the benefit of children helped by 
those organisations. Similarly the dispatch of mimosa and of 
trinkets enabled the Finland Child Welfare Committee to send some 
of their children to convalesce in the country. 

The French Centre is in ete Mey several times a month 
with the Secretariat of the I.U.C.W. in Geneva and frequently 
receives visits from its officers. Our relations with the various 
member associations of the International Union are many-sided 
and cordial. In 1953, we were in touch with the following societies :

Members of the Board and Officiers serve in an honorary capacity. 


Finances 


Income in 1953 totalled French francs 18,468,522 and expenses 
fr. 18,136,885 of which fr. 11,305,247 represents the purchase of relief 
goods or grants, and fr. 4,500,000 the value of donated goods. 

The Comité derives its funds, on the one hand, from the subscrip- 
tions and donations of its members and donors in France and abroad, 
the results of radio and press appeals for the child victims of 
catastrophes, the sale of tags for the cot loan service, and grants 
(Municipal Council, General Council, Ministry of Health, the Central 
Fund of Family Allowances) ; and, on the other hand, from contribu- 
tions in kind donated by the member organisations of the I.U.C.W. : 
Save the Children Federation (New York), the British and Canadian 
Save the Children Funds, Rddda Barnen (Sweden), the Sponsorship 
Committee of Santiago (Chile), as well as by the Sewing Circle of 
the French Embassy in Stockholm. 


Relief Actions 
(from 1 April 1952 to 31 March 1954) 


A. At HOME (27 million francs). 


Emergency Relief, in the form of distributions by our Bureaus 
and shipments to the provinces of clothing, house-linen, layettes, 
footwear, etc., was given to families on the recommendation of the 
social workers. Special assistance has been given to children going 
on to convalescent homes or other type of recuperative rest after 
leaving hospital, and to children living in institutions, such as 
residential nurseries, mother-and-baby hostels, specialised hospitals, 
and so on. 

During the two-year period under review, over 4,000 children 
have benefited from this service. 

Special relief for the children of homeless families. — During the 
severe weather of the month of February 1954 Radda Barnen (Sweden) 
and its Géteborg Branch sent over 7,000 lbs of new and slightly 
used clothing, half of which was put at the disposal of Abbé Pierre 
and his co-workers, and the rest distributed through the Comité’s 
services in the schools and clinics of Paris and the vicinity, as well 
as at their headquarters. 
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Sponsorships. — On an average, 800 children have received a 
monthly grant from their sponsors in France, the U.S., Great Britain 
and the Commonwealth countries, and Chile. The children sponsored 
by the American Federation receive their benefits in kind ; the others 
in cash allowances ranging from fr. 500 to 3,000 and in certain cases 
up to fr. 5,000 per month. Correspondence between the children 
and their sponsors is very active and affectionate and, as in past 
years, there are presents and visits on either side and lasting friend- 
Ships are forged. The children selected for these sponsorships are 
usually those of sick or handicapped parents, self-supporting mothers, 
orphans being brought up by other members of their family, or the 
children of fighting men in Indo-China. 


Cot-and-layeite loan service. — Some 600 mothers have benefited 
from this service, which has tided them over a difficult period, due 
in most cases to their not qualifying for the social security benefits. 


Relief for the orphans of sailors and fishermen. — As in previous 
years, the Comité has co-operated with social workers based 
on the Atlantic, North Sea and Channel ports, bringing assistance 
in grants or in kind to over 100 orphans whose fathers have been 
drowned at sea. 


Teas for schoolchildren in the Paris suburbs. — With the gifts 
collected specially for this action in 1952 and 1953, reinforced by 
shipments from Rddda Barnen and the Canadian Save the Children 
Fund, the Comité has been able to make regular distributions of 
fresh milk, fruit, honey, etc., to 500 undernourished children in Paris 
and the suburbs. The results of this action have been highly appre- 
ciated by the teachers and social workers who organised the distribu- 
tions with much goodwill. 


Infant welfare centres. — Following up its action in the Landes 
area, the Comité has founded and equipped two new infant welfare 
centres, one at Marcheprime (Gironde) and the other at Labouheyre 
(Landes), and has completed the fitting up of that at Houeilles (Lot- 
et-Garonne). 

In North France, it has provided the entire equipment of the 
Joffroy Dispensary at Dunkirk, and has completed the fitting-out 
of three more in the suburbs of Petite-Synthe, Coudekerque and 
Saint-Pol. 


Holidays for delicate children. — Financial help has been given 
to over 100 children whose parents were too poor to send them away 
for a holiday. These efforts will be continued, for there is no doubt 
that notwithstanding the family allowances, numbers of children 
cannot leave their slum homes and airless streets during the holiday 
season. 


Relief for the child flood victims. — The Bordeaux and Dunkirk 
areas were hard-hit by the floods, the former in December 1952, 
the latter in February 1953. The Comité’s response was to dispatch 
to the Girondin Section fr. 150,000 and some 700 Ibs of clothing, 
and to the Dunkirk Town Hall 1,100 lbs of clothing. A few months 
later this city received the entire equipment for the infant welfare 
centre at the Joffroy Dispensary, mentioned above. 


Algerian children. — A food shortage which followed a long 
period of drought in certain areas of Algeria caused much distress 
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among the children. The Comité co-operated in the action of its 
Algerian Section, contributing fr. 100,000, 200 lbs of clothing and 
55 barrels of cod-liver oil, the last-named a gift from the Canadian 
Save the Children Fund. This assistance is being continued during 
the current year. 


Viet-Nam children. — The Comité sent fr. 750,000 in 1952 and 
in the following year fr. 370,000 to the French Red Cross at Saigon ; 
this provided relief for 80 war orphans and clothing for 500 poor 
children of Hué who suffered in the floods and the cyclone. 


Children cared for in the Dr. Schweitzer Hospital. — Through the 
link established with the Comité in March 1954 by Mlle Haussknecht, 
one of Dr. Schweitzer’s devoted collaborators, a 200-lb shipment was 
sent to the Hospital, composed of layettes, house-linen, aprons, 
bandages, soap, etc. Increasing numbers of children and lepers are 
being received in the Hospital. The Comité plans to continue its 
help. 


B. Asroap (7 million francs) 


English children. — For the children who suffered in the Devon- 
shire floods in 1952 the Comité sent fr. 300,000 and 460 lbs of clothing 
to be distributed by the British Save the Children Fund ; in February 
1953, for the child victims of the tidal wave on the North Sea coast, 
fr. 500,000 and 1,100 Ibs of clothing. 


Belgian and Dutch children. — To help the sister organisations 
of Belgium and Holland provide emergency aid to the families caught 
in the floods along the North Sea coast in January-February 1953, 
the Comité sent the Guure Nationale de l Enfance (Belgium) fr. 500,000 
and 1,100 lbs of clothing, and the National Federation of Dutch 
Child Welfare Associations fr. 1,100,000 and 4,600 lbs of clothing. 


Korean children. — The Comité participated in the international 
action for the relief of the Korean children by allocating fr. 330,000 
in 1952-53 to the American Save the Children Federation, and during 
the year 1953 the sum of fr. 320,000 to the British S.C.F., whose 
delegation at Pusan has founded a health centre and is carrying on 
medical and social work in that area. 


Indian children. — In response to the appeal of two French 
missionaries in India, Mgr. Mathias, Archbishop of Madras, and the 
Rev. Father Rémery, on behalf of the starving children, the Comité 
sent cash gifts totalling fr. 392,000. This represented rice and 
milk rations for hundreds of children. 


Greek children. — The Comité, whose co-operation in the post- 
war relief in Greece dates from 1947, took part in the action for the 
victims of the earthquakes which devasted the Ionian Islands in 
August 1953. <A gift of fr. 715,000 was sent to Pixpa, together 
with 220 lbs of clothing, and another shipment of 440 lbs of clothing 
and house-linen was sent through the Greek Church in Paris. 


Italian children. — For the children who suffered in the Calabrian 
floods the Comité sent in December 1953, half a million francs’ 
worth of clothing, linen, layettes, blankets, etc. The unexpended 
balance of the funds raised for this purpose (fr. 25,000) was sent to 
the Italian Association for Child Welfare in February 1954. 
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Other relief actions. — Grants totalling fr. 25,000 were made 
to the British S.C.F. for the children of displaced persons and for 
the families who suffered in the avalanches in Austria. 


C. ACTIVITY OF THE SECTIONS 


Algiers. — Founded in 1953, the Algerian Section has set itself 
a comprehensive programme of work (creation of residential and day 
nurseries, hostels, assistance to schoolchildren and young people). 
In co-operation with the Comité (see above), clothing and food are 
being distributed to children in the famine areas. 


Bordeaux. — The Gironde Section, created in 1922, has extended 
its local activity (loan of cots and layettes, clothing, food, holidays, 
and relief for the flood victims in the Département). It also took 
part in relief actions in other countries: England, Holland, Belgium 
and Italy. 


Lyons. — The Lyons Section has also co-operated in the inter- 
national actions mentioned above, besides helping the Gironde 
Section to succour its own distressed populations in the Bordeaux area. 


Moulin-Vieux (Children’s Republic). — The Provence Section 
is attentively pursuing its task of bringing up and educating the 
children of this settlement, which: now enjoys a world-wide reputa- 
tion. An increasing number of emotionally disturbed children are 
being admitted. 


Projects for 1954-1955 


The work on the home front will be continued along the same 
lines. The Comité will continue its support to the British S.C.F. 
on behalf of the Korean children, and to the French Red Cross on 
behalf of the Viet-Nam children. Should the occasion arise, it will, 
as in the past, co-operate in emergency relief for the victims of 
calamities. 


Child Welfare Work 


One of the tasks of the Comité is to look after the children of 
parents who have been deprived of their parental rights and to assist 
in placing them. It also advises self-supporting mothers (widows 
or deserted women) in the daily difficulties which beset them. 

Apart from the material help given to families in distress, the 
Comité follows up the children until they finish school and helps 
them to obtain vocational training corresponding to their tastes and 
abilities. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Twice a year circulars are sent out to members and donors with 
postal order forms enclosed. Wide publicity is given to the Comité’s 
appeals by the press and the radio. 


Congresses — Conferences 


The Annual General Meeting convenes in June. The Comité 
takes part in the meetings of the various French and international 
child welfare bodies, also in the General Council of the I.U.C.W. 
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National Relations 


The Comité maintains excellent relations with the Authorities 
and Ministries, as well as with all the statutory and voluntary social 
services and with the leading national organisations. 


International Relations 


In recent years the Comité has been in close touch with sister 
organisations of the Union: The Save the Children Fund (London), 
whose sponsorships it handles, the Canadian S.C.F., Rddda Barnen 
(Stockholm), Redd Barna (Oslo), the Italian Association for Child 
Welfare and the O.S.E.-Union. It is also in contact with UNICEF, 
Unesco and the International Children’s Centre. 

The Comité tenders its cordial thanks to the sister organisations 
of the Union which have given their generous co-operation during 
the two years under review, in particular, to the British and Canadian 
Save the Children Funds and to Rddda Barnen.

The Arbeiisgemeinschaft brings together in a common purpose 
all the agencies in Germany concerned with the care and the welfare 
of children and young people. 

The preparatory work is done in a number of technical com- 
mittees composed of representatives of the member organisations. 


Committee No. JI. — Children’s legislation (Fachausschuss 
“ Jugendrecht ”) has examined a Bill on adoption and the reform 
of the Law on illegitimacy. It has examined two other laws, the 
first amending a previous one on child welfare and the new law 
on Children’s Courts. 


Committee No. II. — Youth welfare (Fachausschuss “ Jugend- 
pflege ”) is dealing with the training of youth leaders and the sex 
education of adolescents. A sub-committee on “open clubs ” 
(Unterausschuss “ Heime der offenen Tir”) has made an enquiry 
into these and similar institutions. 


Committee No. III. — Moral protection of youth (Fachausschuss 
“ Gefahrdetenfiirsorge ” has tackled the problem of vagrant girls 
in the neighbourhood of military training camps, particularly in the 
Palatinate, as also the problem of prostitution in big towns. 


Committee No. IV. — Re-education (Fachausschuss “ Erziehungs- 
fiirsorge ”) has gone deeply into the problems of educational guidance. 
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Committee N°. V.— Homeless and unemployed adolescents (Fachaus- 
schuss “ Berufs-und heimatlose Jugend ”) has conducted a campaign 
to get the child welfare offices to help minors in ways of enduring 
value for their future. The Committee has devoted special attention 
to the application of a decision already taken by the Federal Parlia- 
ment concerning the lot of young refugees from the Eastern Zone, 
and providing in particular for developing co-operative undertakings. 
The Committee has also tried to further co-ordination of the work 
for these young people carried out in the different States. 


Committee No. VI. — Rural child welfare (Fachausschuss 
“ Landliche Jugendwohlfahrt ”) has dealt with several health and 
child welfare questions in the country, especially where the composi- 
tion of the population has been modified through the influx of refugees 
from the east. 


Commitiee No. IX. — Publications, press and documentation 
(Fachausschuss “ Schrifttum, Presse und Archiv ”) has become an 
autonomous organisation but remains affiliated. Its main work is 
collecting documents of every kind concerning children and young 
people, as well as dealing with requests for information. It issues a 
publication every two months and monographs on current questions. 


Committee No. X. — Education (Fachausschuss “ Ausbildungs- 
wesen ”) is working on the reorganisation of the training of social 
workers. It intends to organise in the summer and autumn of 1954 
a course on group psychology in the hope of stimulating group work 
in the areas served by the workers attending the courses. 


Committee No. XI. — Children and the cinema (Fachausschuss 
“Jugend und Film ”) will start work during 1954. 


Committee No. XII. — Child Protection (Fachausschuss “ Jugend- 
schutz ”) has been concentrating on the law on obscene literature 
and assessing the value of the first experiments made after the 
coming into force of the child protection law. Preparatory work 
has also been started for a new Bill on protection of young workers. 


Committee No. XIII. — Child health (Fachausschuss “ Jugend- 
gesundheit ”) has given special attention to meals for school and pre- 
school children, holidays for adolescents, the health of country 
orpiadgg and to the attitude of young people to work, family and 
eisure. 


Intensive work was done in 1953 studying a new Bill to amend 
the child welfare law; the Bill has not yet been adopted. The new 
Bill on children’s courts is in the same position. The Arbeitsgemein- 
schaft is specially concerned with the moral welfare of children and 
the place to be accorded to moral welfare workers. 

In agreement with the Social Health Liaison Committee, guiding 
principles for educational clinics have been submitted to the 
competent ministries. 


Meetings, Conferences, etc. 


Every year the Arbeitsgemeinschaft holds on the occasion of the 
annual meeting of its members a day’s conference on a subject of 
general interest. 

In 1953, a great public manifestation on the subject of the child 
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and the cinema took place in St. Paul’s Church and parents were 
strongly urged to take a livelier interest in the whole question of 
their children’s cinema-going and its effects. 

A meeting in the summer of 1953 was devoted to the new Child 
Welfare Office. Various discussion groups and rapporteurs examined 
amendments to the child welfare law and their bearing upon the 
Office ; the proceedings were published as a pamphlet with the title 
“The New Child Welfare Office ”. 

Next meeting will be held in the summer at Stuttgart, the 
subject being entitled : * Towards a healthy younger generation”. In 
various states of the Federal Republic, refresher courses were 
organised with the collaboration of the American High Commissioner 
for social workers in the educational clinics. 


International Relations 


In September 1953 a national committee on pre-school education 
was set up in Stuttgart to promote relations with the World Organisa- 
tion for Pre-school Education (OMEP) and to facilitate an inter- 
national exchange of views in this field. 

The existing collaboration with the International Union for 
Child Welfare was further strengthened and the secretary of the 
Arbeitsgemeinschaft took part in the work of the Union’s Advisory 
Committee on the delinquent and socially maladjusted child. 

With a view to improving relations with other organisations, 
national and international, the Arbeitsgemeinschaft’s own Bulletin 
was sent gratis to a number of persons and institutions interested.

The grant of royal patronage necessitated the transference of 
the Archbishops and other distinguished citizens from the status 
of patron to that of vice-president to which they all gracefully agreed.

Child Welfare Work 
a) In the home country 
b) Abroad 
c) Projects for 1954-1955. 
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As indicated in the previous section, “relief ” work includes 
teaching, etc. The same applies to “child welfare ” work. It will 
therefore be convenient to deal with the three topics given as one 
subject, for the phrase “child welfare ” has, in English, a limited 
connotation. Conventionally and officially it relates mainly to the 
hygienic welfare of young children (as in the Maternity and Child 
Welfare Act), whereas the scope of the Save the Children Fund 
includes all the needs of the child as indicated in the Declaration 
of Geneva from conception to school-leaving. Hence, the Fund 
undertakes, in the United Kingdom or abroad, mothercraft teaching, 
as well as the maintenance of clinics and other medical work, nursery 
teacher training as well as the maintenance of nursery schools and 
groups, junior clubs (for school children), a children’s open-air 
school, a boys’ school, a boys’ settlement, and other activities. 


This work may be indicated under subjects and countries as 
follows : 


Ante-natal care and mothercraft training (Jordan, Sudan, Syria 
and Lebanon (no longer S.C.F.), Malta). 


Infant and child welfare (food, clothing, medical work, etc.) 
Austria, Germany, Greece, Israel (per Children and Youth Aliyah), 
Jordan and Korea. 


Nursery schools and groups—Great Britain, Germany, Greece, 
Italy, Lebanon (no longer S.C.F.). 


Open-air school for girls—Great Britain. 
International holiday home—Great Britain.

The impact of the work of the Save the Children Fund on the 
countries helped varies considerably. 

In Austria the work not only relieves present cases of distress 
but influences the future of the country by means of the co-operation 
which the Fund’s administrator is able to give to the authorities 
in the promotion of child welfare. In Germany on the other hand 
the major part of the work is for children coming from the Eastern 
Zone whose welfare is undertaken by the Fund while they are passing 
through Uelzen Transit Camp. The administrator here co-operates 
with the German and British Authorities not only in Uelzen but by 
means of inspections and advice which she is invited to give to other 
camps. 

rhe maintenance of nursery schools and of teacher training in 
.Italy and Greece both improves the condition of to-day’s children 
and builds for the future. The same may be said of the work among 
boys in Malaya and, in less degree, in Somaliland. In both countries 
groups of lads, many of them destitute and detached from customary 
discipline, are educated, trained in crafts and guided into good 
citizenship. 

Korea affords an example of two outstanding characteristics of 
Save the Children Fund work. The clinics and hospitals take their 
part in clearing up the distress occasioned by the war and the pro- 
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motion of a national child welfare organisation, in co-operation 
with the Koreans themselves and the training of Korean doctors and 
nurses presages a standard of child care throughout the nation which 
has not hitherto been accepted as a communal responsibility.

Constitution 


The Patriotic Foundation for Social Welfare and Assistance, an 
official institution attached to the Ministry of Health and Welfare, 
is administered by a Council of 20 members, appointed by the Govern- 
ment every three years, and re-eligible. 

One representative of each of the Ministries of Welfare, of Educa- 
tion and of Finance, the professors of Pediatrics and of Gynaecology 
of the University of Athens and one member of the Greek Red Cross 
are likewise members of the Council. 

An Executive Committee of six meets regularly once a week 
to deal with current administrative matters. 


Finances 


The income of Pixpa for the financial year 1953-1954 amounted 
to 64,807,930,000 drachmas. The main items of expenditure, 
expressed in millions of drachmas, were these :

Out of the sum earmarked tor sthinilions the services of PIKPA 
we used 13 milliard drachmas for relief to the child victims of the 
disaster in the Ionian Isles. 

Nine-tenths of our receipts come from the National Lottery, 
70% of its income being given to Pixpa. The remaining tenth of 
ours is made up of gifts from national or international organisations 
and of individual contributions. In exceptional circumstances the 
State accords us special grants. Such are the grants made by the 
Ministry of Health and Welfare for activities not foreseen in our 
programme of work. 

For the year 1953-54 the Ministry put at our disposal 3 milliards 
of drachmas for our rural maternity and child welfare work in 
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Thessaly organised in collaboration with Unicer. It made a further 
grant of the same amount for our Crippled Children Rehabilitation 
Centre at Voula, also organised with UNIcEF, 


Relief Activities 


Besides bringing relief on the spot to the mother and child 
victims of the Ionian Isles disaster, Pikpa lodged and fed 1,500 pre- 
school and school-age victims at Voula near Athens and at Salonika. 
They will remain there till the end of the school year. 6,600 supple- 
mentary milk and food rations were distributed to mothers and 
children in various parts of the islands. 4 milliard drachmas are 
earmarked for running those canteens. Capsules of vitamins and 
of cod-liver oil, given by Unicer, to a value of approximately 
76 million drachmas, are also being distributed. Although Pixpa 
recognises and fully understands the necessity of helping mothers 
and children in other countries, the needs in Greece itself at the 
moment are such that any foreign aid from us, such as the raisins 
and blankets sent to Holland, Korea, Italy, etc., is little more than 
symbolic. 


Sponsorships 


a) During 1952-53, the International Sponsorship of War 
Orphans in Geneva sent our child victims of war 1,627 parcels of 
foodstuffs and 30 containing clothing for 1,122 children. 


b) In the same period the International Union for Child 
Welfare in Geneva sent us 3,051 parcels containing food, blankets, 
and cloth for 3,051 necessitous children, as well as 200 special parcels. 


c) The Greek Children Care Inc. (Mrs. Livanos), U.S.A., sent 
in 1952-53, 400 blankets, nearly 6,000 yards of material, 200 parcels 
of foodstuffs, and 5 weaving looms. 


d) The Save the Children Federation, U.S.A., offered 500 
layettes. 


Child Welfare Activities 


a) 90 prenatal and perinatal clinics; 
b) 106 infant clinics; 


c) 109 dispensaries for sick children (1 oto-rhino, 15 dental: 
11 stationary, and 4 itinerant) ; 


d) 19 nursery schools ; 
e) 17 holiday camps (13,500 children) and 1 preventorium

g) 3 training schools for specialised personnel. 
To carry out its work, Pixpa enjoys the services of a staff of 
970 people. It includes: 


203 doctors, 
385 health visitors, nurses and midwives, 
382 other employees including those for the nursery schools. 
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New staff for 1955 includes 80 doctors and 106 health visitors, 
midwives and nurses. For the training of this personnel, PIkPA 
runs a number of schools: 


a) A school for assistant public health nurses for our Sections 
in the provinces (25 to 35 pupils holding the higher school certificate). 


b) A nurses’ training school functioning only when we require 
nurses. 


c) A training school at Janina for nursery school staff, run 
jointly by Pixpa and the Ministry. 


Plans for the present year 


a) Thessaly project. This is a major experiment in the 
development of Pixpa work for mother and child welfare in rural 
regions. It will be carried out thanks to help by our local sections 
and in collaboration with itinerant units, hospitals and other institu- 
tions in the regions. If nothing unforeseen happens, work will 
begin at the end of June 1954. 


b) The Crippled Children Rehabilitation Centre at Voula is 
another project in hand. The buildings and installations are almost 
finished and we are now concerned with staffing. In that connection 
five people were sent to England for professional training. There 
is every hope that the Centre can open in July 1954, with 150 beds. 
The number will be increased, as required; crippled children will 
be admitted for treatment and rehabilitation. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Pixpa’s work in this field has been rather limited, little more 
than a few broadcast talks, communiqués to the press and a series 
of health posters. 


National Relations 


Pixpa has very good relations with the authorities, collaborating 
closely with the Ministry of Health and Welfare and with all maternity 
and child welfare organisations, such as the social insurance agencies 
and the Greek Red Cross. 


International Relations 


Pixpa’s relations with the I.U.C.W. are of long standing and are 
extremely cordial. Pixpa is convinced that the work of coordinating 
national and international relief programmes undertaken by the 
I.U.C.W. is of the greatest value. The best proof is in its ever 
increasing international relations and the successful conduct of 
programmes initiated by I.U.C.W. and by its national member 
organisations. Among the latter, we would draw particular atten- 
tion to the British Save the Children Fund and the Canadian Save 
the Children Fund, with both of which we are on the happiest terms. 
Thanks to their help, the Janina school for training nursery school 
personnel has begun its work. We are grateful too for the supplies 
of medicines, soap and apparatus they sent us. 
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The Swedish association, Rddda Barnen, helped us to found 
dispensaries in Epirus; 3 pre-fabricated houses also came from it 
and will be used as nursery schools in the Islands. 

The Union’s national members in Norway, Belgium, Switzerland 
and France (Centre Francais de Protection de l’Enfance and Comité 
Francais de Secours aux Enfants) sent us money, shoes and layettes 
for the children of the devastated islands. 

We would at the same time like to emphasise our special gratitude 
to Unicer. Thanks to its help and collaboration we will be able 
to carry out our Thessaly project and the Crippled Children’s Rehabi- 
litation Centre. Its help covered the following activities : 

1) the Voula Rehabilitation Centre (sanitary and medical 
equipment, material for physiotherapy) ; 

2) the hospital at Pendeli (hospital and surgical equipment), 

3) the itinerant units in Thessaly (sanitary material, motor 
cars, milk, soap and vitamins) ; 

4) help for the devastated population of the Ionian Isles 
(blankets, clothing, milk, vitamins and soap). 

The medical and social work of Pikpa aims mainly at maternity 
protection, especially during the pre-natal and peri-natal periods. 
We intend to concentrate specially in future on children of pre- 
school age. We will try to set up a sufficient number of pre-natal 
and infant clinics, of dispensaries for sick children and of nursery 
schools, particularly in the rural districts. In the larger centres, 
these will be installed in buildings which are simple but comfortable. 
A certain number will be built every year. When building is impossible 
or too costly, itinerant dispensaries will carry on the work. We 
are indeed trying out this method in Thessaly. What we specially 
emphasise is the ‘importance of quality in the work. In other words, 
the staff must be as highly qualified as possible, which is the very reason 
why we run training schools.

REPORT FOR THE PERIOD SUMMER 1952 TO SPRING 1954 


Historical Background and Constitution 


The Indian Council for Child Welfare became the successor to the 
erstwhile Indian National Committee for Children, which earlier 
took over from the Indian National Committee of the United Nations 
Appeal for Children (UNac). A Constitution was drawn up and the 
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Society registered itself in May 1952 under the name of “ The Indian 
Council for Child Welfare ”. 

The new Constitution gave a large measure of autonomy, 
consistent with general policy, to the State Branches, which were 
asked to reorganise themselves and adopt Constitutions in harmony 
with that of the Indian Council. Seventeen State Councils for Child 
Welfare are now affiliated to the Council which is making every 
effort to organise similar bodies in other parts of the country and to 
revitalise work in the field of child welfare. 

After the reorganisation of the Council in 1952, the All-India 
Save the Children Committee merged with the Indian Council for 
Child Welfare.

Sources of income: Donations, institutional membership sub- 
scriptions, grants from Government, affiliation fees, International 
Study Conference receipts, proceeds of Conference literature, proceeds 
of sale of greeting cards, proceeds of cinema show. 

Efforts are being made to have intensive fund-raising campaigns 
throughout the country on World Children’s Day and on All-India 
Children’s Day (14 November). The Council printed greeting 
cards with exclusive designs and mottoes for sale on Diwali, Christ- 
mas and the New Year. The profits derived from this undertaking 
will go to augment the Central funds. 


Relief Actions 


Ai Home. — The sum of £101. 1. 9 received from the French 
Save the Children Committee for helping children in the famine areas 
of the Maharashtra was handed over to the Bombay State Central 
Famine Relief Committee. 
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A grant of Rs. 1,500 was made to the Prime Minister’s Fund 
(India) for relieving distress among children in the famine and 
flood areas of India. 


Abroad. — The Council made a donation of Rs. 1,000 to the 
Relief Fund for Greek child victims of the earthquakes. 


Child Welfare Work 


The State Councils that are already in being have concentrated 
on drawing up child welfare projects and doing direct work in the 
following fields : 

child recreation (organisation of playgrounds and exhibitions, 

etc.), 

training of child welfare workers, 

medical relief (setting up health centres, milk distribution centres, 

children’s wards in hospitals, etc.), 

education of public opinion, 

pre-school education, running of créches, etc., 

establishment of children’s libraries. . 


Projects for 1954-1955 


The Children’s Bureau is a project which the Council has taken 
in hand. Its purposes are: 
i) to serve as a centre of information on all matters relating 
to child welfare ; 


ii) to carry on research in collaboration with the National 
Child Welfare Centre ; 


iii) to publish literature on various aspects of child welfare, 
including a Quarterly ; 

iv) to build up a comprehensive reference library for the use 
of child welfare workers and the State Councils ; 


v) to prepare an All-India Directory of important child welfare 
agencies, organisations and institutions in the country. 
The Council has already collected a fair amount of data 
for this Directory and the material is in process of being 
sifted and analysed. 


In conjunction with the Indian Red Cross Society, the Council 
is preparing a Central Register of Physically Handicapped Children. 
As the problem is a very vast one, the Register will be limited for 
the present to blind, deaf-mute and crippled children. 

The Council has decided to award three prizes of Rs. 500, Rs. 300 
and Rs. 200 for research work : the first to a full-time research student 
taking a post graduate degree at a university for a thesis on children’s 
problems and child welfare agencies; the other two prizes to part- 
time research students at post graduate level who secure a degree 
or diploma for a thesis on the subjects indicated above as part of 
their study programme. 


Publications — Propaganda 


With a view to providing a medium of information exchange, the 
Council started in April 1954 a monthly News Letter, which will 
normally be published in the first week of every month. 
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Some articles were published in the English and Regional 
language papers and journals regarding the work of the Council, 
the State Councils, and child welfare in general. Radio talks were 
delivered by the President of the Council, the Hon. General Secretary 
and the Hon. Organising Secretary. The address delivered by the 
Prime Minister, Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, to the International Study 
Conference in Bombay, December 1952, was recorded by the All- 
India Radio, Bombay, and broadcast the same evening. A review 
of the Conference was also given from the Bombay Broadcasting 
Station, and various other talks on child welfare were put on the air 
before, during and after the event. 

The West Bengal State Council published The Plan for Child 
Welfare formulated “by the 1.C.C.W. It also publishes a quarterly 
entitled Devanampiya, the first issue of which coincided with National 
Children’s Day, 14 November 1953. 

The Punjab State Council has published a brochure Play Cenires, 
in English and Hindi, for the use of child recreation workers. 

Some publicity work has also been done through discussions at 
group meetings, seminars, conferences, and so on. 

India celebrated World Children’s Day launched by the I.U.C.W. 
on 5 October 1953, and National Children’s Day on 14 November 
1953, under the leadership of the Indian Council. 


Projects for 1954-1955 


The idea of holding a Children’s Exhibition has recently been 
approved by the Standing Committee and it is likely that this will 
be held during 1954-55. 


Congresses — Conferences 


An outstanding event of the year was the International Study 
Conference on Child Welfare, held in Bombay, from 5-12 December 
1952. This Conference, convened by the International Union for 
Child Welfare in co-operation with the Indian Council for Child 
Welfare, created widespread interest. The United Nations and its 
specialised agencies, as also International Non-Governmental Organi- 
sations, were well represented. Besides the 400 recognised delegates 
from 26 countries, some 300 observers attended the meetings. The 
Conference was inaugurated by Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime Minister 
of India, and the First and Second Plenary Sessions were presided 
over by Rajkumari Amrit Kaur, Minister of Health of India, and Pre- 
sident of the Indian Council for Child Welfare. 

To add to the value of the Conference, an instructive Interna- 
tional Exhibition on Child Welfare was held during the Conference 
week, and tours were arranged, enabling the delegates to visit 
important child welfare institutions in the city and neighbourhood 
of Bombay. 


National Relations 


a) With the Government 


The Council is singularly fortunate in having the moral and 
financial support of the Government of India. For instance, the 
Government of India gave their high patronage to the International 
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Study Conference on Child Welfare (Bombay, December 1952). 
The Government sanctioned a grant of up to half the Conference 
expenses, subject to a maximum of Rs. 15,000. This grant was 
received through Rajkumari Amrit Kaur, who forms a strong link 
between the Council and the Government of India. 

The various State Councils are receiving direct and indirect 
help from the respective State Governments. 

The Central Social Welfare Board, a statutory body, recently 
approved a grant of Rs. 15,000 on a matching basis for the creation 
= a Y qatonia Bureau attached to the Central Secretariat of the 

ouncil. 


b) With other voluntary organisations 


The Association of Pediatricians of India and the National 
Children’s Institute, Allahabad, are affiliated members of the Council. 
Other voluntary organisations give their co-operation to the Council 
when needed; special efforts are foreseen for establishing closer 
ties. Mention should be made of the Indian Red Cross Society 
which has been co-operating in the preparation of the Central Register 
of Physically Handicapped Children. 
pe The Council made a grant of Rs. 2,000 to the Balkan-ji-Bari, 

elhi. 


International Relations 


The resolutions and findings of the International Study Confer- 
ence held in Bombay have been incorporated in the full Report of 
Proceedings, copies of which are now available. 

In order to give effect to these resolutions and findings and to 
intensify the work in Asia, a Continuation Committee known as the 
I.U.C.W. Advisory Committee for Asian Countries has been formed, 
consisting of representatives of the accredited child welfare organisa- 
tions in those countries. The Indian Council for Child Welfare has 
appointed Smt. Hannah Sen, Hon. General Secretary, and Smt. 
Rajan Nehru, Hon. Organising Secretary, as their representatives on 
this Committee, together with Smt. Mithan Lam as an Adviser. 

The I.U.C.W. has also offered the Indian Council the part-time 
services of a Field Consultant as from 1 February 1954. The Field 
Consultant, whose appointment was made in consultation with the 
1.C.C.W., is an Indian, Shri V. M. Kulkarni, who was the Executive 
Secretary of the Conference. 

The Indian Council for Child Welfare is preparing a preliminary 
report for the Zagreb Congress, where its representatives will be 
present. 

The Indian Council buys every year about 140 copies of the 
Annual Children’s Number of Shankar’s Weekly and posts them to 
the various child welfare agencies of the world. The Council also 
makes a contribution to the prize fund through which awards are 
made to the children who succeed in Shankar’s Weekly International 
Picture and Writing Competitions. 

The Indian Council for Child Welfare is in touch with the 
Regional Offices of the U.N. Information Centre, Unicer, WHO, 
Unesco, all in New Delhi, and the various foreign embassies. 
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Conclusion 


The Indian Council for Child Welfare has established stronger 
ties internationally and is consolidating its work within the country. 
The Council hopes to serve the Child more effectively in future and 
to that end is evolving suitable machinery and creating the necessary 
atmosphere ; it has been working hard to strengthen the child welfare 
movement in India in co-operation with all progressively minded 
individuals and agencies, whether governmental or voluntary.

Constitution 


The Executive Committee is composed of a Chairman, a Vice- 
Chairman, two Hon. Secretaries, two Hon. Treasurers, 12 other 
members and a Secretary. It is elected annually. 


Finance 


Income is mainly derived from subscriptions of members, dona- 
tions, results of appeals in the Press and on the Radio and the proceeds 
of Flag Days and of various social activities. 


Activities 


These are, at present, mainly connected with the administration 
at home of sponsorships of poor and sick children who are supplied 
with milk or eggs or other nourishing food, and visited regularly 
by members of the Committee. A few needy schoolchildren are 
supplied with a hot dinner daily. We have been endeavouring to 
ensure that every school child shall have a good midday meal and 
towards this end, have approached the Government and various 
public bodies who would be responsible for the provision of such a 
meal. 

Our work abroad has greatly diminished, though we still have 
a few sponsorships.

REPORT FOR THE PERIOD SUMMER 1952-SpRING 1954 


Constitution 


The Henrietta Szold Foundation for Child and Youth Welfare 
functions under the supervision of a Council which consists of 
30 members. These include representatives of the following bodies : 
Government Departments (Education, Welfare, Health, Labour, 
Justice, Statistics); the Jewish Agency (Youth Aliyah) ; the large 
Municipalities (Jerusalem, Tel-Aviv, Haifa) ; the Hebrew University ; r 
the women’s organisations; and other voluntary bodies (Teachers’ 
Association, Central Parents’ Committee, etc.). 

The Council elects a President, two Vice-Presidents and an 
Executive Committee. The latter appoints the Executive Director 
and approves all staff appointments. 

Supreme Court Judge, Dr. S. Agranat, was elected as President, 
and Dr. M. Smilansky has been appointed as Director, from 
October 1953. 


Finances 


The budget of the Foundation in 1953 amounted to I£ 17,000, 
distributed as follows:

The ever-mounting cost of living in Israel creates difficult 
financial problems for the Foundation. Upon our request, both 
the Government and the Jewish Agency have somewhat increased 
their annual contributions to the Foundation’s budget. Besides 
that, we have made efforts to enlarge the circle of subscribers to our 
Quarterly, and to distribute our other publications as widely as 
possible. 
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Activities 


The actual work of the Foundation during the period under 
review may be divided into five main categories : 


a) Consultation 


The Foundation participated in the activities of other agencies 
serving the needs of youth. It took part in the training of workers 
in the Jerusalem School of Social Work, in the Hadassah Nursing 
School, in the Youth Instructors’ Institute in Tel-Aviv; it was 
represented on the Screening Committee of the National Council of 
Jewish Women’s Fellowship Scheme; it took an active part in the 
direction of several educational institutions, such as the Tel-Mond 
Youth Village, the Youth Aliyah Educational Committee, the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association, the Hadassah-Guggenheimer Playground 
Committee, etc. The Foundation took part in the work of child 
legislation by submitting draft amendments to existing laws, by 
collating legal information and by taking part in the Child Code 
Commission of the Ministry of Justice. 


b) valuation of services 


The following services have been examined and proposals for 
their improvement submitted: rural playgrounds; baby homes; a 
temporary foster placement scheme; and at present we are engaged 
on an evaluation of the child placement system. The Foundation 
has also submitted suggestions for the establishment of a School- 
Service Bureau for the planning and co-ordination of social services 
for the school population; for the functionalisation of social work ; 
for community recreation centres ; for the training of workers in the 
various fields of child care ; and the establishment of a central Youth 
Authority. 


c) Research 


In the period under review the Foundation has concentrated 
on research work. One of the central problems of the State is the 
problem of the integration of the heterogeneous parts of our popula- 
tion into one cultural and social unit. Ever since the establishment 
of the State, Israel has received a great influx of new immigrants, 
most of whom come from culturally and economically backward 
countries. The differences between this part of our population 
—which falls into several groups—and the European group, which 
has hitherto constituted the greater part of the Jewish population 
in Israel, necessarily give rise to conflicts and tensions. Therefore 
the Foundation has decided to study problems of absorbing and 
educating immigrant. children. 

The first group of studies falls under the heading “ Methods 
of Teaching”. Studies carried out in this connection include : 

1) Methods of Strengthening Abstract Thinking in Oriental 
Immigrant Children ; 


2) History and Geography Teaching in Youth Aliyah groups ;? 
3) Causes of Scholastic Failure in First Graders. 


1 Children of Oriental origin constitute about 75% of Youth 
Aliyah pupils. 
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These studies revealed that the prevalent methods of teaching 
are not suited to children who are normally developed but 
handicapped by a primitive cultural home background. These 
children get no intellectual help and encouragement at home and 
consequently their power of abstract thinking, their vocabulary and 
concepts are limited; they must be developed by means of special 
methods of instruction, suited to their mentality and intellectual 
equipment. The prevalent methods, which take for granted a 
certain intellectual preparation given by parents, are certain to fail 
with the majority of these children. 

The second group of studies was concerned with the adaptation 
of psychological tests to the Israeli child population. 


1) Performance tests (Bender, Goodenough, Formboard). The 
study showed that these non-verbal tests may be used in Israel 
with only slight modifications ; the Formboard test, in which the time 
factor is the criterion of achievement, requires the preparation of 
new Israeli norms. 


2) The “ Mosaic ” projective test designed to diagnose personality, 
was found to be suitable to the Israeli child population. 


3) Various intelligence tests were also examined, and it was 
found that they need corrections; it is particularly necessary to fix 
new norms for tests which require quickness of performance. 


4) Standardisation of the Wechsler Intelligence Scale for 
Children. Again, it was found that corrections are necessary in 
order to adapt the test to Israeli conditions and to the conceptual 
world of our children. In practical performance activities our 
children were found to be slower than the American, whereas their 
amount of information was found to be slightly larger. 


5) Qualitative differences in the structure of intelligence in children 
from various ethnic groups. This was a large study, using the method 
of paired comparison and the standardised intelligence tests. It 
was found that immigrant children from Oriental countries lag 
behind native-born children in their power of abstract thinking, 
and that, on the other hand, they have a lower incidence of emotional 
disturbance. A tentative general conclusion to be drawn from the 
study is that Israeli education tends to develop Oriental children’s 
intellectual potential, but at the same time it is liable to cause 
emotional tension and disturbance. 


Another group of studies is that on educational patterns among 
the various ethnic groups. The first study in this group is being 
carried out at present, aimed at examining the Kurdish community. 
The sample group contains both old-timers and new immigrants. 
Whole families are being examined, their methods of child rearing, 
family customs, the position of the father and other members of the 
family, and the impact of Israeli reality on the Kurds’ ways of thinking 
and reacting. 

Among the other research studies one, in particular, should be 
mentioned, namely, a study of the concepts of civic responsibility 
among our youth. A country-wide sample of schoolchildren was 
examined by means of a questionnaire ; in addition, a smaller group 
of Jerusalem schoolchildren is being examined more intensively, 
by means of observation, interviews, etc. The results of this study 
will be submitted to the educational authorities and it is hoped that 
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they may serve as the basis for planning a curriculum for civic 
education. : 


Publications 


The quarterly review of the Foundation Megamoth is in its fifth 
year of publication. It contains summaries of research studies, 
both those carried out by the Foundation and by other agencies and 
individuals, information on child welfare services in Israel and 
abroad, articles and essays by educators, psychologists, social workers, 
and others. 

The Foundation has published a textbook on psychological 
testing (the first in the Hebrew language) for the use of teachers, social 
workers, instructors, students and psychologists. It has also 
published a Hebrew translation of Charlotte Towle’s “Common 
Human Needs”. The enthusiastic reception of both books among 
wide circles of workers in the various services has proved that our 
policy of making textbooks and handbooks available in the Hebrew 
language to the Israeli professional workers was amply justified. 
We endeavour, of course, to set the lowest possible prices on our 
publications, usually at a financial loss to ourselves. 

Another publication which was well received was a Mothercraft 
Guide, again the first publication of this kind in the Hebrew language. 
Here we endeavoured to present the material in as simple and 
popular a language as possible, and to adapt the various formulae 
and directions to Israeli conditions. 

Our latest publication is an English volume of essays on problems 
of immigrant absorption. This book should be of interest not only 
to friends and sympathisers of Israel, but also to scientists interested 
in problems of culture clash, absorption and acculturation in general. 


Conferences and Lectures 


Once a year, on the anniversary of Henrietta Szold’s birthday, 
a memorial meeting is held at which current problems of child care 
are discussed. In 1952, the subject of the meeting was the treatment 
of the immigrant child within the framework of the family, with 
special emphasis on problems of Youth Aliyah. In 1953, the subject 
of the meeting was the extent to which our educational network 
(including evening schools, clubs, vocational training, etc.) fails to 
embrace the various sections and categories of youth, and problems 
of elementary education in immigrant centres were discussed. 

In recent months, several lectures were given and discussion 
groups conducted by members of the staff, on three main subjects : 
1) Methods of teaching in the first grade; 2) Educational patterns 
in 4 Kurdish community; 3) Vocational training for immigrant 
youth. 


Plans for 1954-55 


The main efforts of the Foundation in the current year will be 
directed at the co-ordination of the existing child care services, both 
governmental and voluntary. This aim requires first of all a thorough 
study of the situation which will permit efficient and realistic overall 
planning. We have taken the first step in this direction, i.e., we 
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are in the process of establishing an Information Centre which will 
contain data on child care services in Israel and abroad. The 
second step will be a survey of youth in the 14-18 age groups. These 
are the groups which suffer most from the inadequacies of our educa- 
tional services, sorely strained by the impact of mass immigration. 
The Foundation will also endeavour to promote the establishment of 
regional youth authorities. 

Within the framework of research, the Foundation will complete 
the study on concepts of civic responsibility and the study of educa- 
tional patterns. Among the new studies will be the following: a 
country-wide study of gifted children; longitudinal studies in the 
Beth Mazmil community centre, and others. 

Negotiations are now being conducted with the Government 
concerning the establishment of a Supreme Youth Authority. The 
Foundation, whose constitution and aims are well adapted to the 
fulfilment of functions envisaged for the proposed Authority, has been 
approached in this connection. It was suggested that it should put 
its technical and professional resources at the disposal of the Authority 
for a trial period of two years. The Council of the Foundation has 
agreed to this suggestion, and we are awaiting the final decision of the 
Government concerning the establishment of the Authority. 


National Relations 


The Foundation is often requested by various Govern- 
ment departments, as well as by public and voluntary organisations 
to serve as consultant. This takes the form of advising, guidance in 
specific matters, drawing up of suggestions and of blueprints for 
research studies and surveys.

Constitution 


The Italian Association, while national in character, keeps 
alive its international ideal and tries to conduct its work above all 
considerations of race, nationality or political or religious creed. 

Its Committee of 15 members includes a president and two vice- 
presidents. The Secretariat, with a staff of 7, in the Quirinal in 
Rome, undertakes all the administrative work. The Association has 
two sub-committees, one at Messina, the other at Pistoia, as well 
as reliable personal links in various regions of Italy on whom it can 
call to act in the name of the Association and on its behalf.

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Since 1952, there are three outstanding facts to be noted: 


1) the appointment as President of the Association of the 
distinguished Prof. Domenico Marotta, Director of the Institute of 
Public Health; 


2) the official recognition of the Association by a decree of the 
President of the Republic on 22 April 1953. This official status 
enables the Association to call upon the Government for help, to 
receive property in gifts and confers upon it a definite official standing 
previously lacking ; 

3) a general change-over from the provisional to the permanent 
in the direction of its work, a change reflected in a diminution of 
relief work and a corresponding increase in more enduring constructive 
activities. 


Finances 


General receipts for the year 1953 amounted to 36 million lire, 
plus 48 million lire presented by our Swedish fellow-member of 
I.U.C.W. Rddda Barnen, exclusively for the erection of the children’s 
home at Bianco in Reggio Calabria. 

The administrative budget stands at about 6 million lire a year, 

the Boarding School “ Mamma Irma ” in Erba absorbs nearly 

12 million lire, 

the Casa Norvegese in Reggio Calabria about 4 million, 

the permanent holiday home Villa Bianca in Sori 6 million lire, 

sponsorships approximately 8 million lire. 

The sources of income for 1953 were the Italian Government, 
Rddda Barnen, the Canadian Save the Children Fund, the Save the 
Children Federation (U.S.A.), and various private donations, Italian 
and foreign. 

The only two organisations contributing regularly to the general 
costs of the Association are the Save the Children Federation, which 
makes a monthly payment of 200 dollars, and the Canadian Save the 
Children Fund, sending monthly 100 dollars, both of these in exchange 
for various services rendered. 


Relief Work 


In 1953, the Association distributed 124 tons of relief in kind, 
clothing accounting for 98, foodstuffs for 16, and sponsorship parcels 
for 10 tons. This material was sent to 41 provinces in Italy and in 
the Free Territory of Trieste, as desired by the donors. The goods 
came from the following countries : 


Sweden — Rddda Barnen: 76 tons 
Canada — Save the Children Fund: 8 tons 
France — Comité francais de Secours aux Enfanis : 425 kgs 


Great Britain—Save the Children Fund: 11 tons (almost entirely devot- 
ed to the work undertaken by the S.C.F. at Ortona) 


U.S.A. — Save the Children Federation: 29 tons. 
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The resources of the Association being due almost entirely to 
foreign donations, it is impossible to undertake long-term projects. 
For some 2,000 sponsorships administered by the Association it 
distributes about 8 million lire per annum. As part of the pro- 
gramme of the Save the Children Federation, it handles nearly 
400 sponsorships of a value of about 15 million lire a year. 


Child Welfare 


For the time being all the Association’s activities are carried 
out in Italy itself. They include sponsorships for babies, pre-school 
and school children and, in exceptional cases, those who have left 
school; placing necessitous children in homes suited to their needs 
(pre-tubercular children, those who are sick, backward, living in 
morally unsatisfactory surroundings, or are orphans or abandoned, 
etc.). The Association also does emergency relief before handing the 
children over to official agencies. Thus hundreds of children enjoy 
holiday camps in the country every year. The journeys of Italian 
children invited by Danish families to spend three summer months 
in Denmark are organised by the Association. <A social information 
service is available at its headquarters. Its main work is however 
carried out by its several institutions : 


1) The “ Mamma Irma ” Boarding School has been active for 
some 8 years and educates war crippled boys. At the moment the 
schooling or apprenticeship of 40 young people is going on there. 
The school was created under the auspices of the International 
Union for Child Welfare, its administration being entrusted to the 
Association which hopes that its work will be finished in about two 
years’ time when each of its charges will be in a position to earn his 
livelihcod. The property will then be returned to its legal owner, 
Mme Malaspina Vaccari, who has for so many years graciously placed 
it at our disposal for this work. 


2) During the inundations of 1951, Redd Barna of Norway, 
presented to the Association a pre-fabricated wooden house and very 
kindly sent Norwegian workmen to erect it in Reggio Calabria on 
land presented by the commune. The Institute, called Casa Nor- 
vegese as a sign of gratitude to the donors, was inaugurated in April 
1953. It can house some 30 children and is intended for those of 
Calabria suffering from trichophytosis. The High Commissioner for 
Public Health pays a daily boarding fee for each child, and there is 
an arrangement which enables the Institute to meet its current 
administrative outlays without appealing to other benevolent institu- 
tions. In its short existence 100 children have already been restored 
to health. 


3) Thanks to the generosity of Rddda Barnen of Sweder, we 
were able to offer hospitality for about a year to some 50 children 
who suffered in the Po Valley disaster. A house, “ Villa Bianca ”, 
was taken and furnished for them on the Ligurian coast, at Sori. 
It still serves as'‘a permanent home for delicate children, some coming 
from Austria. Since February last, thanks still to Radda Barnen, 
as well as to the Italian Red Cross, 45 Calabrian children, victims of 
the recent floods, have found shelter in it. The Director of this 
home, Miss Amy Carey, a voluntary worker, has just presented to 
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the Association her own house lying among the olive trees in Sori 
50 m. above sea level. By September of this year the house will 
be fitted out as a children’s home and the work started at Villa Bianca 
will be transferred and continued there. 


4) Through the President of the Italian Republic Rédda Barnen 
made a gift of 48 million lire for carrying out in Calabria a com- 
prehensive scheme including children’s playgrounds, workshops for 
boys and girls, and a medical dispensary. After long negotiations, 
the little town of Bianco in Reggio Calabria was chosen for setting 
up the scheme on beautiful grounds of more than 2,500 square yards 
presented by the commune. Work has begun and it is hoped to 
open the institution in 1955, 


5) Asa result of its new legal standing, the Association will be 
able to take possession of grounds offered it in Rome three years ago 
by a generous Italian donor. The property is in a populous quarter, 
has an area of more than 3,000 square yards and will lend itself 
well to the erection of some useful institution for the less favoured 
children of the capital. 

Apart from a gift of 100 blankets to Holland during the floods, 
the Association has not, for the time being, been able to undertake 
any relief work abroad. 


Publications, Propaganda, Conferences, etc. 


Publicity has taken the form of broadcasts by our President on 
World Children’ Day, articles in the press, and folders about the 
Erba Institution. The Association was represented at the Austrian 
Conference of the I.U.C.W. in September 1953 and at the Geneva 
Conference in October 1953 of the European directors of the Save the 
Children Federation (USA). The President of the Association 
represented the I.U.C.W. at the Rome Conference of the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation in December 1953. 

The Association also sent children’s drawings to the exhibition 
(ugAy by a section of the Save the Children Federation at St. Louis 
USA). 


National Relations 


The Association continues to enjoy the moral and material 
support of the Italian Government, which accords it quarters for 
its offices and stores in the Quirinal rent free as well as free transport 
of its supplies throughout Italy. 

The Government also pays a boarding fee for the children in the 
institutions of Reggio Calabria and of Sori and makes a grant of 
2 million lire for the one at Erba. The Prefecture of Rome has 
a made a grant of 5 million lire for the Association’s general 
work. 

In all its activities in Calabria and in Sicily, the Association 
works closely with the Associazione Nazionale per gli Interessi del 
Mezzogiorno d’lialia. It has active working relations also with 
Unrra-Casas, the Julian Refugee Committee, the Italian Red 
Cross, the Committee to help needy Cancer Patients and other local 
relief works. 
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International Relations 


Excellent and regular relations are maintained with the I.U.C.W. 
Secretariat in Geneva and many visits exchanged. The Association 
enjoys similar relations with many member organisations of the 
I.U.C.W., particularly with those of Peru, Uruguay, Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, the Save the Children Federation (USA) and the 
British and Canadian Save the Children Funds. 

It is in regular communication also with Fao, the International 
Social Service, the Salvation Army and the Ymca.

The Lebanese Union for Child Welfare came into existence in 
the spring of 1949. — It comprises at present over 30 member societies 
that are engaged in the field of child welfare in different parts of 
the country. 

Its aim is to promote co-ordination of activities among its 
member societies and to help these societies, through joint effort, 
to develop their work in the spirit of the Declaration of Geneva. 

The Lebanese Union is directed by an Executive Committee 
composed of the officers above-mentioned and 10 other members. 


Finances 


Income for the financial year 1952-53 amounted to L£7,406, 
including a grant of L£4,000 from the Government and one of 
L£1,757 from the Save the Children Federation (New York). Special 
gifts, totalling L£15,305, were received in addition for the Rehabilita- 
tion Centre for Physically Handicapped Children. 


Activities 
1. Rehabilitation Centre for Physically Handicapped Children 
and a Workshop for Manufacturing Prosthetic Appliances. — In view 


of the great need for rehabilitation work among physically handi- 
capped children, and for trained personnel in the fields of physical 
therapy and prosthetics in the Lebanon and other countries of the 
Arab East, the Lebanese Union for Child Welfare has undertaken 
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the responsibility of a rehabilitation centre and workshop. It has 
been supported in these efforts by the International Union for Child 
Welfare and the International Society for the Welfare of Cripples. 
With the assistance and guidance of these two organisations, the 
Lebanese Union made a study of the local needs and drew up a 
plan for the project with a view to securing the necessary material 
and technical aid from United Nations specialised agencies and local 
institutions. 

The plan was approved by the Ministry of Health in June 1951 
and in September of that year the Lebanese Government presented 
a request to the World Health Organisation for material and technical 
aid. During the summer of 1952 an expert was sent by Wuo to 
explore the situation and to make suggestions and recommendations ; 
his report was approved by the Lebanese Ministry of Health and the 
Lebanese Council of Ministers, and the administration of the Centre 
was delegated to the Lebanese Union. The Government undertook 
to guarantee the continuation of the work after the withdrawal of 
the U.N. agencies. 

One of the member societies of the Lebanese Union, the City 
for Lebanese Apprentices, keenly interested in this project, has pro- 
vided a building and undertaken to develop special workshops for 
training physically handicapped children as well as for the manu- 
facture of prosthetic appliances. It has also agreed to cover the 
living expenses of the children. 

In addition, the Medical Faculties of the American and French 
Universities ai Beirut have agreed to provide the medical aid required 
in the fields of pediatrics, neurology and orthopedic surgery; in 
return, both Faculties will make use of the Centre for the practical 
training of their students. 

The I.U.C.W. and the International Society for the Welfare of 
Cripples have helped us to obtain the financial support of Wxo 
for this project : in its 1954 budget an appropriation of $30,630 was 
made for the services of one physiotherapist and one technician to 
teach the making of orthopedic appliances; in the 1955 budget the 
sum of $8,000 is earmarked for fellowships for one physiotherapist 
and one nurse. 

The U.N. Children’s Fund (UniceF) has voted a credit of $25,000 
to cover the purchase of physiotherapy equipment and apparatus, 
a heat immersion tank, machines, tools and raw materials for the 
production of surgical appliances, and a station waggon. 

The Lebanese Union has set up a local committee of manage- 
ment from representatives of the various institutions and U.N. 
specialised agencies who have contributed to the realisation of the 
project. It is endeavouring to secure the necessary funds for main- 
tenance of the Centre and hopes to open it in the fall of 1954. 


2. Sponsorships. — Through the help of the Save the Children 
Federation (New York), it has been possible for the Lebanese Union 
to extend aid in the form of new and used clothing, school supplies 
and special gifts to a large number of needy infants and children, 
and to schools. 

Six schools have each received an annual grant of $150 ; 148 child- 
ren aged 1 month to 12 years have received 342 parcels of new clothing 
worth $7,695; layettes have been given to 200 infants at a total 
cost of $1,400; distributions of donated clothing worth $25,000 were 
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made to 2,346 families and 46 societies ; 200 children were presented 
with dolls and 30 other special gifts were made to schoolchildren. 


3. Aidio Member Societies. — The Lebanese Union has extended 
technical aid to two of its member societies who are planning to 
develop their work. Through its intermediary they have been put 
in touch with the Ministry of Social Welfare, which this year has 
made a special appropriation in its budget for aid to non-govern- 
mental agencies. 

The Union also made arrangements for milk to be supplied to 
30 needy infants and 80 undernourished children who have been 
selected by the maternal and child health centre, which operates a 
summer camp and a well baby clinic in one of the poorest districts 
of Beirut. 

It carried out a study on child delinquency in co-operation with 
the International Union for Child Welfare. 

The Union organised a drawing competition among elementary 
schoolchildren. Twelve entries were sent to the contest held at 
St. Louis (USA) for the benefit of the Save the Children Federation. 
One of them, representing a fisherman on the Bay of Jounieh, was 
among the first prize-winners. 


4. World Children’s Day. — The member societies of the Leba- 
nese Union co-operated actively in the 1953 Celebration, which was 
placed under the auspices of His Excellency the President of the 
Republic. Good support was given by the Beirut Broadcasting 
Station.

Some 3,000 men and women are now members of the Red Cross 
and take part in the work of its several sections. 


Child Welfare 


The number of public health nurses keeps on growing. Seven 
were added in 1952, 4 in 1953, bringing our total up to 30. Expend- 
iture on this service amounts to 3 million francs, 60% coming from 
the League for the Prevention of Tuberculosis and 40% from the 
Red Cross. 

Our staff, working under the direction of doctors, are at present 
running 34 infant clinics which have 2,219 babies on their registers. 
In 1953 the number of attendances was more than 12,000, and the 
mortality rate of the children registered is far below the national 
average. In six localities the Ministry of Education has set up 
educational and family training centres where our nurses give women 
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and girls instruction in child care as was done formerly in courses 
organised under the direct responsibility of the Red Cross. 

Over and above their work under the auspices of the League 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, the nurses are active in the 
school medical services of 99 communes, a fact of great value when 
it comes to choosing the children to be admitted to our convalescent 
home, which is open all the year round, and to our holiday camps. 
In 1953, 151 children were admitted to the first—for an average 
period of 72 days. Between 22 June and 9 September, 448 children 
in successive batches stayed for 22 days at Coxyde on the Belgian 
coast. Results there were excellent, as they also were in the three 
colonies organised in the Grand Duchy itself and which were enjoyed 
for a month by 362 children. 

As in previous years the Luxemburg Red Cross welcomed 
15 French children, who lived in one of its camps free of charge. 

The Foster Home Placing Centre at Bertrange received tempo- 
rarily 109 children in 1952 and.93 in 1953, preparatory to their 
being placed with families. 

Since 1952 a section for children, convalescing from _polio- 
myelitis, has been added to the children’s home of Bertrange. 
Besides having their schooling there, they are taken daily for pre- 
scribed treatment to the orthopedic clinic of Dr. Thyes, in Luxemburg. 
In 1953, 22 children were admitted for an average duration of 
161 days. 

The Junior Red Cross is still growing. Its Review now reaches 
6,000 readers. First-aid courses were organised in five senior schools 
in 1953. One of its sections collected during the celebration of 
St. Nicholas, clothing, games, toys and sweets, which filled five lorries 
and went to refugee camps and homes in Germany. 


NETHERLANDS

Constitution 


The statutes of the National Federation have not been amended 
during the period under review. A new member, the Verbond van 
Algemene Instellingen voor Kinderbescherming, was admitted in 1953. 
This Association groups child welfare institutions which are not 
affiliated to any sectarian body. Before the creation of the new 
Association they were each individually affiliated to the Federation. 
Two of their representatives sit on the Council of the Federation. 

The co-opted members of the Council are again brought to the 
statutory number of five. The vacancy left by the resignation of 
Mr. L. A. Donker, who has become Minister of Justice, has been 
filled by Miss J. Zeelenberg, Member of the Second Chamber of the 
States General. 

The General Council numbers 31 members; the Executive Com- 
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mittee is composed of eight members as follows: Judge J. Overwater, 
President ; Judge M. Ch. de Jong, Vice-President ; Mr. H. L. s’Jacob, 
Treasurer ; Miss C. E. E. Bal, The Rev. K. O. Finkensieper, Mr. L. A. 
van Doorn ; Mrs. Amantius, Mr. J. J. de Haas and Mr. D. Q. R. Mulock 
Houwer, Consultant. 

The National Bureau for Child Welfare is responsible for the 
Secretariat. In charge: Miss L. H. M. Evers and Miss P. G. Prins. 


Finances 


The expenses of the Federation and of the Bureau increase from 
year to year. 

The income, derived from the subscriptions of affiliated members, 
is far from meeting the needs. A grant has been made by the Ministry 
of Justice for three years, at the rate of 47,250 florins a year. 

The excess of expenditure is met from the reserve funds of the 
Federation, which hence are constantly diminishing. The Fede- 
ration receives, in addition, as compensation for its organisational 
work, a small percentage on the profits made on the sale of stamps 
on behalf of children. 


Relief Actions 


The Federation does not itself operate any practical relief. At 
its request, the Relief Fund for Child Welfare placed at its disposal 
the sum of 3,000 fl. on behalf of the child victims of the Greek earth- 
quake in 1953. 

Although not directly related to the activities of the Federation, 
mention might be made here of the 1,806 foreign children, mostly 
refugees, who spent recuperative holidays ranging from two weeks 
to three months in private families in Holland. Since 1950, however, 
this type of hospitality has tended to be discouraged in the Nether- 
ands, and in 1952, holidays for foreign children had practically 
ceased. But the following year a few groups here and there were 
received and steps were taken to co-ordinate these initiatives. 

The object of these holidays a few years ago was to build 
up the children’s health (deprivations of the war and post-war), 
but the children from the refugee camps raised a special problem. 
These children live there in very poor material and moral conditions. 
When the time came to return to their camp, after a period in the 
Netherlands when they had had plenty to eat and enjoyed a bed 
and a bedroom to themselves, it caused in many cases a traumatic 
shock, with resulting maladjustment. It is for this reason that this 
type of relief was viewed with some doubt, although the reception 
of these children has not completely ceased. To-day the organising 
of holiday camps in the countries of domicile is preferred. 

On the initiative of the Federation, in February 1953 about 
200 children from the flooded areas in Holland spent several weeks 
as guests at a French holiday camp or in private families?. This 
action was carried out with the donations given by a number of 
sister organisations of the Union: approx. 20,000 fl. was received 
from abroad. The unexpended balance will be used for child welfare 
and youth work in the devastated areas.

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Child Welfare 


Reference has already been made in our last report to the surveys 
that have been carried out with a view to the better differentiation 
and classification of child welfare institutions?. Since then the 
report of Monsignor Hoogveld’s Institute, which conducted the 
investigation in about a dozen Catholic child welfare establishments, 
has been completed and published. The survey of the Protestant 
homes is also finished though the report is not yet ready. The report 
on educational methods undertaken by a Study Committee directed 
by Prof. J. Koekebakker (Institute of Preventive Medicine, Leyden) 
is likewise not yet completed. It is expected that they will be ready 
in 1954 and that they will furnish some directives for the better 
differentiation of institutions. 

In view of the urgent need for boarding homes for children with 
special educational problems (neurotic, backward or very difficult 
children—formerly called “ psychopathic ”), the Ministry of Justice 
has approved a small number of homes which have already had some 
experience in this type of case; they will develop their methods and 
have the services of a psychiatrist and a psychologist. 

In addition to residential education, attention has also been 
given to foster home care. An investigation into the methods applied 
in this field will shortly be undertaken (recruitment of foster families 
and preparation of the placement). A Study Committee has begun 
the preparatory work, and the Consultant of the Federation, 
Mr. Mulock Houwer, has set the broad lines for carrying out these 
projects. The point of departure will be what progress has been 
made since 1939, when the Federation’s predecessor, the Dutch 
Union for Child Welfare, published the results of a study in this field. 

Under the auspices of the Federation a report has been drafted 
setting forth the directives for the remuneration and legai status 
of residential and non-residential child welfare workers. The section 
concerning salaries is now being studied in the interested circles, 
both employers and employed. A regulation of the legal status is 
now in preparation. 

Attention has also been given to the organisation and aims of 
educational supervision, e.g. probation. This supervision is ordered 
by decision of the Juvenile Court Judge in cases where minors are 
in physical or moral danger. The Judge appoints a “family 
guardian ” whose mission it is to enter into friendly relations with 
the child and his parents with a view to solving their difficulties. 
This family guardian is a non-official person responsible to the Juvenile 
Court Judge. Some of these guardians have formed associations 
with a view to helping each in the better fulfilment of their tasks. 

There are still some gaps in the organisation of this work, due 
to the fact that the authorities do not provide sufficient financial 
support for this type of preventive work. The purpose of an inquiry 
undertaken at the instigation of the Federation is to set standards 
for a better development in this field. 

The regulations whereby schools of social service may place 
their students in residential institutions for a course of practical work 
were issued in 1953. They will be published in the professional press.

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Two further studies, mentioned in the previous report, have 
been published. The first is that of the Building Committee of the 
Federation. This Committee, grouping educators familiar with 
practical questions and some technicians of the Bouwcentrum (Building 
Centre at Rotterdam), have drawn up standards to which the various 
types of institutions should conform, according to their function and 
the kind of children received therein. A few members of the Com- 
mittee have placed their services at the disposal of the National 
Bureau for Child Welfare as consultants. Although there is very 
little new building, a great deal of restoration and replanning of 
existing institutions is going on, in the course of which problems 
arise demanding reference to specialists. Through its Building Com- 
mittee the National Bureau hopes to be of use in this field. 

The second is a handbook for uniform administration in children’s 
residential centres. It is desirable that uniform administrative rules 
should be applied so as to be able to calculate the cost and this 
serves as a basis for suitable grants. This handbook, drawn up by 
specialised members of the Federation’s Finance Committee, was sent 
together with some practical information cost free to all institutions. 
The Government has signified its approval of this piece of work. 
Practical results are now awaited, and it is known that several big 
establishments are applying the new system with satisfactory results. 

The National Bureau for Child Welfare is happy to welcome 
interested foreign visitors. It frequently receives fellows of the 
United Nations. 

In 1954, the Federation plans to carry on the projects enumerated 
above and will study in what ways preventive child welfare can be 
more actively promoted.

The propaganda 
film “ At Every Door ”, a guide for schoolchildren who help in the 
sale, has been very favourably received.

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Meetings and Conferences 


The Annual General Meeting of the Federation in 1952 was 
devoted to a discussion of the Report on the Reorganisation of Penal 
Legislation for Minors. The State Commission which presented the 
Report in 1951 was presided over by Judge J. Overwater, President 
of the National Federation. 

In 1952, the Federation, in consultation with the Ministry of 
Justice, organised several Benelux Study Days on the question of 
the study of the child’s personality. 

At the Annual General Meeting of 1953, the Report on the 
Building of Children’s Homes figured on the agenda. 

It is proposed in the current year to study the delimitation of 
responsibilities and co-ordination of efforts in the field of child welfare 
from a very broad angle. 


National Relations 


The Federation is in regular contact with the Ministry of Justice, 
Section of Re-educational Institutions. Informal talks are held 
periodically with the officials concerned dealing with, for instance, 
observation, the differentiation of institutions, foster home care, 
grants, and so on. 

Mention has been made earlier that the Federation receives 
State assistance to carry out its programme of work. 

Close working relations are maintained with: 

The Netherlands Committee for the sale of stamps on behalf 
of children; the scheme also includes postcards. 

The Emergency Fund for the relief of Dutch Children, which 
allocates grants for specific projects, such as the equipping of board- 
ing homes, study fellowships, congresses, and so on. 

The Federation is well represented in each of these organisations ; 
its President is also chairman of the Fund. 

Increasing liaison is maintained with the Nederlandse Bond voor 
Moederschapszorg en Kinderhygiene, relations which will be further 
strengthened if, as is planned, the project for a joint library is one 
day realised. 


International Relations 


The National Federation is in regular contact with the Secre- 
tariat of the I.U.C.W., as well as with the two other members of 
the Union in the Netherlands. In October 1953, we had the privilege 
of receiving the Sixteenth Session of the Executive Committee of the 
I.U.C.W. at The Hague. The warm response at the time of the 
floods in early 1953 made the Federation even more aware of the 
great value of the contacts established between member organisations 
of the Union. 

Through the Consultant of the Federation, Mr. Mulock Houwer, 
and Miss Prins, member of the National Bureau, who are respectively 
President and Treasurer of its Executive Committee, good contact 
is maintained with the International Association of the Educators 
of Maladjusted Minors. This Association held its first congress at 
Amersfoort, in September 1952, when the National Bureau took 
part both directly and indirectly in its organisation. 
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Remarks 


It would not be out of place to repeat the remark contained in 
the previous Report, namely, that satisfactory results in child welfare 
cannot be obtained so long as there is no proper co-ordination between 
institutions and foster home care. In the field of prevention— 
education of parents, child guidance clinics, day care centres for 
difficult children, leisure-time occupations—much still remains to 
be done. 

Another topical question is work with the parents and mainten- 
ance of relations with them when the child has to be removed from 
home. The scarcity of funds for such a purpose is not the only 
problem; there are still too few qualified workers in this sphere, 
although the question is being given more attention. Public opinion 
is, however, becoming more alert to all these questions and anxious 
that progress should be made in this field.

After the 1951 floods in Italy, Redd Barna made a gift to this 
country of a pre-fabricated hut of 300 sq. metres, which is now 
being used as a convalescent home for the children of Reggio di 
Calabria. 

In regard to Korea, Redd Barna launched on 5 October 1953, 
on the occasion of World Children’s Day, an appeal for money and 
clothing which resulted in the collection of 80,000 crowns and 12 tons 
of clothing valued at 180,000 crowns. Part of the money was used 
for the purchase of woollen blankets, tinned fish, soap, toys and 
educational material. 

Several shipments of clothing were sent to the refugee camps 
of Central Europe. 

As in previous years, Redd Barna has continued to arrange 
three months’ holidays for refugee children from Central Europe in 
private families in Norway, In 1952, 134 children were invited, 
in 1953, 320 children, which brings the total number of children 
who have benefited since the beginning of this action to 1,300. 

In 1952, 4,528 sponsorship parcels were distributed, i.e., 2,370 
in Germany and 2,158 in Austria; in 1953 the number was 4,701, 
i.e., 2,891 in Germany and 1,810 in Austria. 

Redd Barna intends to continue both the sponsorships and the 
holidays for refugee children. 


Child Welfare Work 


The home for children coming from a deficient family environ- 
ment, the building of which was started a year ago, has just been 
completed (Spring 1954). The home, planned to take 12 children, 
will be placed under the auspices of the Rikshospitalet,: Oslo. 

Redd Barna has decided to make a grant of 6,000 crowns for two 
years to a mental health clinic for children under seven years. 

In the summer of 1953 Redd Barna organised in Oslo the first 
summer day camp for 40 children in the 3-10 age group who were 
unable to have a holiday in the country. The project will be repeated 
this summer for 100 children. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Two booklets were published: Hva or Redd Barna? (What is 
the Save the Children Movement ?) and Redd Barna Nylt (Save the 
Children News). 

Co-operation with press and radio circles has been excellent. 
World Children’s Day was celebrated with a radio talk, a radio 
playet and other events. 


Meetings and Exhibitions 


A meeting of the local branches was held in Oslo on 30 August 
1953, 
Redd Barna undertook the organisation of the International 
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Children’s Drawing Competition for the illustration of Hans Ander- 
sen’s Tales. This competition was a great success: 4,588 drawings 
were received. 


National Relations 


Excellent co-operation has been maintained with the Royal 
Ministry of Social Affairs. 

The Chairman of Redd Barna, Mr. Chr. F. Bonnevie, is a member 
of the Norwegian Refugee Council ; Mr. Cloetta, the Secretary General, 
is a member of the Executive of the same body and also of its Com- 
mittee for Relief Abroad. 


International Relations 


Redd Barna maintains direct relations with several of the other 
members of the I.U.C.W., and with various bodies in Germany 
and Austria.

Finances 


Income, amounting to 209,368 soles, was derived mainly from 
a financial campaign among business firms in Lima. Expenses 
totalled 225,452 soles, the main items being foreign sponsorships 
(45,000), the vaccination campaign (67,227) and relief to immigrants 
(27,000). 

Although the results of the financial drive were better in 1953 
than in 1952, thanks to the untiring efforts of the organisers, the 
total income was less, as it was not possible to hold the usual charity 
féte. 

Furthermore, the school fees paid by the Committee for certain 
children and the relief given to immigrants in distress absorbed too 
high a proportion in relation to the budget as a whole.

Efforts will be concentrated on raising sufficient funds to con- 
tinue the BCG-Vaccination Campaign, supply streptomycine to the 
Children’s Hospital, on so on. On the other hand, we regret that 
we must terminate our assistance service to immigrants, which is 
too heavy a burden for our budget. 

If at the end of 1954 some funds remain available, we intend 
to place them at the disposal of the “Mamma Irma” Institute at 
Erba, Italy.

Constitution 


As stated in previous reports, the’National Federation of Child 
Welfare Institutions is attached to the Juvenile Court Administration 
(Ministry of Justice). It has an independent Secretariat and per- 
sonnel, in particular, specialised child welfare workezs and probation 
officers in the three largest cities of the country, who are responsible 
for the supervision of delinquents on probation or living in probation 
hostels, for the aftercare of minors discharged from re-educational 
institutions, and in a general way for looking after various other 
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categories of children coming within the jurisdiction of the juvenile 
courts. 

These officers also investigate the employment conditions of 
minors allowed to do certain kinds of work by the Ministry of Labour, 
and keep such minors under supervision. They also have under 
their care the young newsboys. 

Lastly, under Decree No. 38,964 of 27 October 1952, the powers of 
these officers are widened to include control of the attendance of 
minors at places of public entertainment, which is regulated by the 
same Decree}. 


Finances 


The total budget for the year 1952 amounted to 3,741,518 escu- 
dos; for 1953 the figure was 3,165,200 escudos. Income is derived 
from the profits accruing from State properties which are allocated 
to the National Federation of Child Welfare Institutions for the 
execution of its programme of work. 


Child Welfare Activities 


a) Children in Need of Care and Protection : Grants made for 
the years 1952 and 1953 were as follows :

The sums distributed under this heading are diminishing year 
by year, due to the State policy of turning this task over to the 
bodies dealing exclusively with assistance. 

b) Aftercare: As mentioned in the previous reports, the Fede- 
ration is responsible for the aftercare of young people for a period 
of three years following their discharge from a reformatory institu- 
tion. This supervision is carried out by a special service of probation 
officers, who visit the minors regularly, make investigations and 
report back to the authorities concerned. Thus a record is kept of 
the behaviour of the discharged minor which is seen by the Ministry 
of Justice before permission is given for the Federation to grant 
the material or moral assistance he may need. 

The appropriations for aftercare in the Federation’s budget for 
the years 1952 and 1953 were 450,000 esc. and 575,000 esc. respectively.

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Grants were made for the purchase or repair of tools or instru- 
ments of work, for the purchase of clothing, shoes, marriage trous- 
seaux, for transportation, fees for courses or for securing legal papers 
prior to taking up employment, and so on. 

In 1952, subsistence grants were given in 712 cases of illness 
or unemployment; the corresponding figure for 1953 was 724. 


c) Probation Hostel at Coimbra: This hostel offers a home to 
young people discharged from institutions who contribute towards 
the cost of their upkeep from their earnings. The annual grant 
for 1952 was 88,372 esc. (average number of boarders : 33); in 1953, 
95,675 esc. (25 boarders). 


d) Control and Supervision of Newsboys: In conformity with 
the legislation in force, the Federation’s probation officers have 
continued to exercise effective control over these boys and any 
infringements were duly reported to the juvenile courts. These 
measures ensure that the purpose of the Act is fully achieved, namely, 
that the young newsvendors are not exploited by their employers 
and that they ply their trade under the best possible conditions. 


e) Other Types of Supervision: The Federation co-operates 
with the Ministry of Labour in controlling the employment of minors 
in public performances, or in places where such performances are 
given, or in restaurants, bars, cabarets and similar premises. 

In 1953, 87 applications for the employment of minors in such 
activities were investigated, 11 of which were refused by the Ministry 
of Labour on the recommendation of the Federation’s probation 
officers. In the remainder of the cases the information supplied 
was satisfactory. The aim of this control is to protect the health, 
education and morals of the young people. During the year 12 of 
the minors left the employment which had been duly authorised in 
favour of trades that offered more security and a more promising 
future. 


f) Access of Minors to Places of Public Entertainment: In 
conformity with the provisions of Decree No. 38,964 of 27 October 
1952, the Federation has organised, with the help of its probation 
officers and social workers, the regular supervision of places of public 
entertainment, starting from 1 January 1953. The purpose of this 
supervision is to co-operate with the inspectors of public performances 
and the police in seeing that minors attend only those performances 
which are suitable for their age. This service has functioned satis- 
factorily and the 222 reports submitted by the Federation’s officers 
demonstrate that, on the whole, both the public and the proprietors 
have shown an awareness of their responsibilities. The rare cases 
of infringements were brought before the juvenile courts. 


Improvements of Residential Institutions: The credits 
lisented by the Federation for the extension, renovation or equip- 
ment of residential institutions for children amounted to 854 ,000 esc. 
in 1952,-and to 1,201,150 esc. in 1953. 

h) Obra do Ardina (Newsvendors’ Organisation) : The amount 
attributed to this association were 144,000 esc. in 1952 and 327,000 esc. 
in 1953.

Finances 


In 1953 the expenses totalled 159,294,135 pesetas. As regulated 
by law, the administrative budget must not exceed 10 per cent. of 
the total income. Income is derived from the entertainment tax, 
State and Municipal grants (for the juvenile courts only), tax on 
lotteries and tombolas, charity stamps. and gifts. 

The most important among these is the entertainment tax, 
which was created by the State to finance child welfare projects and 
which yields 5 per cent. for such purposes on every ticket sold. 


The budget of the Council is allocated as follows: 


10 per cent. for infant and child care ; 

30 per cent. for the care and protection of vagrant minors ; 

20 per cent. for social welfare ; 

30 per cent. for the welfare and rehabilitation of the wards of 
juvenile courts ; 

10 per cent. for administrative expenses. 


Activities 


In the first section, infant care and welfare is provided through 
the chief welfare clinic and its subsidiaries, day nurseries, canteen 
for nursing mothers and babies, and children’s homes in most of the 
provinces ; 

in the second and third sections, social and moral welfare is 
carried out through the day and residential hostels, probation hostels, 
re-educational institutions, farm schools and in other ways; 

the activity of the fourth section is based on the observation 
centres, reformatories and training schools. 

Mention should be made also of the aid to necessitous families, 
rewards for acts of bravery, supervision of places of entertainment 
and of publications for children, conditions of work for minors, 
and so on. 

Sponsorships often take the form of placement in a foster home, 
which usually ends in an adoption. 
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Publications — Propaganda 


The Council publishes a quarterly review (La Revista de la Obra 
de Proteccion de Menores) and the Chamber for the Protection of 
Minors of Barcelona a bi-monthly periodical. A few other institutions 
linked with the Council also issue their own publications. 

In the current year the Council has published a book by Father 
Jesus Ramos entitled Methods of Menial Exploration. 

World Children’s Day on 5 October was the occasion of a big 
press and radio campaign. 


Congresses, Conferences, Courses, etc. 


The Council organised the Congresses of Juvenile Court Judges. 
Under its auspices also two courses for educators at Vitoria and 
one for social workers were arranged. 

In connection with World Children’s Day a number of ceremonies 
were held not only in the capital but in all the provinces. 

Plans for 1954-55 include a course for educators, refresher courses 
for the heads of institutions and others for social workers, in addition 
to the Conference for Juvenile Court Judges and that for officials 
of the Chambers for the Protection of Minors. 

Various other gatherings will be convened to study practical 
problems connected with publications and performances for children. 


National Relations 


Cordial relations are maintained with the authorities who grant 
support to the Council, as well as with other public and private 
bodies. 


International Relations 


The Supreme Council for the Protection of Minors is in regular 
correspondence with the I.U.C.W. Several of its members paid a 
visit to the Union’s headquarters. Excellent relations are also 
maintained with the International Catholic Child Bureau and the 
Council was represented at its congresses in Constance, Paris and 
Barcelona. Delegations were likewise sent to a number of other 
meetings and congresses to which the Council was invited. 

At the request of the I.U.C.W. the Council charged M. Candido 
Martin Albarez, its Vice-Treasurer, to represent the Union at the 
Second International Congress of the Latin Union, (Madrid, 10-

REPORT COVERING THE PERIOD | APRIL 1952 
TO 31 DECEMBER 1953 


Constitution 


The Save the Children Association consists of some 140 local 
branches in all parts of Sweden, some being grouped in 8 district 
federations. Its work is directed by a Central’ Board. The annual 
meeting in May 1953 increased the number of members from 17 
to 21 and of alternates from 8 to 10, including the President who 
is elected at the annual meeting. The Executive Committee which 
up to that time numbered 15, including the President, now numbers 
17. The President of Rddda Barnen is also chairman of the Central 
Board and the Executive Committee. 

Special sub-committees deal with various aspects of the work. 


Finances 


No budget can be drawn up in advance—the extent of the relief 
work always being determined by the means made available through 
collections and grants. For the last three quarters of 1952 and the 
whole of 1953 the total income in cash, exclusive of sponsorship 
contributions, was about 6,719,770 Swedish crowns, and expenses 
about 6,853,655 crowns. 

Administrative expenses amounted to cr. 362,130 in 1952 and 
to cr. 379,540 in 1953 (salaries, rent, postages and telegrams, office 
supplies, quarterly bulletin, contribution to the I.U.C.W., travelling, 
etc.). 


Sources of Income 


1. In 1952 the “ King’s Pin ”, issued on the occasion of King 
Gustaf Adolf’s 70th birthday, which Rddda Barnen was authorised 
to sell, brought in over cr. 80,000. The repetition in 1953 of the 
autumn campaigns of 1950 and 1951 proved a great success and is 
calculated to bring in a net yield of at least one and a half million 
crowns. Private contributions have also come in the whole year round. 


2. Under ‘a scheme initiated by Rddda Barnen, “request ” 
gramophone records played over the radio brought in over cr. 50,000 
for the victims of the Po Valley catastrophe in 1952 and nearly 
cr. 220,000 for refugee work in 1952 and 1953. The same source 
yielded cr. ‘250,000 for Greece in the autumn of 1953. 
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3. Collections on one Sunday a year in the established Churches 
produced between 1 April 1952 and the end of 1953, over cr. 170,000. 


4. Income from a surtax on congratulatory telegram forms from 
February to October 1952 was shared between the Swedish Red 
Cross and Rddda Barnen, which thus received nearly cr. 150,000. 


5. The sale of a special paper seal for Holland, “the broken 
tulip ” (an adhesive stamp), on the occasion of the North Sea flood 
disaster, brought in over cr. 105,000 from 1 April to 31 December 1953, 
and such items as tokens of sympathy, badges, postcards, matches, 
Christmas seals and so forth, another cr. 60,000. 


6. The Government made a grant in 1953 of cr. 100,000 for 
our work among the refugees in Western Germany. 


7. A source of indirect income is the collection of clothing. 
A drive in the autumn of 1952, made jointly with the Swedish Red 
Cross, and another in 1953 with the support of women’s organisations, 
brought in respectively some 660 tons of which Rddda Barnen got 
one-half, and that of 1953 over 650 tons of clothing, shoes, etc., 
often of very good quality, exclusively to Rddda Barnen. These 
collections permitted much more extensive help than otherwise would 
have been possible. 


Relief Actions Abroad 


Ausiria. — Total value of help: cr. 4,900,000, distributed as 
follows : 


Cr. 210,000 in cash and 140,000 in kind for the upkeep of child- 
ren in the convalescent home Schloss Oberrain in Land Salzburg— 
at the rate of cr. 5 a day per child. This home, set up in 1952, 
receives children in batches of 19, coming from the refugee camps 
and emergency dwellings, for 6 weeks at a time to recuperate. With 
the exception of two Swedish nurses with a good psychological 
training, appointed and paid by Rddda Barnen, the whole staff is 
Austrian ; 

Cr. 14,900 for a summer holiday of 41 children between 6 and 
14 years of age at Flachau, and a similar sojourn of 51 children 
there for 4 weeks. 

Cr. 100,000 to 8 refugee families for building under the “ own 
your home ” project. 

Cr. 120,000 to build at Salzburg a home for the children of 
fathers in the Occupation Forces and for unattached refugee children. 
In response to a request from the authorities a child guidance centre, 
the first of its kind in Austria, will be attached to the home; 

Cr. 30,000 for equipment for two boarding schools, one in Vienna 
(er. 25,000) and one in Salzburg (cr. 5,000) ; 

Cr. 45,000 to Caritas of the Diocese of Zeckau in gift parcels 
for distribution among children of refugee camps and cr. 4,500 for 
the purchase of goods in Austria ; 

Several gifts to the value of cr. 12,900 to 12 homes and institu- 
io 


ns. 
237,000 kgs of shoes and clothing to a value of cr. 4,264,000. 


England. — In connection with the flood disaster in February 
1953, help was sent to the Save the Children Fund to a value of 
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cr. 455,000 distributed as follows : 22,000 kgs of clothing and bedding 
valued at cr. 400,000; foodstuffs worth a little over cr. 6,000; 
cr. 50,000 for the purchase of goods in England. 


Finland. — Total value of help cr. 444,225 distributed as follows : 


25,000 kgs of used clothing and shoes, worth about cr. 433,000, 
and soap. worth cr. 1,225; 

Cr. 10,000 as a grant for the children’s home of Kolari, run by 
the Finnish Save the Children Association. 


France. — Total value of help cr. 215,000 distributed as follows : 


Cr. 15,000 to the French Save the Children Committee for extra 
meals for children in the poorest suburbs of Paris; 

Cr. 19,250 for the République d’Enfanis of Moulin-Vieux ; 

Cr. 1,130 for furniture for the convalescent home at Sévres for 
young Jewish children recuperating before their departure for Israel ; 

10,000 kgs of clothing, worth about cr. 100,000 for refugees of 
various nationalities in France. 


Germany. — Cr. 6,850,000, the total value of the assistance to 
Germany, includes clothing and shoes from the collections made in 
1952 (156,800 kgs), and in 1953 (153,150 kgs) reserved for that 
country and distributed through the German Red Cross. The alloca- 
tion was as follows: 


a) Scuieswic Houstern. — Cr. 250,000 for the erection and 
equipment of a new home in Libeck for 50 girl apprentices ; 

Cr. 200,000 for the erection and equipment of a home at Itzehoe 
for 50 apprentices (25 boys and 25 girls) ; 

Cr. 70,000 for the erection of a home for 75 children at Husum 
(Nordsee) ; 

Cr. 7,000 towards the building costs of a children’s home at 
Sereetz ; 

Cr. 75,000 in gifts to some 30 children’s homes and institutions. 


b) Bavaria. — Cr. 167,000—including cr. 40,000 worth of 
commodities—went to the Herzogau home. For the sum of DM. 3.30 
per child per day, children from refugee camps and emergency dwell- 
ings were received by it in batches of 80 for 6 weeks at a time until 
October 1952. The home was then transferred to a smaller building, 
housing only 45, at Tittmoning. It was run by the German organisa- 
tion Arbeiterwolfahrt. Radda Barnen supplied and paid the salaries 
of, at first, two Swedish nurses and, afterwards, of the one who 
remained until the home was closed in September 1953. Among the 
institutions also helped during the period in question were the 
high school in Lindenberg for some 130 Hungarian boys and girls 
(er. 44,000) and some 15 other homes and institutions (cr. 51,000). 


c) BeEriin. — “ Mutter und Kind ”, a home for refugee mothers 
with children was opened in April 1952 and completely equipped by 
Rddda Barnen. It was regularly provided with gifts in the form of 
clothes, dry milk, vitamin preparations and occupational material 
to a value of cr. 30,600. 

The Evangelical Church Relief received cr. 1,700 worth of dry 
milk. 

To the Central Committee for distribution of foreign relief to 
refugee children went 1,000 parcels of food worth cr. 14,100. 
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The German Red Cross received used clothing, dry milk, vitamin 
tablets and soap, worth cr. 210,000 for its reception centre for refugees 
from East Germany. 

A Berlin-Neuk6éllIn day home for 70 children was restored and 
equipped with a grant of cr. 100,000. 

In Berlin-Schéneberg a nursing home for some 75 refugee child- 
ren with contagious diseases received furniture, textiles and clothes, 
occupational material and dry milk for a sum of cr. 38,000. 

The recuperative home accommodating 70 children at Berghof 
in Thuringia, in the eastern zone, was equipped by Rddda Barnen 
and received blankets, sheets and curtain material worth cr. 5,000. 

d) Lower Saxony. — The transit camp in Friedland received 
for its kindergarten furniture, textiles and occupational material to 
a value of cr. 3,400. 


Greece. — Total value of help sent: cr. 3,530,000 distributed 
as follows: 


Cr. 508,000, from a collection started after the disastrous earth- 
quakes in the Ionian Islands, was used for the purchase and complete 
equipment of a hospital for 40 children and a maternity ward of 
10 beds erected at Argostoli (Cephalonia), and for a children’s day 
home for 80 pupils. The buildings are Swedish, pre-fabricated 
wooden houses. 

Clothes and layettes, worth cr. 9,000 sent from Sweden and 
cr. 25,000 for the purchase of blankets, layettes and milk in Greece 
itself. 

166,000 kgs of shoes and used clothing, worth cr. 2,900,000. 

Since Radda Barnen’s representative, Mrs Skanberg, left Greece 
she has been replaced by Mrs Zetterlund. The clothes were distri- 
buted through the good offices of the Metropolitan of Athens. The 
infirmary and the children’s day home were presented respectively 
to the Ministry of Social Welfare and to Pixpa. 


Holland. — On the occasion of the great flood catastrophe of 
February 1953 relief to the victims to the ‘value of er. 1,088,000 was 
distributed as follows : 


49,175 kgs of shoes, clothing, blankets, linen, etc., and 1,600 kgs 
of powdered milk and a further 15,550 kgs of other foodstuffs, worth 
cr. 910,000. 

The money obtained during the country-wide collection was used 
for the equipment of 70 kindergartens. By the end of 1953 furniture, 
linoleum, house utensils and the school equipment necessary for 
42 kindergartens, worth in all cr. 173,800, had been sent. 


India. — Total value of help given: cr. 11,025, distributed as 
follows : 

Cr. 10,000 sent to the delegate of Rddda Barnen at Travancore 
for paying the salary of a kindergarten teacher who will work as 
an instructor for mothers in child care, hygiene, family problems, 
birth control, etc. 

300 kgs of dried milk, worth cr. 1,025, sent for distribution in 
the child care centres of Trivandrum. 


Israel. — Total value of help given: cr. 1,121,601, distributed 
as follows : 
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Cr. 762,800 for erecting 75 one-family houses of the Swedish 
pre-fabricated wooden kind, and a kindergarten for 60 children in 
a village some 30 miles from Tel-Aviv, transmitted to the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine. 

Additional material, electric equipment, radiators, household 
utensils, etc., worth cr. 59,000, sent to the home for feeble and 
handicapped children outside Jerusalem, already presented by Radda 
Barnen to Youth Aliyah. A further cr. 10,000 for supplementary work 
was forwarded. 

16,100 kgs of new and used clothing, worth cr. 290,000. 


Jtaly. — Total value of help given cr. 1,820,000, distributed as 
follows : 


Cr. 45,000 to complete the children’s day home at Scala; 

Cr. 30,300 for the upkeep of the children’s home at Sori until 
31 October 1952, the initial number of 55 children having dropped 
steadily to 15. 

Cr. 50,000 for the running of the “Mamma Irma ” Home for 
War-Mutilated boys at Erba near Como; 

Cr. 400,000 for the erection of a home for 130 children at Bianco, 
Calabria. 

Gifts in kind, clothing, layettes, blankets and dried milk for 
the victims of the new floods in Calabria in the autumn of 1953, 
worth cr. 42,500. 

70,000 kgs of clothing and shoes, worth cr. 1,253,000. 

Rddda Barnen’s representative is Mrs Lisa Lind. In most cases the 
gifts have been transmitted to the Italian Association for Child Welfare. 


Korea. — Total value of help sent: cr. 133,300, distributed as 
follows : 


Cr. 50,000—a grant to the International Team of the British 
Save the Children Fund at Pusan. 

9,000 kgs of clothing, layettes, blankets, and soap, worth 
er. 75,000. 

Cr. 8,300 as a contribution to the costs of Brigadier Boyce’s 
journey. 


Trieste. — Total value of help given: cr. 1,308,000, distributed 
as follows: 


Cr. 37,150, the value of 3 pre-fabricated houses made available 
to the Allied Military Government for use as day home and school- 
rooms by the nearly 400 children under 12 living in the camps. 

1,200 kgs of dry milk and 50,300 kgs of boots and clothing. 


Arab Refugees. — A total of cr. 91,000 went mainly to the 
Lutheran World Federation in the form of clothes, shoes and other 
goods for distribution. 


Projects for 1954 


Ausiria. — Continued activity at the Schloss Oberrain. Com- 
pletion of the home for children whose fathers belong to the Armies 
of Occupation in Saizburg and of the “own-home” project. Clothes 
and other gifts to be sent. 
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Greece. — Erection of three more children’s day homes, one child- 
ren’s ward of 12 beds and a hospital for 60 children in connection 
with an already existing hospital in Northern Greece. Clothes and 
gifts to be sent. 


Germany. — Erection of 1 or 2 infant homes for refugee camps 
in North Rhine-Westphalia. Recuperative holidays for some 
1,000 children during three months in Swedish foster homes. The 
allowance to the Hungarian Realgymnasium at Lindenberg to be 
continued. Clothes and gifts to be sent. 


Holland. — Equipping 28 more kindergartens and erection of 
a children’s ward of 24 beds for the hospital at Dirksland, and of 
an entirely new kindergarten at Oosterland. 


Italy. — Payment of the costs for 45 boys of Calabria at the 
home Casa Bianca at Sori. Completing the children’s day home in 
Calabria. Shipments of clothes and gifts. 


Korea. — Increased collections for the international Save the 
Children team of Pusan. 51,000 kgs of clothes and shoes to be sent 
via London. 


Sponsorships 


By far the largest group of our sponsored children is Finnish. 
Between April 1952 and the end of 1953 the number fell from over 
3,000 to some 2,300; the amount paid to these children is approx. 
cr. 700,000. For sponsored children in Germany (some 500 at the 
end of 1953), Austria (300), Italy (50) and France (5), cr. 130,000 
have been paid. The aid has been given both in cash and in kind 
(one parcel of food a month per child). 


Recuperative Holidays in Sweden 


For three months in the summer of 1952, 100 refugee children 
from Berlin lived as guests in Swedish foster homes. For 1953 the 
number was 210. The total cost was cr. 25,200. 

In 1953, Rddda Barnen contributed 2,500 crowns towards the 
travelling expenses of Swedish children from abroad who were 
offered hospitality in private families. 


Child Welfare Work in the Home Country 


1. The main activity for Swedish children is the “ Once-For- 
All-Aid ”, carried out in close contact with the Social Welfare Author- 
ities. Its aim is to help decent families with many children to over- 
come a temporary difficulty, generally because of illness. Between 
1 April 1952 and 31 December 1953 help valued at nearly cr. 250,000 
was extended to 607 families. During the same period clothing was 
distributed to Swedish children. 


2. Along with one of the big daily papers which took the 
initiative, Radda Barnen made, in December 1953, a drive to collect 
a fund on behalf of children injured in traffic accidents. By early 
in 1953, nearly cr. 90,000 had come in. It is proposed to continue 
this action and to supplement the amount it yields, so as to cover 
children’s accidents in general. 
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3. Protection in time of war may suitably find a place under 
this heading. 


a) The Association is happy to be able to report a decision 
taken by the Government in the spring of 1953 on lines recom- 
mended by Rddda Barnen about an identity disc for children (see 
Annual Reports of two preceding years). The details of the disc 
have now been agreed upon. Its purchase will be voluntary, and 
responsibility for persuading people to get such discs for their child- 
ren falls upon Radda Barnen and the Swedish Red Cross ; 


b) The courses-for auxiliary personnel for evacuation homes 
came to an end in 1953. Altogether 921 persons have had the 
intended training through these courses. 


Publications — Propaganda 


The 32-page quarterly bulletin Radda Barnen (Editor : Mrs. Célie 
Brunius), printed in 43,000 copies, which goes to District and Local 
Committees and others interested in the Association, helps to co- 
ordinate their several efforts. 

Rddda Barnen enjoys excellent support by press, radio and film 
for all its activities. Propaganda has been concentrated mainly on 
the well-prepared drive every autumn to collect funds. In 1952 
the collecting was done through the sale of the “ King’s Pin”, 
already mentioned. In 1953 the drive was started with a radio 
speech on World Children’s Day. Dailies and weeklies all over the 
country had received in advance series of illustrated articles about 
the work of the organisation. The biggest dailies were persuaded 
to send members of their own staff to write about Rddda Barnen’s 
work for refugees in Austria and for the victims of the earthquakes 
in Greece. <A mass edition of leaflets on the situation in Greece and 
a six-page illustrated folder on the immediate tasks of Rddda Barnen 
were distributed to big organisations such as trade unions, employees 
unions, big women’s clubs, etc., during the intensive annual drive 
of 1953. 

On many occasions film companies have made excellent pro- 
paganda for Rddda Barnen, and during 1953 the organisation also 
produced three films of its own. The first one “ For the Sake of 
the Children ” shows Rddda Barnen’s work in general and more 
particularly its work among refugees in Europe. One part of the 
film illustrating the work in Italy is a gift from Roberto Rosselini 
and Ingrid Bergman. Ingrid Bergman here plays the part of a 
voluntary Rddda Barnen delegate. The two other films are about 
the catastrophes in Holland and Greece. 


Congresses, Conferences, Exhibitions 


Members of the Board of Radda Barnen have often taken part in 
conferences touching the Association’s fields of interest and related 
matters. ; 

A thousand drawings from the International Drawing Com- 
petition to illustrate ten of Hans Andersen’s tales were exhibited in 
Stockholm in October 1953. The exhibition was very well received 
by the press and was commented on in a radio programme. It 
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was combined with popular children’s matinees. The exhibition was 
also shown with success in three other Swedish towns. 


National Relations 


As in previous years, Rddda Barnen has enjoyed the excellent 
and valuable support of the Authorities. To name but a few of 
the privileges : permission to make collections in the Churches, special 
telegraph forms, exemption of Customs duties, free, or much reduced, 
freights on clothing. 

During the period under review Rddda Barnen received no direct 
subsidy from the State except cr. 100,000 for its work among refugees 
in Western Germany. 

Co-operation with the schools continues happily. 

Excellent working relations have been maintained with the 
Swedish Red Cross and with women’s organisations, particularly in 
the autumn drive for the collection of clothes in 1952 and 1953. 

When the Swedish Committee for International Assistance to 
under-developed countries was created in 1952, Rddda Barnen was 
one of its members, and its representative took part in a conference 
called by the Committee in the autumn of 1953. 


International Relations 


As a member of the International Union for Child Welfare, 
Rddda Barnen (whose President is one of the Vice-Chairmen of the 
Union) has maintained contact with sister organisations by corre- 
spondence and at various meetings. In some cases the Association 
acts in an advisory capacity and arouses interest in aiding the refugees 
in Europe. Contacts within the framework of the I.U.C.W. have 
also been established with intergovernmental as well as with private 
organisations. The sister organisations with whom Rddda Barnen 
has had most contact during this period are those of the other three 
Nordic countries, the British Save the Children Fund and the Greek 
PIKPA. 

Mrs. Margit Levinson, or her alternate Mrs. Célie Brunius, have 
attended the various meetings of the I.U.C.W. Executive Committee 
and the General Council. 

Besides the relations. mentioned above, co-operation has been 
maintained with a number of international organisations including 
Unicer. On the occasion, in the summer of 1952, of Mr. Paul 
Henri Spaak’s good-will visit to Sweden for Unicer, Rddda Barnen, 
as Swedish contact-organ for Unicer, had the pleasure of arranging 
Mr. Spaak’s tour.

Constitution 


The Council of 40 members and the Committee of Seven held 
their statutory meetings and took appropriate decisions concerning 
the activities of the Foundation. 

In accordance with the principle of decentralisation which is 
the keystone of the Foundation, the practical assistance and welfare 
is carried out by the 190 District Representatives under the super- 
vision of the District Committees. Some 4,000 local Secretaries give 
regular assistance to the District Representatives; during the 
December sale, the total number of young people and adults who 
co-operate runs up to 25,000. With very few exceptions these are 
all voluntary workers who give unstinted devotion to Pro Juventute’s 
aims, and the Foundation can consider with satisfaction its 42nd year 
of activity. 


Finances 


Collection of Funds. — The main source of income on which the 
realisation of the various schemes depends continues to be the sale of 
stamps and cards. Thanks to the zeal and ingenuity of the local 
workers, satisfactory results have been recorded, as the following 
figures show : c

Gifts, legacies, grants and contributions for the year ending 
31 March 1952 totalled over 4 million francs. 


Utilisation of the Funds. — From 1 April 1952 to 31 March 1954, 
the 190 District Representatives have expended Fr. 5,502,783. in 
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numerous grants for welfare and assistance actions in various fields : 
the mother and child (maternity grants, breast-feeding bonuses, 
holidays for mothers, job-finding, medical treatment, infant welfare 
clinics, child care courses, baby homes, day nurseries, clothing and 
food, etc.) ; the schoolchild (placement in Homes and private families, 
school dental treatment, medical treatment, clothing and food, school 
meals, apple collection, holiday placements, holiday homes, etc.) ; 
the adolescent ‘apprenticeship grants, youth associations, conval- 
escent homes, medical treatment, clothing and food, hobbies work- 
shops, etc.). Thousands of children all over the country have 
benefited under these schemes. 


Activities 


The following concerns in particular the activity of the Secre- 
tariat carried out in close co-operation with the District and Local 
Secretaries. The Foundation’s financial year ending on 31 March, 
most of the figures mentioned relate to the period from 1 April 1952 
to 31 October 1953. 


Mother and Infant Welfare. — Pro Juventute attaches primary 
importance to the education of the parents, and particularly the 
mother. During the period under review (18 months) it organised 
84 maternity and child care courses, special attention being paid 
to the mountain regions. These courses attract ever-increasing 
numbers of girls and young women. At the request of the local 
educational authorities numerous lessons on child care have been 
given, in the course of which the exhibition of child care and the 
film “ The Happy Family ” have often been included. In the field 
of preventive measures we may mention the talks on hygiene, cha- 
racter building, play and occupation of the small-child. The travel- 
ling exhibition “ The Child at Play ” is the background for these 
talks, which attract a numerous audience not only among adults 
but also schoolchildren, for whose benefit a special visit is organised. 
The Loan Service of the child care course is constantly being called 
upon for material. Among the publications are: Wie ich mein 
Kindlein pflege, Wie ich mein Kindlein kleide, Spiel und Beschdftigung 
des Kleinkindes, Vollwertige Sduglingserndhrung, Ratschldge zur 
Sduglingspflege, Petit guide de puériculture, instructions for making 
toys, collection of practical clothes patterns for the infant and small 
child. The creation of child welfare centres constitutes one of the 
priority tasks of the Foundation and their number is constantly 
mounting. Thanks to the grant-in-aid received from the Société 
suisse d’utilité publique, poor mothers and mothers in need of a rest 
have been given the necessary holidays. Pro Juventute is continuing 
to place young voluntary women workers in peasant families where 
there is a large number of children. 


Schoolchildren Welfare. — The recruitment of families willing 
to give free hospitality to necessitous schoolchildren in need of a 
recuperative rest is one of the features of Pro Juventute’s programme 
for this category of children. In 1952, 1,000 children were received 
in private families and in 1953 the figure mounted to 1,700. 

From the Chaine du Bonheur of Radio-Bdle came a gift of 
fr. 160,000 to be used on behalf of the Italian-speaking children of 
the Alpine valleys; this money was devoted to kindergartens and 
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day nurseries, children’s homes, the education of handicapped and 
difficult children, holiday homes, preventoria and children’s policlinics. 

A special fund of fr. 33,000 was opened for children suffering 
from asthma, while the sum of fr. 160,000 was earmarked from the 
proceeds of the sale of Pro Juventute stamps for assistance of TB 
and TB-threatened children. The apple collection in the fertile 
lands of the Plateau resulted in a harvest over a two-year period 
of 880,000 lbs, which were distributed among mountain schools and 
represented an appreciable supplement to the poor diet of the 
mountain children. Gifts of skis, school benches and other edu- 
cational material were also sent to these schools. 

Pro Juventute takes an active interest also in the question of 
children placed in foster families. Fortunately, most of the Swiss 
cantons have now introduced legislation for the protection of such 
children, so that the situation has much improved. 


Youth Welfare. — The operative factor in this field is the appren- 
ticeship grants made from the proceeds of the National Day (1 August) - 
Collection. During the first 10 years of its existence, the vocational 
training of 9,726 girls and boys from all parts of the country has 
been facilitated, thanks to apprenticeship grants totalling approxi- 
mately fr. 1,800,000. In addition, interest-free loans are made by 
Pro Juventure to young people desirous to take higher studies. 

From the money raised on behalf of the children who lost one 
or both parents during the avalanches in 1951, the Swiss Red Cross 
handed over to Pro Juventute the sum of fr. 250,000 to be earmarked 
for the vocational training of these orphans. 

The Secretary General supervises the secretariat of the Swiss 
Association for Vocational Guidance and the Protection of Appren- 
tices, which is located at Pro Juventute’s headquarters. Among the 
activities of this secretariat may be mentioned the promotion of 
vocational guidance through the publication of a special review and 
the organisation of refresher courses for vocational counsellors. 


Encouragement of Leisure-Time Activities. — It is coming to be 
more and more realised how important a part in the life a child is 
the wise employment of his leisure and how essential it is for parents 
to be aware of this. Through the organisation of “ Leisure Weeks ” 
Pro Juventute’s Leisure-Time Service comes into contact with the 
population of a number of rural and urban localities. The programme 
of these Leisure Weeks comprises talks and discussions, films, a 
travelling exhibition with a hobbies workshop, musical evenings and 
puppet shows. The assistance of the local authorities and societies 
is secured for the success of these Weeks. The Leisure-Time Service 
also publishes a magazine Freizeil-Wegleitungen and leaflets, loans 
carpenter’s kits, handlooms, boxes of games, lantern slides and films, 
and also provides lecturers onrequest. In addition, it arranges short 
courses for the leaders of hobbies workshops. It is due to this 
many-sided attack that numerous circles of the population have 
been won over to the idea of the importance of a systematic use of 
leisure for young people. 

The Youth: Vacation Service has organised linguistic holiday 
camps and exchange holidays with foreign countries. Through the 
foreign correspondence scheme the young people of 26 countries 
have been put in touch with each other. 

The Federation of Youth Hostels and the Tourist Pedestrian 
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Association continues to encourage open-air life among the young 
generation. Both these secretariats are administered by the Secretary 
General of Pro Juventute, as is also that of the Swiss Cartel of Youth 
Associations. 


Assistance to Miscellaneous Age Groups. — The number of child- 
ren cared for under the Vagrant Children Welfare Scheme in 1952 
was 145. They are the children of itinerant basket-workers and 
those exercising similar trades. In the first quarter the number of 
children under care was 132. Every effort is made to integrate 
these children in more normal conditions of life. 

Each year for the past two years the Federal Social Insurance 
Office has entrusted to Pro Juventute the sum ef fr. 750,000 for 
supplementary assistance to widows and orphans. In spite of the 
old age and dependants’ insurance scheme which was introduced 
in Switzerland in 1948, this assistance still plays an important role, 
as is evidenced from the figure of 2,694 requests taken into considera- 
tion during the past 18 months. 


Publications 


The trilingual monthly magazine Pro Juveniute provides well- 
documented material on the general problems of child and youth 
welfare and.on the activities of the Foundation. It serves likewise 
as a link between the General Secretariat and its district and local 
agents. 

~~ Pro Juventute publishes in addition the following children’s 
magazines : Schweizer Kamarad, Ecolier Romand, Caravelle, Rivista 
dei Fanciulli, as well as the Peslalozzi Almanach. 

The Swiss Junior Book Association, whose secretariat is also 
admistered by Pro Juventute, plays a leading role in the promotion 
of wholesome literature for the young. With the co-operation 
(unpaid) of more than 3,000 teachers, 726,153 of these excellent 
publications in German, French, Italian and Romanche were dissem- 
inated in 1952. 


Library and Information Centre 


The library at the General Secretariat is of great assistance to 
numerous persons who are -called upon to organise courses or give 
lectures on child welfare subjects. During the period under review, 
5,449 publications were loaned free of charge to 1,500 persons. Over 
100 Swiss and foreign periodicals are available to readers, as well as a 
collection of news cuttings and other information concerning a wide 
range of social services. 


International Relations 


The International Relations Service has replied to queries 
coming from some 20 countries, and has provided numerous visitors 
with information on child welfare and social welfare in Switzerland. 

In 1952, the General Council of the International Union for 
Child Welfare was held in Zurich. Pro Juventute contributed to 
the organisation of this session and, in particular, provided delegates 
with opportunities to gain an understanding of the practical aspects 
of child welfare in Switzerland. 

In the summer of 1953 the Foundation organised the Inter- 
national Congress of School Buildings and Open-Air Education, 
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which was attended by numerous participants from Switzerland and 
abroad. The findings of this Congress have met with a very encourag- 
ing reception everywhere. 

On 5 October 1953, on the occasion of World Children’s Day, 
organised by the I.U.C.W., Pro Juventute collaborated by arranging 
various radio talks and a radio interview in which experts concerned 
with current child welfare problems in Switzerland took part. 

The Foundation also participated in the exhibition which was 
held in connection with the International Study Conference on Child 
Welfare in Bombay, in December 1952, and endeavoured by word 
and picture to give an idea of the work of Pro Juventute. 

Under the aegis of the World Pestalozzi Foundation, whose 
secretariat continues to be under the supervision of Pro Juventute, 
a campaign was launched in favour of the child victims of the 1953 
floods in Holland, Belgium and England. The very generous response 
to this appeal, coupled with the proceeds of a sale of stamps, made 
it possible to put into working order again some of the children’s 
institutions in the three countries concerned. 

In addition, the World Pestalozzi Foundation paid part of the 
travelling expenses of the young Swiss volunteers who went to Holland 
to help in the work of reconstruction. 

The Press Service has started the publication, independently 
of the Pro Juventute Review, of a World Pestalozzi Foundation News 
Letter, which will report briefly at intervals on the Foundation and 
its activities. 

The fourth Youth Welfare Prize was awarded to Professor 
Edouard Spranger (Tubingen) and the fifth to Mme Yvonne Feyerick- 
Névejan (Brussels), who has directed the Gfuvre Nationale de l Enfance 
for many years. 

There took place in Zurich at the end of September 1953 the 
Second International Study Conference on Children’s Books, in which 
the representatives of 14 countries took part. The questions discuss- 
ed were how to fight trashy literature, and the publication and 
dissemination of wholesome books for children. This meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Central Committee for Children’s 
Books, which elected M. O. Binder as its new president. The 
interested circles paid a tribute to the efforts which had long been 
pursued by Pro Juventute in this most important aspect of contem- 
porary life.

On 23 April 1954 the Turkish Society for Child Welfare celebrated 
the 33rd anniversary of its foundation. It may be said that, parti- 
cularly during the past three years, its activities both on the national 
and the international level have been increasingly useful and 
rewarding. 

11 
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Activity 


The Society has devoted the major part of its efforts to the 
protection of children without families and the training of the young 
generation from the spiritual, physical and moral points of view, 
so that they may become self-reliant members of society. To achieve 
these aims it has founded, in recent years, homes for the care and 
protection of infants, who are particularly exposed to danger. Five 
of these homes have been enlarged and supplied with modern 
equipment. 

The Society owns at present 21 résidential nurseries in different 
parts of the country. The children cared for either have no families 
at all or have been entrusted to the Society as a result of the neglect 
or incapacity of their parents. In 1953, there were 1,785 children, 
as against 850 in 1950. 

Although the number of day nurseries in the working-class 
districts has greatly increased, there are still not enough for the needs. 
To-day there is an average daily population of 2,370 in these nurseries, 
as compared with 960 in 1950. 

In the course of the last three years additions have been made 
to the various institutions run by the Society in different parts of 
the country, e.g. milk kitchens, policlinics, school meals, sick child- 
ren’s clinics, play nurseries and reading rooms. As a result, the 
numbers of children who benefit and the expectant mothers and 
infants receiving free milk have greatly risen as compared with 
previous years. 

Nursery Nurses Training School : The course of instruction, 
originally fixed at two years when the school was founded in 1937, 
with a view to providing staff for the residential nurseries, was 
amended to three years in 1952. The school now has the status of 
a professional training college. Each year some 30 nurses graduate 
from it, thus meeting the growing needs for staff for the residential 
and the day nurseries. 

Emergency Relief : Over and above the assistance given to the 
children cared for directly in the Society’s residential nurseries and 
other institutions, cash grants and supplies are also distributed both 
at headquarters and at the 480 branches of the Society. These 
distributions have risen substantially in the past three years and 
are now at a satisfactory level. 

Mention should be made of the assistance given to people living 
in areas where winter conditions are very severe, to earthquake and 
flood victims, and so on. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Every effort is made for the spiritual and moral upliftment of 
the child. One of the Society’s aims since the start has been the 
publication and wide distribution of handbooks for parents, as well as 
books and periodicals for children. 

The Society’s publication Coguk ve Yuva (The Child and the 
Family) has been appearing for the past year in a form approximating 
to similar periodicals in Europe. Its purpose is above all to promote 
the health and education of children under seven years. It is expected 
that its circulation, now at the relatively high figure of 10,000, will 
be still further increased in the near future. 
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National Relations 


During the past three years the Turkish Government has devoted 
growing importance to child welfare matters. By virtue of the 
legislative provisions, measures have been taken by the Ministry of 
Education for the protection and education of children from 0 to 
7 years, in liaison with the Ministry of Health and Social Assistance 
and with the co-operation of the benevolent societies. 

With the help of the children’s clinics of the Faculty of Medicine, 
University of Ankara, the Society has completed its arrangements 
for the setting up of medical centres for the treatment of children 
in the working-class districts. 


International Relations 


In addition to liaison maintained with the International Union 
for Child Welfare, the Turkish Society for Child Welfare wishes to 
extend and deepen its relations with Unicer and Fao, with a view 
to cultural exchanges and sharing information. 

World Children’s Day, launched by the I.U.C.W., was celebrated 
also in Turkey. Outstanding among the events were the poetry 
readings given on the radio, as well as a broadcast talk by the Vice- 
President, Mr. Diranas. Good publicity was given in the Press.

Constitution 


The Save the Children Federation is a membership corporation 
consisting of not more than 150 members, geographically represent- 
ing various widely dispersed sections of the United States, as well 
as groups and constituencies. The Corporation elects every year a 
Board of Directors (maximum of 30 members), which appoints the 
Executive Committee and five Standing Committees, corresponding 
to administrative departments. 

The Board of Directors has met regularly each month to conduct 
the official business of the organisation. All the meetings have been 
well attended. The Finance Committee has also met monthly, while 
the other Standing Committees—Planning, Personnel Overseas 
Operations, American Promotion, have functioned actively, review- 
ing the essential work of the Federation and formulating policies. 
All the members of the Board have given unstintedly in time and 
devotion. 
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Dr. E. George Payne, Vice-President of the Federation and a 
member of the Board of Directors, died in September 1953. His 
great contribution to the work of the Federation was the “ Payne 
philosophy ” of community co-operation and encouragement to self-

‘In May 1953 the Federation moved from its office in downtown 
New York to the Carnegie Endowment International Center at East 
46th Street and United Nations Plaza, a unique non-profit building 
occupied only by private agencies and organisations with international 
interests. At no added cost and with vastly better facilities, the 
members of the staff work more effectively in a very congenial 
environment. 


Finance 


Financial support has consistently maintained the upward trend 
with which the fiscal year started. Cash receipts month by month 
have averaged 17.16% in 1953 above the previous year; the year 
closed with $1,415,316 compared with $1,208,031 in 1952. 

The increase in income was only made possible by the enlist- 
ment of a substantial number of new contributors secured through 
national mail appeals, advertising, and solicitation on community 
and state levels sponsored by local committees. No organisation 
dependent upon public support can long survive without constant 
increment. Since its inception more than a generation ago, the 
Federation has endeavoured to enlist an ever-increasing number of 
child-conscious donors whom it regards as its members. This con- 
stituency, drawn from every walk of life and comprising a cross- 
section of America, now numbers well over 50,000 individuals and 
organisations. 

Any report on the activities of the Save the Children Federation 
would be incomplete without emphasis upon the remarkable support 
given by the public schools of the nation. Clothing production has 
grown from 60,000 pounds annually to more than 2 million pounds 
at the present time. The clothing has been secured by a Children’s 
Clothing Crusade, sponsored by a National Advisory Committee of 
School Superintendents. 

Two events of the year were of greatest significance and attracted 
national attention. A Doll Contest conducted .as a joint project 
with Seventeen Magazine under the leadership of its publisher, 
Mrs. Alice Thompson, enlisted the co-operation of department stores 
throughout America and the participation of thousands of teen-agers. 
The dolls distributed at Christmas make a valuable contribution to 
the Federation’s programme both domestic and overseas. Another 
effort of special importance was “ Operation Blanket ” in behalf of 
Korea, with Mrs. Mark W. Clark, wife of the former Far Eastern 
Commander, serving as the honorary chairman.

Activity 


In the Federation’s work with schools the emphasis is on the 
improvement of rural education through better teaching aids and 
parent participation. The meagreness of the teaching aids and the 
barrenness of the schoolrooms in countless rural communities at 
home and abroad is almost incomprehensible to the typical urban 
dweller. Yet here is where the great numbers of future citizens 
are being formed: the ideas which will influence the world of to- 
morrow. 


At Home. — Parent participation, developing widely in the 
American sponsored school programme of the Federation, is an aspect 
of community organisation, and evidence is accumulating that it 
can be a step towards a broader development of group action, 
especially in terms of child health. 

The educational emphasis is two-fold: (1) that members of the 
rural community understand, through experience and counselling, 
the process of democratic action, and (2) that the programme of 
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the rural school be strengthened and enriched, largely through the 
co-operative action of parents and teacher. 

The programme of school sponsorships and parent-teacher 
activity on behalf of the children, long ago pioneered by the Federa- 
tion, now has the advantages of trained counsellors and professional 
direction. Activities are more widespread and carefully planned, 
and school-sponsor relations are increasingly close and mutually 
rewarding, with the result that more and more children are receiving 
a more adequate education and better health services. The goal 
in this work, as in all else that the Federation does, is “to help 
people to help themselves ”. 

A more comprehensive application of the principles of com- 
munity organisation to the welfare of underprivileged children in 
the Southern Mountains waits upon a further increase in the resources 
available for this purpose. 

Community organisation is finding a place in the Federation’s 
Navajo Indian Programme. Wherever possible in school sponsor- 
ships, parent participation is sought. A new development of greatest 
significance on the Reservation is the introduction by the Govern- 
ment, in co-operation with the Tribal Council, of Trailer School 
Units which are sent to remote areas. Their purpose is to demon- 
strate to the Indians the importance of education and to encourage 
them to have their own schools. The Federation, in its sponsorship 
of these trailer schools, is emphasising the self-help principle and is 
helping to organise community groups to make the schools more 
effective. Only a modest beginning has been made, but it has great 
possibilities. 

ABROAD ! — The Federation’s programme in nine countries 
overseas involves more than 3,000 underprivileged children and is 
its principal one. The programme grew rapidly in the post-war 
years as a badly needed form of direct relief in war-torn areas. As 
the obvious effects of war lessened with the passage of time, a number 
of questions inevitably raised themselves. Among the questions 
were : 


Is there need of continued material aid ?—Are there values, 
other than material ones, in the child sponsorship ?—Are Americans 
interested in continuing child sponsorships ? 

In attempting to find answers to these and related questions the 
intent has been to avoid undue rationalising and sentimentalising. 
The answers reported have arisen from visits to the homes of many 
sponsored children, talks with officials, and conferences with our 
own directors. They are presented with conviction as follows: 

The rate of recovery from the effects of war has varied from 
country to country due to numerous and complex factors. Great 
need, directly the result of the war, continues to exist in many 
countries. 

The Federation tries to select needy children in families which 
are determined to do everything possible to help themselves. 
Sponsorships often seem heaven-sent to these self-respecting, strug- 
gling people. 

The Federation tries to select children who give promise of 
becoming very desirable citizens of to-morrow.

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Sponsorships often strengthen local social services in the eyes 
of all elements in the community. This is especially important in 
the villages of countries which until recently have functioned under 
dictatorships. 

Sponsorships tend to result in community relationships which 
make it less difficult to interest the people in co-operative under- 
takings for the common good. 

It is more likely that the morale factor will be underestimated 
than overestimated. 

The international good will and understanding that can result 
from the personal relationship inherent in the child sponsorship is 
infinitely greater than that which can arise from governmental or 
intergovernmental actions. 


A meeting of the Overseas Directors in Geneva, in October 1953, 
pointed the way to several desirable changes and these improvements 
will make themselves felt in the months ahead.

History and Growth 


The Child Welfare League of America was founded in 1919, 
ten years after its creation had been recommended by the first 
White House Conference on Children, called in 1909 by President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


The League’s initial purpose was and is today: 
1. To promote better understanding of child welfare problems. 


2. To establish standards and improve methods in all forms 
of service to children. 

3. To provide information on sound child welfare practices and 
report currently on successful effort in any part of the field. 


4. To develop inter-agency service. 


Sixty-five agencies made up the charter membership in 1919. 
The initial budget was $20,000, with a staff of two professional 
workers and one secretary. 

By 1940, membership had grown to 168, the budget was $42,758, 
the professional staff four, the office staff seven. 

In 1952 there were 248 members in the League; its budget was 
$164,698, its professional staff seven, its office staff 154%. Three 
professional staff and three office staff were engaged for special 
projects. 


Types of Agencies Included in Membership 


Membership in the Child Welfare League of America is open to 
both public and private agencies. It includes child placing agencies, 
child care institutions, adoption agencies, child protective agencies, 
and agencies giving specialized services to children in their own 
homes, day care agencies; state, county and local public welfare 
departments; other children’s service organizations having direct or 
indirect responsibility for protection, foster care, and other case work 
services to children, and residential. treatment of the emotionally 
disturbed child. 


Activities 


In carrying out the above objectives the Child Welfare League 
has concentrated the greatest part of its energies on exerting influence 
in the United States and parts of Canada that would promote the 
following basic essentials for conducting services to children : 
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identifying and making more constructive use of the various 
values of foster home placement, institutional care, homemaker 
service, and day care; 


working towards a marked reduction of care of infants and pre- 
school children in institutions ; 


working towards the gradual elimination of the large, congregate 
institution for the care of children; 


studying the need of the disturbed child, and developing spe- 
cialized resources for his care on the basis of more penetrating under- 
standing of his problems; 


expansion of casework services in all forms of foster care ; 


re-emphasizing the fact that effective work with children is 
impossible without work with their parents whether or not they 
remain in their own homes; 


continuing studies in child development, medicine, psychology, 
casework and public relations for the steady improvement of adoption 
practices ; 


emphasizing the importance of developing day care programs 
with staff professionally trained in the field of health, education 
and social work ; 


working toward improved relationships between public and 
private agencies providing services to children ; 


improving local, state and federal legislation for protection and 
care of the child; 


expanding greater understanding of psychiatric services, and 
their better integration into all methods of child welfare ; 


encouraging movement toward improved standards in work 
loads, salaries, and qualifications of staff in children’s agencies ; 


‘examining need for protective services for children who may be 
neglected or abused and developing methods of providing such 
services on sound child welfare principles. 


It is safe to say that the League has played a major role, together 
with other national and local agencies, in helping to establish more 
general acceptance of these essentials as part of the fabric of profes- 
sional practice and also in making an appreciable increase in the 
number of individual child welfare agencies ee have definitely 
adopted and are using them. 


Scope of Service 


It is estimated that services of the League affect approximately 
75,000 children inasmuch as this represents the number of children 
receiving one service or another from agencies in membership, or 
agencies which the League has studied, or agencies which have had 
other forms of specialized consultative service, information and 
Library Service. 

Eight Regional Conferences within the last year showed a total 
attendance of 5,350. 123 Institutes were conducted on child welfare 
subjects ranging from broad problems of coordination and community 
planning to more specific discussions on various phases of administra- 
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tive process and casework problems. These included, to enumerate 
just a few: 


Legislative Needs ; 

Social Work With the Public Schools ; 

What Every Volunteer Should Know; 

Group Process and Child Welfare ; 

Community Planning for Mentally Retarded Children ; 
Juvenile Court Practices ; 

Casework in Institutions ; 

The Contribution and Role of the Board Members ; 
Keeping Homes Intact; 

Casework Treatment for the Adolescent ; 

Working with Foster Parents ; 

Supervision of Children After Placement in Adoptive Homes; 
Creative Planning for a Nursery School Day. 


Current Program 


The regular continuing program of the League includes: 


consultation with agency boards and staff members in their 
communities and in the League office ; 


information service by correspondence with the League Secretary 
of Information and Publications and other experts on the staff; 


reports and studies on current problems important to child 
welfare agencies ; 


publication of Child Welfare (a monthly journal), pamphlets 
and standards; 


annual Case Record Exhibits of approximately 100 records, 
available to member agencies free of charge and to nonmember 
agencies, in some instances, on a fee basis (a selected group of records 
is also available for teaching purposes) ; 


field service given by the staff of consultants and others employed 
by the League for special assignments ; 


regional conferences held annually in various parts of the United 
States for member and nonmember child welfare agencies ; 


Executives’ conferences where Board members and directors of 
League member agencies may exchange information related to 
administrative problems ; 


institutes and In-Service Training programs planned and develop- 
ed by the League staff in consultation with a variety of agencies, 
including members, and with universities and schools of social work 
and schools of education ; 


special national committees appointed to outline standards, 
policies, and procedures for the field of child care and for children’s 
agencies ; 

representatives of federal, state and local public and private 
agencies serve on these committees with consultants from the League 
staff ; 


inter-agency service among member and provisional agencies in 
accordance with special agreements ; 
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personnel consultation service to agencies and individuals, on 
a limited basis; 


publicity material on conditions affecting children and needed 
services ; the League assists in the preparation of articles, comments, 
photographs, and exhibits; consultation service is given to repre- 
sentatives of the press, popular magazines, professional journals, 
motion pictures, radio and television ; 


counseling by the League staff on federal, national, state and 
local committees as members and as consultants (there is an ever- 


increasing demand for consultation with representatives of other 
countries) ; 


surveys by members of the League staff, and by special consult- 
ants, of community or individual agency services to children ; member 
agencies frequently participate with the League in such surveys, 
either by lending staff or by referring their committees to the League 
when surveys are desired. 


In addition to this regular round of continuing services, the 
League has undertaken the following special projects financed by 
special funds and carried out by additional personnel. 


1. Study of Treatment Centers and Child Care Institutions 


Since the publication of August Aichhorn’s epoch-making work, 
“Wayward Youth ”, there has been much interest in learning more 
about helping children who have emotional disturbances. This 
interest has increased markedly with the increase in the number of 
such children in the United States and, as one step in stimulating 
research leading to more understanding of the needs of such children, 
the League secured financial support for a two-year study of Residen- 
tial Treatment Centers in 1950. The resultant publication, “ Residen- 
tial Treatment in Emotionally Disturbed Children ”, issued in 1952, 
is a detailed description of a representative group of 12 treatment 
centers. This project was extended for another two years in order to: 


a) continue consultation service to local communities and 
agencies interested in developing residential treatment 
centers ; 


b) continue the analysis of Study—Treatment Centers, with 
particular concentration on the problems of reorganizing 
the programs of existing child welfare institutions as may 
‘be necessary. 


That such an examination is propitious and pressing is under- 
scored by the problems in many communities which are facing the 
need of deciding how to make use of existing resources in order to 
meet changing needs, among them the needs of the emotionally 
disturbed child. It is also underscored by trends within the institu- 
tional field itself because the institutional care of children in the 
United States is undergoing rapid change. There has been a decline 
in institutional population over a period of the past ten years (with 
the exception of an abnormal period during the war). Communities 
are concerned with the decline on the one hand, and, on the other 
hand, with lack of resources to meet the increasing number of child- 
ren with need for specialized care and treatment. 
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The Study will be concerned with the following : 


What are the basic differences between residential treatment 
centers and other existing children’s institutions ? 


Should entirely new programs be developed or can existing 
institutions be modified to provide services as needed and if 
so what methods are feasible in making adaptations ? 


As necessary auxiliaries to fully staffed residential treatment 
centers, what echelons of treatment oriented institutions, group 
homes, etc. are necessary and how do present institutions fit 
into such a consideration ? 


Under this plan the League continues to provide extensive con- 
sultation to communities, agencies and individuals intent upon 
organization of new programs or the revision of old ones. 

Undertaking a definitive, comparative study directed towards 
answering and analyzing the above questions hopefully will result 
in valuable data to be compared with the data already compiled on 
residential treatment centers. 

A group of institutional executives and other experts are acting 
in an advisory capacity and detailed findings will be published for 
the benefit of the field. 


2. Study of Adoption Practices 


In the United States today there is growing public understanding 
of the values of making adoption placements of children through 
recognized licensed social agencies with professionally qualified staff. 
At the same time, there is considerable need for expanding that 
understanding and for deepening the conviction that it is to the 
public interest to place every possible safeguard upon the procedures 
whereby such adoptive placements are made. Child Welfare agencies 
are continuously examining their practices and policies in the hope 
of improving services as one means of strengthening public support 
and understanding. It is recognized that only through well conceived 
research projects and healthy debate can the validity of practices 
be established and only thus can more widespread public acceptance 
of professional agency services be achieved. 

Recognizing the great value of concentrating efforts in this area, 
the League is conducting a study focused on the gap between current 
scientific knowledge of child development and some aspects of our 
adoption practice. It is felt necessary to obtain an assessment of 
the best practices seen from the vantage point of all the professional 
fields interested in the well-being of children. The project there- 
fore proposes to bring together the various scientific fields and pro- 
fessions for the purpose of reviewing current social work practice 
in the adoption. Thus, outstanding experts in pediatrics. psychiatry, 
psychology, religion, anthropology, law, early childhood develop- 
ment, public relations, as well as social work, will evaluate methods 
employed by social agencies in the light of their special knowledge 
and experience. 

The findings will be made the subject of full discussion at a 
broadly based conference within about one year’s time, which should 
result in validating certain practices as well as identifying areas 
that require further study. A report of the Conference will be 
published. 
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3. Study of Costs in Providing Institutional Care 


For some time there has been great concern with the problems 
confronted in trying to compute costs of institutional care for child- 
ren. The wide range of differences in methods employed creates 
lack of precision and makes valid comparisons difficult if not 
impossible. The League is now launching a project to develop 
improved methods of estimating such costs; i.e. to develop and test 
valid units of work and measurement which can be used to construct 
budgetary methods that will take service into account as well as 
other expense items. The findings will be used to develop more 
satisfactory ways of determining costs and to make uniform reporting 
possible. 

Plans have been completed to apply the proposed research 
measures in a child caring institution which has already volunteered 
to serve as a laboratory. Emphasis is laid on the importance 
of developing valid methods of computation of costs as well as 
establishing the actual relation between qualitative service and 
expenditures. 


4, Study of Functions and Program 


A special League Committee on Functions and Program is | 
conducting a study of the League itself. The purpose of the study 
has been defined as follows : 


To review, in the light of developments since the Child 
Welfare League was established, the nature and focus of the 
League’s program as related to the present needs of children ; 
its constituency, including who its members are, how they are 
admitted to membership, the services given and received by 
members, and the ways in which they are related to the broad 
field of child welfare; The League’s methods of works; the 
scientific foundations for the policies it pursues, and its relation 
to other agencies and organizations, public and voluntary, 
concerned with serving children. Consideration will be given 
to the relative balance that should be maintained between 
intensive service, related to advancing scientific knowledge con- 
cerning the development of children and the kind and quality 
of professional service given, and the outreach and breadth of 
the League’s program in its role as spokesman for, and advocate 
of, child welfare. 


The Study is under the direction of Katherine F. Lenroot, 
former Chief of the United States Children’s Bureau. Comprehensive 
questionnaires were sent to member agencies and the replies require 
careful study and compilation before definite formulations can be 
made. Already there have been a series of special group meetings 
on a regional basis which have served to crystalize opinion. 

Progress to date has shown that with the generous help of the 
Committee on Functions and Program and the various sub-com- 
mittees working with the Study, and the equally generous parti- 
cipation of the League’s membership, our Board of Directors will 
have invaluable data with which to construct a chart for the future 
course of the League. 

A report of the Study will be published and should prove a 
real contribution not only to the development of the League pro- 
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gram but to the field in general, inasmuch as it will carry important 
factual data relating to problems of child welfare in this country. 


Concluding Comments 


It is safe to say that the League believes considerable progress 
has been made in promoting and establishing more constructive and 
better coordinated programs of child welfare services. At the 
same time it should be stated that we continue to see gaps between 
what we know are minimum requirements for the well being of 
children and actual conditions under which many of our children 
are living today. There is need for further exploration of the way 
Aid To Dependent Children and other measures under our Social 
Security Act, are administered. 

There is need for expanding and strengthening programs for 
serving children in their own homes, for day care, for protective 
services, for services to unmarried mothers, for dealing with delin- 
quency. 

It is essential that private agencies continue their traditional 
pioneering and standard setting activities and incorporate new know- 
ledge and technique of child care in more extensive programs but, 
equally important, private and public agencies must continue their 
efforts to work together more effectively in behalf of children. We 
need more practical research but we also need to find ways of making 
more practical application of what we have already learned through 
research. 

Despite substantial improvement in the programs of many child 
caring institutions throughout the nation, many are still providing 
little more than custodial care and efforts to encourage and stimulate 
interest in more consistent, uniform, and appropriate services to meet 
the changing needs of children must be continued. 

It is for this reason that the League is gratified that in the last 
two years it has been possible to interest a growing number of com- 
munities in taking inventory, as it were, of their overall social services 
to children. The child care agency with a valid purpose, providing 
service of high quality, cannot continue to operate without regard 
to other services that may or may not be available to children in the 
community. It is obvious that children today require a variety of 
services and facilities. No single agency can remain aloof from the 
stream of community needs but must accept responsibility for work- 
ing with the most appropriate groups towards bridging the gaps 
that affect children and parents. We look forward to the time when 
it will be possible to provide the right kind of service at the time it 
is most needed ; when agencies learn that, like countries in the world 
today, they have a common stake in the well-being of children and 
are strongly inter-dependent one upon the other.

Constitution 


The Section consists of an Executive Committee, a Secretariat 
for Press and Propaganda, and a Cultural Sub-Committee (set up 
in 1953). 


Finance 


The budget is modest. The post of Secretary is paid, the other 
workers are voluntary. 

The source of the income is the monthly subscription of members, 
a few donations and receipts from charity festivals. 

Income would be hard to increase because the number of members 
is small and the same people have to support many similar organisa- 
tions. The Cultural Sub-Committee, through lectures, concerts and 
similar activities, continues its efforts to bring in funds. 


Relief Activities 


Always ready to help children in distress, the Section has sent 
gifts in kind to various countries : Holland, Great Britain, Korea and 
others. For instance, the Sub-Committee for Italy sent 1,000 pesos 
for the upkeep during one year of a child at the Institute Mamma Irma 
at Erba near Como. The Sub-Committee for Germany is sending 
every year supplies of clothing and foodstuffs to that country. 


Child Welfare Activities 


We are proceeding with the erection of the village Allende or 
Yacare in the Department of Artigas. It has already 40 model 
houses and a hospital, and its extension is part of our building pro- 
gramme. 

Under new direction the training workshop at Trinidad is becom- 
ing more active and enthusiastic. 

In 1952, at the “Cine Eliseo ”, graciously put at our disposal 
by Mr. Bernardo Gluskmann, films for children, selected by the 
Cultural Committee, were shown every Sunday morning throughout 
the year. The large store “ Paradis des enfants” gave us every 
week a supply of lovely toys which, along with books given by our 
Section, were raffled among the club members. 

For the last two years the Section has been responsible for a 
15-minute broadcast every Monday at 11.30 on themes concerning 
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the child and the family; it is addressed particularly to listeners in 
the interior of the country. 

In the same broadcasting period very valuable texts coming 
fortnightly from the I.U.C.W. Secretariat in Geneva go on the air 
under the heading “ The Voice of the International Union for Child 
Welfare in Latin America”. Because of their intrinsic value, these 
arouse the keenest interest, reach a wide public, make the Section 
known and bring it considerable prestige. Part of the time is also 
devoted occasionally to reports coming from the F.A.O. as well as 
from certain local organisations selected by us. Similarly, we broad- 
cast appeals to the generosity of the public when great catastrophes 
have occurred somewhere in the world—as in Holland, Great Britain, 
Greece, Germany, Korea, Italy. 

We also make the I.U.C.W. known through frequent articles 
in the press of the capital and of towns in the interior of the country. 
Attention is also drawn to UNICEF. 

Certain articles in the press about children, from the pen of 
our friend and colleague, Mme Angela Saprizo de Ituno, well known 
under her nom de plume Natacha, we afterwards issue as pamphlets 
and circulate widely. 

The status of the Section obliges it to be represented at various 
functions organised by important institutions of the country—even 
if these are not well attended because of the small numbers interested 
in the problems. 

Since 1953, the Section has run, with a view to raising funds, 
art lectures illustrated by films and books of great. artistic value 
and directed by Mme de Ituno. They are well attended and are 
afterwards roneographed and sold. 

The distribution of the diplomas awarded by Red Barnet (Den- 
mark) to the Uruguayan children who took part in the drawing 
competition was organised at the Atheneum of Montevideo in col- 
laboration with the Elementary and Secondary Education Council, 
and presided over by the Danish Minister. Hundreds of children 
filled the immense hall; their own and the other competitors’ draw- 
ings were on exhibition and as part of the programme there were 
some delightful European folk dances. 

Another selection of children’s drawings, which Red Barnet is 
to send us from Copenhagen will be the occasion of a later exhibition. 


National Relations 


A few concrete instances indicate the good relations which the 
Section maintains with the several national authorities concerned 
and which support its work in every possible way. 

The Section is incorporated, enjoys free postage and has the 
right to broadcast from a station of the State (CX.26). 

In the exhibition of children’s drawings already mentioned, the 
Education Council took a lively helpful interest. 

In connection with the Section’s work for the medico-surgical 
clinic, it has happy relations with the Minister of Public Health. 

Similarly for the work in the village of Allende the friendliest 
relations are maintained with the Ministry of Public Works, the 
National Institute for Settlement and a high official of the Depart- 
ment of Artigas, Mr. Hotacilo Brum. 
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The Section is also in relation, and collaborates when necessary, 
with all national voluntary organisations. 

Receiving no official financial help, we must raise all resources 
ourselves. 


International Relations 


Those with the Argentine are completely broken off. Besides 
our regular relations with the I.U.C.W., we occasionally correspond 
with the United Nations. 


The Future 


Plans have been made for a series of meetings with a view to 
getting the principles of the Declaration of the Rights of the Child 
better known and supported. 

Active correspondence is being conducted with people likely to 
be able to help in having new branches of the Section set up in the 
greatest possible number of the Departments. If we succeed in 
getting founded a considerable number of branches in the interior 
of the conntry, we intend to hold a national congress.

Constitution 


The period under review has seen no appreciable changes in 
the organisation of the work of the National Council or of its societies 
in the constituent Republics. Their activities have however increased 
and there have been improvements in their methods of work, while 
new child welfare and youth organisations have been set up. 


Finance 


Neither the budget nor the administration of the Council and 
its associations is centralised. The budget of the Council itself 
amounts to 10% million dinars. Both the National Council and, 
as organs of this-new voluntary welfare organisation, the several 
Councils in the Republic have enjoyed state subsidies for certain 
of their activities, such as the publication of books for children, 
holiday camps and children’s libraries. Each association provides 
for its own needs, its income being derived from: members’ sub- 
12 
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scriptions, receipts from performances and various schemes, collections 
during Children’s Week and special grants made by the People’s 
Committees of districts and towns (local authorities) for setting up 
children’s institutions. Owing to conditions in the country, the 
greatest contributions were those of the several factories and under- 
takings which, in Yugoslavia, are nationalised but in which the 
workers collectively have at their disposal a share of the profits. 


Relief Activities 


Yugoslavia still receives help of various kinds from other 
countries, some of it specifically for the development of child welfare. 
The Council and its Associations have accordingly concentrated their 
efforts during this period on the more important child welfare pro- 
blems within the country itself and have been unable to help in 
relief work for other countries. 

As a result of the decentralisation of their finances, the Councils 
have not undertaken any great amount of relief work. Only the 
following two cases need be cited: 


a) supplies of books and children’s workshops forwarded to 
backward, outlying villages of Serbia and Istria; 

b) complete sanitary installations to eight primitive village 
schools in Serbia. 


Child Welfare Activities 


A volume of work done by our organisations, particularly during 
Children’s Week and the preparations for it, included : 


a) clothing, schoolbooks and the usual school supplies to needy 
children ; 


b) organising medical examination of children in backward 
villages and areas having no doctor; 


c) efforts to induce various undertakings and organisations to 
award bursaries to needy pupils ; 


d) various projects for pre-school children : kindergarten, play- 
grounds, puppet theatres ; 


e) helping schools with better classrooms and gardens, supply- 
ing equipment, sanitary installations, workshops and libraries, pro- 
moting the enlargement of existing schools and the building of new 
ones ; 


f) opening school canteens and transit quarters for pupils com- 
ing from long distances by train ; 


g) organising educational and recreation activities with the 
children, holding children’s festivals, giving material and moral 
support to children’s and youth organisations and running holiday 
camps for children ; 


h) opening clinics, organising lectures, seminars and a school 
for parents. 


The foregoing activities will be further developed by th Councils 


and their members during 1954-55 mainly in respect of help t schools 
and parents.

Publications — Propaganda (press, radio, etc.) 


The Council publishes a quarterly, Nasa Deca (Our Children), 
which deals with the welfare and education of children and youth, 
as undertaken by organisations specialised in these fields and by 
other voluntary organisations and institutions. 

The daily press, radio, and documentary films are also used by 
the Council to gain publicity and support for its child welfare work, 
its lectures, and so forth. 

The Councils in the Republics issue three monthly publications 
and one, bi-monthly, two of those reviews being addressed exclusively 
to parents ; there are two bulletins on their work, 17 children’s reviews 
and papers, six of them being in the languages of the national minor- 
ities. Handbooks on children’s leisure-time activities are issued 
periodically, as well as proceedings of the Councils’ meetings. 

The circulation of children’s literature and special broadcasts 
for children and parents are also a concern of the Councils in the 
Republics. 


Congresses, Exhibitions, Courses, etc. 


The National Council organised in this period three important 
conferences with the following agendas: 


1) 11 and 12 December 1952: 


a) the role of member associations and other voluntary societies 
in the welfare and education of children and young persons; 


b) school canteens ; 
c) present-day problems of apprentices in industry. 


2) 19 April 1953: 


a) contribution of the child welfare associations to the solution 
of the school problem ; 


b) the World Child Welfare Congress—General information, 
discussion of the draft agenda, election of the National Organising 
Committee. 


3) 21 and 22 December 1953 (in joint session with the National 
Organising Committee) : 


a) The World Child Welfare Congress (administrative and 
technical preparations, publicity, preparation of the Yugoslav dele- 
gates, the budget) ; 


b) Convening the Federal Conference of the National Council 
of Child Welfare Associations in Yugoslavia ; 


c) reports on Children’s Week and on World Children’s Day. 


Among conferences organised by the Councils in the Republics 
may be cited the interesting meeting convened by the Central Com- 
mittee of Nasa Deca Societies of Croatia at Zagreb in February 1954. 
It examined the role of the member associations in the social orient- 
ation of schools and their work in respect of the care and education 
of pre-school children. A meeting was convened by the Council of

the Associations of Serbia for 29 and 30 March to study the role of 
the family in the care and education of children. 

In mid-April 1954 the Federal Conference of the National Council 
in Yugoslavia met to consider this agenda : 


1. report on two years’ work of the Council and its member 
associations ; 


2. the role of the associations in furthering “ The New School “; 

3. inaugurating of an annual National Child Welfare Con- 
gress ; 

4. drafting rules of procedure or standing orders for the Council 
of Associations for Children’s Education in Yugoslavia ; 

5. election of the Council and of the Supervisory Committee. 


Another gathering convened by the Council brought together 
at Ljubljana in May 1954 representatives of editorial bodies and of 
publishers of children’s papers and literature to examine together 
the problems of illustrations in publications for young people. 

The Council plans to organise each year, as from 1955, National 
Conferences devoted to problems of the care and education of children 
and young people from the points of view of the family and of society. 


Relations Within the Country 


The Councils and their member societies work in the closest 
collaboration with the official bodies dealing with the education and 
the social and health protection of children. This collaboration 
sometimes takes the form of official help, material and moral, to 
the associations when they undertake by themselves such work as 
opening establishments for children, arranging their holidays, running 
children’s festivals and so forth. The Councils and their associations 
wield great influence on state policy in matters of child welfare, 
the more so that their members also form part of all the govern- 
mental organs dealing with those questions. 

In carrying out their tasks the Councils and their associations 
work for the most part along with women’s organisations, the Red 
Cross, la Jeunesse populaire, the professional organisations of teachers, 
doctors, and so forth. 


International Relations 


The Council has not yet established direct contact with the other 
constituent members of the International Union. It hopes that the 
World Child Welfare Congress in Zagreb will, happily, enable it to 
enter into relations with them. 

The organisations, national and international, with which— 
besides the International Union for Child Welfare—the Council is in 
regular contact are these: 


1) The International Union of Family Organisations, Paris. 
Occasional correspondence. The Council sent an observer to the 
Union’s Lisbon Congress in October 1953. 

2) International Youth Action, Paris. Correspondence and 
exchange of documents. Four Yugoslav children with their teacher 
will attend the international camp organised by IYA at Bures (near 
Paris) this summer. 
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3) World Organisation for Pre-School Education (Organisation 
Mondiale de l Education Pré-scolaire—OMEP). In virtue of the con- 
stitution of its National OMEP Committee, the Council affiliated 
this year to OMEP which has its Headquarters in Paris. Its Congress 
in Rome in August 1954 will be attended by delegates of the Yugo- 
slav OMEP Committee. 


4) Institute of Youth—Unesco—Munich. Exchange of docu- 
ments. 


5) International Falcon Movement, Amsterdam. Exchange of 
documents. 


6) Mouvement de l’Enfance Ouvriére, Paris. Correspondence 
about the stay of 20 Yugoslav children at the International Camp 
at Longarisseu (near Bordeaux) in 1953, and of 20 French children 
in Yugoslavia in 1954. 


7) Balkan-Ji-Bari, Bombay. Correspondence and exchange of 
documents. 


8) Pro Juventuie, Zurich. Exchange of reviews.

Finances 


The income of the International Catholic Child Bureau is derived 
solely from membership fees and the sale of various publications. 


Relief Actions 


‘The I.C.C.B., though not a relief organisation but primarily a 
centre for the study of children’s problems, has nevertheless pro- 
moted fund-raising schemes for the relief of children in distress in 
various countries, linked up with a World Children’s Day of Prayer 
for Peace. Though it is impossible to say with certainty to what 
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purposes these funds will be attributed, it is known that the money 
raised in France, for instance, will be used for the creation of a day 
nursery for Musulman children in the Sahara, that Luxembourg is 
inviting refugee children in Central Europe for a holiday, and so on, 


Child Welfare Activities 


Through the Secretariat 


a) Adoption of European children by Catholic families in 
Australia—The Bureau has co-operated with the Federal Catholic 
Immigration Committee of Sydney in the carrying out of this plan. 


b) International Catholic Conference on the problems of African 
children—On 8 and 9 March 1954 a small Committee met at Dakar 
under the chairmanship of the General Secretary, M. René Finkel- 
stein, with a view to organising an International Catholic Conference 
on the Problems of Native African Children. The work of the Com- 
mittee had been prepared by means of a questionnaire. It was 
decided that the general theme of this Conference shall be: The 
education of the African child in relation to his environment and his 
future. The Conference will be prepared on the basis of another 
questionnaire similar to that which was studied by the Committee 
but amended to give an all-round view of the problem of the Coloured 
population. The Conference will be held in Africa, in 1955, the 
date and place to be fixed later. 


c) World Children’s Day of Prayer for Peace—In co-operation 
with the International Catholic Movement Paz Christi, the Bureau 
organised on 23 May 1954 a World Children’s Day of Prayer for 
Peace, a project which had been approved by His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII. The Day was celebrated in 60 countries in each of which 
a national organising committee had been set up. 


Activity of the Committees 


a) Committee of Children’s Publications—Under the auspices of 
this Committee a meeting of experts was convened on 26 and 27 May 
1952 at Ospedaletti, near San Remo (Italy); 21 participants from 
10 countries representing 18 Catholic children’s periodicals took part. 
The Committee met again in Paris on 14-15 March 1953 and at Barce- 
lona from 12-14 April 1954. 


b) Committee on medical and social work and child guidance— 
The Committee met on 11-12 January 1952 at the University of 
Fribourg, on 3-4 October 1953 in Rome, and on 30 December 1953 
at Geneva. In 1952 it initiated an international inquiry on the 
training of the educators of maladjusted children, which was followed 
by a conference of experts (Rome, 3-6 January 1953). It is now 
engaged on a second inquiry on the status of the educators of mal- 
adjusted minors. In 1952 it published a report on the religious 
education of the child in relation to child guidance and psycho- 
pathological problems, which was presented to the Regional Con- 
ference on the education and mental health of children in Europe, 
convened by Unesco in Paris, in December 1952. The General 
Secretary of the Committee went on a study tour in 1953 to the 
Middle and Far East. 
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c) Committee on pre-school education—The first meeting of this 
Committee was held in Paris on 6 November 1953. 


d) Committee on institutions and communities for children 
deprived of normal home life—This Committee met at Constance 
(Germany) on 10 May 1953. It is now engaged in drawing up a 
census of Catholic institutions and communities for children of this 
category. A study conference will be convened in the coming 
months. 


Publications and Information Service 


Starting from 1953, the Bureau decided to bring out its Review 
L’Enfance dans le Monde monthly instead of quarterly. This review, 
one of the channels for publicising the research work of the I.C.C.B. 
gives a survey of the international and national activities in the 
field of child welfare (information service) and of selected books and 
articles (analytical information), together with one or more articles 
on questions of topical interest. Supplementing it is a reproduction 
service in the form of microfilms and photocopies of documents, 
which enables readers to receive quickly a reproduction of any of 
the documents or articles mentioned in the review. The Bureau’s 
information service also comprises a reading-room where the 1,000 
periodicals regularly analysed in its Review can be consulted. 


Congresses 


The I.C.C.B. held its Fourth Congress at Constance (Germany) 
from 4-9 May 1953, on the subject “ The Child and the Family ”. 
Seven Committees were set up, each taking a special aspect of the 
problem. The I.U.C.W. was represented by Mrs. J.-M. Small, Deputy 
Secretary General. The resolutions and findings were published in 
L’Enfance dans le Monde, No. 6, 1953. The next Congress, to be 
held at Venice from 3-8 May 1955, will centre round the theme 
“ Development of an International Sense in the Child ”. 


International Relations 


a) ‘With the I.U.C.W. — The I.C.C.B. took part, in July 1952, 
in the General Council of the Union at Zurich; in the same year, 
from 29 September to 2 October, in the work of the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Delinquent and Socially Maladjusted Children and Young 
People, at Rome; and in the month of December 1952 in the Inter- 
national Study Conference on Child Welfare at Bombay. 

On 1 July 1953 it attended, in Geneva, the meeting concerning 
the Protection of Civilians in Times of War, and subsequently 

ublished a study on the protection of children in L’Enjance dans 
e Monde (No. 7, 1953). 


b) With the United Nations and its specialised agencies—In 
addition to the consultative status approved by Unesco, the Bureau 
in 1952 was granted consultative status, category B, by the Economic 
and Social Council, and in 1954 similar status with Unicer. It is 
also a member of the NGOs Committee on UNICEF. 

The I.C.C.B. regularly takes part in the meetings of Ecosoc 
and its Committees, as well as those of UNEsco. It has presented 
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various written communications to these different bodies relative to 
child protection, the rights of the child, the International Covenant 
of Human Rights, the rights of the family, and the maternal and child 
welfare centres run by UNICEF . 


c) With voluntary organisations (other than the I.U.Cc.W.)— 
The Bureau has taken part in the work of the following organisations :

Constitution 


On 1 January 1954, the OSE Union’s membership numbered 
25 branches : 


11 in America (North, Central and South) 
8 in Europe 
4 in Africa 
1 in Asia 
1 in Australia 
During the period under review the activities of two national 
branches were suspended : Melbourne (Australia) and Libya (Africa), 
in the latter case because practically the whole of the Jewish popu- 
lation emigrated to Israel. 
The last General Meeting of the OSE Union, which coincided 
with its 40th anniversary, was held from 12-15 July 1952, in Paris. 
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This meeting endorsed some modifications in the structure of the 
organisation which were introduced in 1950. 

In 1953 the OSE Union became an Associate Member of the 
World Jewish Congress. 


Finances 


The OSE Union’s total budget for 1954 is $1,620,000, established 
as follows:

Child Health and Welfare 


The National Branches have continued to operate their pro- 
grammes in the following fields : 

a) The prevention and control of infant mortality (pre-natal 
clinics, milk kitchens, day nurseries, play centres, etc.). 

During 1952-53, 13 new maternity and child welfare centres were 
opened. Great progress has been made in the prevention and control 
of infant mortality. In Tunisia, for instance, it is 40 per cent. less 
than what it was in the years 1945-46, when OSE began operations 
in this territory. 

b) Medical and social services for schoolchildren (school medical 
services, holiday camps, school dispensaries). 

As compared with 1951-52, the number of school medical services 
has been increased, bringing under care several thousands of school- 
children in six North African towns. 


c) Treatment and Convalescent Homes for children in poor 
health, undernourished and pre-TB children. 

Despite the urgent need, especially in Israel and the countries 
of North Africa, the OSE Union has not been able to increase the 
number of institutions and beds owing to shortage of funds. With 
the facilities available, over 5,000 children are cared for in hospital 
each year in Israel, and over 3,000 in France, Italy and Switzerland. 

d) Prevention and control of communicable and parasitic 
diseases. 

In this field the work is constantly extending, especially in 
North Africa, where in 1953, 24 new anti-tuberculosis, anti-ringworm 
and ophthalmological centres were opened. 
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e) Family welfare, sponsorship of children. 

Shortage of funds has impeded any substantial development in 
family welfare. During the past year, nevertheless, a family health 
service has been organised in 11 towns. 


f) Assistance to orphans and child war, victims; creation of 
children’s homes. 

As time goes on the necessity for this type of assistance is greatly 
diminishing, as thousands of young people have now become self- 
supporting. There is an increasing tendency, however, for OSE 


Homes to shelter children from families that have become unsettled. 


or disrupted by the war and the persecutions. 


g) Assistance to refugee and emigrant children. 
With the cessation of the mass migration of Jewish communities, 
the work in this field has also declined.

Through this network of 251 institutions, some 78,500 children 
and 15,600 adults were cared for in 1952; the corresponding figures 
for the following year were 71,000 and 13,000. Broken down, these 
figures show that 75% of the children were in Tunisia, Morocco and 
Tangiers, 13% in Europe and Latin America, and 10% in Israel. 
About 25,000 families benefited from the family social welfare and 
the home medical services. The sponsorship service in co-operation 
with the I.U.C.W. has handled some 600 children in Europe and 
North Africa. 


Projects for 1954-55 


OSE aims in the current year to reinforce the preventive services, 
particularly those relating to children, by family welfare work, the 
creation of new preventoriums, aeriums, etc., and mass health 
education in countries where health standards are low. 


The following projects are under consideration : 
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OSE- Israel 

10 to 15 new day nurseries in the villages, in addition to a 
special home for children suffering from the after effects of polio- 
myelitis, a child welfare centre at Escalon; 
OSE-North Africa 


Tunisia: a central child health clinic, 
a network of centres for the control and prevention 
of communicable diseases, 


Morocco : development of health protection in the ghettos; 
OSE-Europe 


France : new convalescent home for children, 
extension of family welfare work ; 
Italy : creation of a special health service in localities 


where there is a dense Jewish population (old 
ghetto in Rome, etc.) ; 


Switzerland : increase of the number of beds in the preventorium ; 
creation of a training centre for the personnel of 
children’s homes. 


Relations with the Authorities and with International, Private and 
Local Organisations 


Relations with the United Nations and its specialised agencies 
were given new impetus when in January 1954 the OSE Union was 
approved for consultative status by the Economic and Social Council ; 
in addition, official relations are maintained with WHO, and OSE 
has been accepted as a member of the Non-Governmental Organisa- 
tions Committee on Unicer. Besides these new channels, OSE 
continues to maintain close relations with the I.U.C.W., the World 
Jewish Congress, the Jewish Agency and Youth Aliyah. 

Local branches of OSE are, as hitherto, supported by the 
American Joint Distribution Committee, the South African Jewish 
Appeal, the Swiss Aid to Europe, and the Swiss Red Cross. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Besides the established periodicals, OSE-News and Courrier, and 
the bulletins published by the local Branches (Bulletin de lOSE- 
Tunisia, American OSE Review, Folksgesund, France), OSE-Suisse 
is planning to publish in 1954 Les Cahiers de lTOSE-Suisse. 

As in previous years, radio stations have co-operated in making 
the work of OSE known in Tunisia, France, Switzerland and North 
America.

Constitution 


The Association is a non-political, non-denominational volun- 
tary organisation for the relief of Austrian children. It collaborates 
with many agencies, statutory and voluntary, working for the well- 
being of children and young people. 


Finances 


The annual income is between 500 and 800,000 Schillings, 
coming wholly from private sources and various public functions. 


Collections made by friends of the Association in connection 


with special balloon flight stamps in 1952: Sch. 450,000 
sale of greeting cards in 1953: ”» 170,000 
authorised lotteries, 1953: * 60,000 
sale of greeting cards for district child welfare 

work, 1953: *» 100,000 


There were also gifts and grants from foreign relief agencies. 


On 29 October, the Federal Ministry of Education took the 
surprising decision to prohibit teachers doing anything in school or 
through the school for the two children’s village associations working 
in Austria. Since 90% of the voluntary workers were men or women 
teachers, the result was a decrease of income for 1953 amounting to 
Sch. 400,000. Fortunately, the Ministry repealed the decision on 
27 November 1953, “ because of the valuable help to Austrian youth 
afforded by the two associations ”. Our Association is thus officially 
recognised and will again be able to count upon the voluntary col- 
laboration of the teachers and so hopes to see its financial situation 
restored during the year 1954. 
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Emergency Relief 


Although the Association does not engage in action of this kind, 
it is willing to welcome, temporarily or permanently, in its village 
of Rottenmann, in Styria, an orphan or other child victim of a 
catastrophe or to find him a good foster home. 


Child Welfare 


Maintenance and extension of the children’s village of Rotten- 
mann. The Association receives here orphaned or neglected children, 
provides for their care and education in a family atmosphere. Groups 
of eight girls and boys of different ages make up a “family ” with 
a couple of houseparents and a domestic help. The “ father ” carries 
on his own professional work, while the “ mother ” keeps house. 
The parents are not paid, they live from the father’s earnings and 
the monthly allowance paid by the Association for each child. Each 
family lives in its own large, well-equipped house. The aim is to 
let the children take root completely in this new environment, which 
they will leave only after completing their training. 

In a gcueral way the Association promotes private initiative 
on behalf of children and opposes undue centralisation. The Associ- 
ation tries to awaken throughout society a keener sense of responsi- 
bility for the welfare of children and conducts,,periodical campaigns 
to get new subscribers. 


Publications — Propaganda 


Leaflets, press communiqués and radio are used as means of 
recruiting subscribers and collecting funds. 

A quarterly bulletin is issued for our fellow workers. There 
is also an annual report. We help in the preparation of an illustrated 
documentary report on the children’s villages : Kinder-dokumentare 
Bildreportage published by the Ldnderverlag at Linz. 


Meetings 


Meetings of our helpers were held at Graz and Rottenmann 
in 1952 and in Salzburg in 1953. 


National Relations 


The Association enjoys the moral support of the Governments 
in most of the Austrian Ldnder and of several departments of the 
Federal Government. It does not solicit or receive any grants from 
the authorities. 

It has no systematic relations with other voluntary societies 
but is prepared to collaborate with any engaged in child welfare. 


International Relations 


The Association, in addition to its membership of the I.U.C.W., 
maintains friendly relations with the Swiss Pro Juventute. 

It also acts as representative in Austria of the Pestalozzi Found- 
ation of New York, and is in touch with the World Pestalozzi Found- 
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ation at Zurich. The Maison Pestalozzi at Rottenmann enjoys the 
patronage of the Swiss Association for Austrian Children’s Villages, 
which makes annual contributions to its upkeep. 


Conclusion 


Besides furthering a deeper sense of responsibility towards child- 
ren among parents, educators, authorities and the population general- 
ly, the Association tries to awaken the social sense of young people 
themselves and to lead them through spontaneous collaboration in 
works of general usefulness to understand the need for social work 
and to become aware of their own debt and responsibility to the 
community. 


Landesjugendreferat, Wien

The Youth Service, which has been in existence since 1947 and 
is something new for Vienna, has precedents in the United States, 
the Scandinavian countries, Great Britain and elsewhere (Recreation 
Departments Youth Service). The Service is an official body of the 
Government of Vienna, which supplies its budget. 

The Director has a staff of six permanent salaried people and 
over 100 voluntary workers. They man several working committees. 


Activities 


The Youth Service deals with children and young persons out- 
side of the school, system. It tries to encourage good healthy use 
of leisure time collaborating for the purpose with youth organisations, 
educators and parents. It undertakes certain activities itself such 
as camps, study trips, discussion groups, exhibitions, and so forth. 

Every year it runs summer and winter camps which bring 
together children, mentally and physically normal, and a small 
proportion of others who are handicapped. The poorer ones may 
attend free of charge or at a reduced price. 

Thirty-four specially gifted children are helped at present by 
sponsorships. The children’s correspondence with their sponsors is 
excellent practice in English as well as a contribution to international 
understanding. 


Publications — Propaganda 


The Youth Service uses radio, the press and the bulletin of the 
Federal Ministry of Education to make known its camps and other 
activities. 

In an attempt to counteract the lack of appreciation and critical 
sense in young people and their inordinate appetite for films, the 
Service issues an informative cinema bulletin which can be displayed 
as a wall newspaper in schools, youth organisations and in the parishes. 
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A fuller report on the cinema, based on answers to a question- 
naire which was distributed to 25,000 children and adolescents is 
now in preparation. 


Lectures, Courses, etc. 


The Youth Service regularly runs courses, seminars and study 
weekends for educators and youth leaders. In these can be acquired 
some notions of psychology, on running ski or summer camps, self- 
government in camps for children and adolescents, the use of foreign 
languages in international camps, first aid, etc. Courses for the 
young people themselves are also organised : swimming, life-saving, 
film criticism, folk dancing, outdoor cooking, group leadership, ete. 

To children about to leave school the Service, in collaboration 
with the School Board, the labour exchange and doctors, offers 
parents and children free guidance. It also prepares study days or 
weeks for all youth services and for representatives of the boards 
of the secondary schools of Vienna. The Service also contributed 
posters and pictures to a school exhibition and helped in the pre- 
paration of a sound film. 


National Relations 
The Service is in regular contact with a number of statutory 


and voluntary bodies, national and local, Minisiries, youth organis- 
ations, labour exchanges, cultural associations, school authorities, etc. 


International Relations 

The Service is in regular relations with the International Union 
for Child Welfare, the European Bureau for Youth and Childhood 
and with various institutions in many foreign countries concerned 
with the same question.

Constitution 


The organs of UNAR are the General Assembly, the Board of 
Directors, and the Bureau. 

The General Assembly is composed of four delegates from each 
of the Regional Associations. It meets at least once a year to hear 
reports on the administration of the Board of Directors and to discuss 
the subjects figuring on the Agenda. It appoints the Board of 
Directors. 
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The Board of Directors is composed of 16 regular members and 
16 alternates appointed by the Regional Associations for a term of 
four years. The Board is invested with the fullest powers to act 
on behalf of UNar. 

The Bureau, composed of a Chairman, two Vice-Chairmen, a 
General Secretary, a Treasurer and two Members, is elected by the 
Board of Directors from among its regular members for a period of 
one year. It maintains regular contact with the member Associations, 
centralises the reports, collects and disseminates all material concern- 
ing the aims of the Union and initiates studies. It keeps in touch 
with public bodies, notably the Inter-Departmental Committee co- 
ordinating the services for handicapped and delinquent minors and 
children in need of care and protection. It is a liaison body with 
national and international agencies pursuing similar aims. 

Unar has set up Standing Committees for the study of technical 
and administrative problems, e.g., Finance, the Status and Remuner- 
ation of the Personnel of Regional Associations, Preparation of the 
Annual Congresses, production of the review Sauvegarde de Il’ Enfance. 


Finances 


During the past two years UNAR’s budget has increased with the 
expansion of its activities; in 1953 it was about 15 million francs. 
So far receipts have kept pace with expenses, thanks to the increasing- 
ly important subscriptions of its member Associations and also to 
the financial support of the competent Ministries. 


Activities 


At Home — As a Federation of 16 Regional Associations, 
whose field of action embraces the whole of French territory, UNAR’s 
aims are essentially : 


to pass on information to the Regional Associations, ensure 
liaison between them and co-ordinate their activities ; 


in consultation with them, to study the problems of maladjusted 
minors and adequate facilities for treatment ; 


to bring the results of these studies to the notice of the authorities 
and competent agencies with a view to action; 


to approach public authorities on behalf of the Regional Associa- 
tions in matters of common concern ; 


to make known to the general public the problems relative to 
maladjusted minors, and 


to represent the interests of maladjusted minors. 


The media for carrying out these aims are: 


publication of Sauvegarde de l’Enfance, technical studies and 
news sheet, organisation of meetings, study conferences, committee 
and annual congress sessions, 


centralisation of documentary material concerning maladjusted 
minors and the Regional Associations. 
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Since the summer of 1952, UNar has sought to give fuller effect 
to its functions as a co-ordinating and propaganda body. At national 
level excellent working relations have been established with the 
National Associations of: Juvenile Court Judges, the Personnel 
Dealing with Maladjusted Minors, the Specialised Social Services, 
and Professional Probation Officers. At ministerial level good 
contacts have been established through the Inter-Departmental 
Co-ordinating Committee mentioned above, with the senior officers 
of the Ministries of Health and Population, Justice, Education, Labour 
and Social Security. The rewarding results of this collaboration 
showed to great effect in the preparation of the annual congresses 
(Dijon, 1952, and Rennes, 1953). Experience has proved the utility 
not only of sharing the findings of UNaAr’s Technical Committees 
with the highly qualified representatives of the public authorities 
and the competent national bodies, but also of planning future 
concerted action. 

Liaison with the Regional Associations is effected by means of 
circulars, thus pooling experience and promoting direct contact. 

Unar has taken increasing part in gatherings whenever the 
aims, achievements and needs of the Regional Associations could 
usefully be brought to the notice of interested circles. 

As an information body, UNAR endeavours to respond to all 
enquiries concerning its activities, the functioning and programmes 
of the Regional Associations, the specialised institutions, employ- 
ment vacancies, types of careers in the field of maladjusted minors 
(educators), specialised bibliographies, etc. 

In co-operation with the Ministry of Health and Population, 
Unar has collated information and published a booklet listing all 
the tracing and re-educational institutions throughout the country 
according to the types of children dealt with in each. 


ABROAD — The same principles have guided UNArR’s work at 
international level. Close relations have been maintained with the 
I.U.C.W. and the International Union of Family Organisations. 
Unar’s representatives have attended the Study Cycles arranged by 
the Children’s Department of Unesco and those of the International 
Catholic Child Bureau, Rome, on problems of the training of 
educators. 

The appointment of Professor Lafon to the W.H.O. panel of 
experts on mental health provides a further opportunity to set before 
the various committees the point of view of UNAR and the Regional 
Associations. 

Finally, UNAR sent a delegation to the Congress of the Inter- 
national Union of Mass Health Education. 

Through the Annual Congress and Sauvegarde contacts have 
been promoted with the child welfare bodies of other countries. 
Exchanges of views regularly take place with the Fellows of the 
United Nations during their stay in France, particularly while they 
are doing a practical period at the National School of Public Health. 

Specific mention should be made of the active participation of 
the National Federation of Dutch Child Welfare Associations in the 
preparation of the Fifth UNar Congress, held at Rennes, in October , 
1953, which centred on “ The Standards of Equipment for Child 
Welfare Institutions ”, a study which had already been initiated 
in Holland the previous year. 
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Publications — Propaganda 


Since June 1952 Sauvegarde de l’Enfance has brought out the 
following special numbers :

Sauvegarde is growing to be more and more a forum for the 
expression of the Regional Associations’ experiments and views, 
keeping a balance between articles of a medical, psychological, 
educational and social character, while devoting regular columns to 
the activities of the Regional Associations, information concerning 
legislation, legal texts, the activities of public and voluntary bodies, 
congresses, a review of the specialised press and book reviews of 
new publications. : 

On the occasion of the country-wide fund-raising campaigns, 
Unar and. the Regional Associations have endeavoured to publicise 
their work by all the means of mass communication, besides the 
performances in aid of maladjusted children given in some localities. 


Congresses, Conferences, Courses, etc. 


Mention has already been made of the Annual Congresses : the 
Fourth, at Dijon, 1952, on “ A Survey of the Total Needs of Mal- 
adjusted Minors ”, and the Fifth at Rennes, 1953, on “ The Equip- | 
ment of Child Welfare Institutions ”. These may be said to be truly 
constructive gatherings, where useful contacts are made, experience 
shared, and the groundwork laid for rewarding collaboration between 
the public and the voluntary bodies concerned with maladjusted 
minors. 

It is the task of the Regional Associations to chart the course 
on the basis of their practical experience and to try by every means 
to reach their goals, improving or adapting methods here, pioneering 
there, for the ultimate purpose of increasing the knowledge and widen- 
ing the horizon of all those concerned in the manifold problems of 
maladjusted minors. 


Future Projects 


These are centred mainly on the preparation of the Sixth Annual 
_ Congress, which will take place at Montpellier, from 23-26 October 
1954; subject : “ The Functions and Standards of Personnel dealing 
with Child Protection ”. With this Congress the vast survey begun 
at Dijon and continued at Rennes will be brought to a close. Various 
preparatory committees have been set up covering all the technical 
aspects. The findings of the Congress will, it is hoped, provide use- 
ful guidance as to the standards it is desirable should apply in 
reception and observation centres, residential institutions, non- 
residential child guidance or educational guidance clinics, hostels 
and probation hostels. 
Finally, UNaAr plans to take an active part in the forthcoming ~ 
Salon de lEnfance, to be held in Paris from 2-21 November 1954, 
by arranging a stand on the theme “ The Handicapped Child ”. 
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Sauvegarde has in preparation special numbers on: 
“The Diagnosis of Neurosis in Children ”, 

“The Withdrawal of Parental Rights ”, and 

“ Reading Difficulties ”.

SUMMARY OF REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1953 


No report this year would be complete without reference to 
the most outstanding event—the visit of Queen Elizabeth and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. Through the thoughtfulness and interest of 
Lady Foot, the Jamaica Save the Children Fund was able, in a very 
prominent way, to participate in this visit. Dr. Ivan Parris, with 
Mrs. Parris, the Rev. Sawyers, Mr. C. B. Facey and Mrs. Facey, 
and Mrs. M. Morris-Knibb, M.B.E., a Vice-President of the J.S.C.F., 
also shared in this honour. 

It is with deep regret that we chronicle the passing of 
Mrs. Demena Aiken, a founder member of the Fund, and one whose 
abilities were constantly harnessed in the service of the organisation. 
She served as Secretary, Investigator, Chairman of Committees, 
Executive Member and Vice-President. A colourful and dynamic 
personality, a fluent and forceful speaker, Mrs. Aiken used her gifts 
in the interest of the Fund through all the years of its existence. 


Finances 


The Jamaica Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
the Child Welfare Association and the Jamaica Save the Children 
Fund embarked this year on the experiment of a united effort to 
raise funds and it has proved a signal success, resulting in the appre- 
ciable sum of £565 being added to the coffers of each of the organ- 
isations concerned. This is more than £200 above our best Tag 
Day effort. Thanks again to the foresight and help of Lady Foot, 
all elementary and secondary schools were given the opportunity 
of contributing to this effort and many responded. The Joint 
Committee, headed by Lady O’Connor and directed by Mrs. M. Bally- 
singh, M.B.E., should be congratulated on the success of an effort 
that justifies annual repetition. 


Activities 


Thirty-eight elementary schools in the corporate area received 
help during the year; nearly 2,000 suits of clothing were distributed 
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to these schools as a result of grants received through the C.V.S.S. 
from Central Government. 

Although we have not yet succeeded. in increasing the number 
of our Play Centres, we are able to report that the three existing 
centres have maintained their standard of efficiency and actually 
increased the number on their rolls, although in one, the Jebb Memor- 
ial Centre, the attendance has fallen off considerably. Nearly 
450 children are registered, the Y.W.C.A. Centre maintaining the 
largest attendance. During the year visits were made to Hope 
Gardens and Castleton Gardens and, through the good offices of 
Mrs. H. Webster, children from all three centres attended the child- 
ren’s concerts at the Ward Theatre during Children’s Month and 
saw the film “A Queen is Crowned ” at the Carib Theatre. 

Courses run by Mrs. M. Ballysingh, Secretary of the C.V.5.S., 
and Miss Redwood of the Education Department, were attended by 
teachers of the centres-and proved invaluable. The teachers have 
expressed their appreciation of the benefit and help derived from 
these courses. , 

With a view to extending our play centre work to the country, 
visits have been made to Morant Bay, where a Parish Committee 
was formed, and Yallahs,where a Local Committee was set up that 
will function under the Parish Committee. Its report is now awaited 
in order that a Branch of the Fund may be started in this needy 
community. Other negotiations are pending for play centres at 
Brown’s Hall and Croft’s Hill, and the sum of £25 has been voted 
to help the recently formed nursery school at Four Roads, Constant 
Spring, under the auspices of the Women’s Federation. 

The Fund’s policy is to join with other organisations in needy 
areas to erect buildings for the joint use of all concerned, and to give 
priority to cases where people are prepared to help themselves. 

The Fund again places on record its thanks to Lady Foot, 
Chief Patron, who in spite of her multifarious duties and an ever- 
expanding programme maintains undiminished interest in our work, 
to the British Save the Children Fund for its gift of £50 and its 
paternal interest in our welfare and work, and to the Ministry of 
Education and Social Welfare, the Treasury, and the K.S.A.C. for 
their annual grants. 


NETHERLANDS

In addition to the usual activities in which every national Red 
Cross engages, the Social Department has a certain number of activi- 
ties more or less concerned with child welfare. This was particularly 
the case in regard to those initiated after the Liberation, and again 
to meet the emergencies caused by the floods in 1953. The Red 
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Cross is of opinion, however, that in view of the number of organ- 
isations directly concerned with child welfare in the country, its 
role should be mainly to supplement their efforts. This applies also 
to publications and propaganda. 

The Social Department has a special allocation within the frame- 
work of the general budget of the Red Cross. 

A number of sponsorships handled by the Social Department 
may be mentioned as an example of the supplementary work referred 
to above. Responding to the request of several sister associations, 
the Social Department also sends parcels of books to children in 
camps abroad, where the shortage of reading matter is particularly 
acute. 

At Christmastime and on St. Nicolas’ Day the Social Depart- 
ment, in liaison with the Junior Red Cross, sent shipments of clothing 
to a number of Dutch Consulates that had applied. Another action 
undertaken in conjunction with the Junior Red Cross was the 
distribution of clothing to the children of the flood areas in 1953. 

Close and useful relations are maintained with the national 
child welfare bodies.

Constitution 


The Service de Protection pénale de l’Etat de Vaud, a section of 
the Department of Justice and Police of the Canton de Vaud, co- 
ordinates the activities of the Cantonal Children’s Bureau and the 
Child Guidance Clinic, and is responsible for the supervision of re- 
educational institutions for children and young people. The Director 
of the Service is ex-officio Chairman of the Supervisory Board of the 
Reformatory School of Vennes, Lausanne. With several of his 
colleagues he is also on the Board of a number of similar institutions 
in the Canton. 


Finances

As these services are under the cantonal administration their 
income is derived from public funds. In spite of the liberal attitude 
of the authorities, the Service de Protection pénale is required to keep 
strictly within its budget and consequently is unable to expand its 
work in certain directions as desired. 

Allowances, education, treatment, relief and grants to re- 
educational schools absorb a very large proportion of the budget. 
13 
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Child Welfare 


Apart from the supervision of re-educational institutions, child 
welfare activities are carried out by the Children’s Bureau and the 
Child Guidance Clinic. 


a) THE CHILDREN’S BuREAU is Solely responsible for the board- 
ing out or detention of some 650 boys and girls, whose ages vary 
between 10 and 22 years. The proportion of minors boarded out or 
apprenticed is two-thirds, as against one-third detained in institutions. 


b) THe Cuitp GUIDANCE CLINiIc dealt with some 800 new 
cases during the year, in addition to continuing treatment for 
350 cases carried over from the previous year. For example, in 
1953, 1,614 children were examined or given treatment with a total 
of 7,000 attendances. Over 780 written reports were made and 
submitted to various authorities and bodies. Many lectures are 
given by the staff of the Child Guidance Clinic in order to enlighten 
public opinion on children’s problems, and gratifying results can 
be recorded. 


General Remarks 


The Service de Protection pénale carries on its activities within 
the official framework of the Department of Justice and Police. 
Relations with official bodies and voluntary associations both in the 
Canton and in the rest of Switzerland are based on a mutual under- 
standing of each other’s work. The aim of the Service is the pre- 
vention and control of juvenile delinquency, and its activities derive 
from the principles of the protection of society. It is also a liaison 
body, which has amply demonstrated its usefulness since it came 
into being over ten years ago.

Constitution 


The constitution of the Movement has not been changed since 
the last report. 


Finances 


The net receipts of the Central Committee and of the Sections 
totalled fr. 104,870 for the financial year 1951-52 and fr. 93,899 for 
the year 1952-53. 

The M.J.S.R. receives no grants either from official or from 
private institutions. The funds to carry on its activities are raised 
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in various ways by its members, the traditional events being La 
Journée de la Faim, the line of coins and the sale of tags, etc. in the 
streets. 

Under the present rules it is not possible to increase the number 
of fund-raising schemes. However, the question of improved organ- 
isation is being studied with a view to increasing the yield. This 
is the case notably in regard to the line of coins. 


Relief Activities 


The amounts distributed in relief both in cash and in kind 
amounted to fr. 69,263 in 1952 and fr. 74,546 in 1953. 

In 1952, with the exception of fr. 1,500, all the funds were 
expended in the country itself. 


Child Welfare 


Where local sections exist, these activities have taken the form 
of recreative meetings for children on the weekly half holiday, 
vouchers for goods, cot and layette loan service and, above all, the 
organisation of summer camps in Switzerland (397 children) and 
seaside holidays in France (242 children).

Finances 

The general budget for the year 1953 was S£6,000. 
Activity 

The aim of the Centre is: 


to keep girls out of the jails and adult prisons; to investigate 
the causes which have led to the offence; to study the environment 
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and personality of the minor; to take suitable measures for re- 
education ; to provide vocational training so that the girls on leaving 
the Centre will be in a position to earn a living. 

The girls admitted to the Centre take part in all the social, 
sporting and intellectual activities under the leadership of the prin- 
cipal, the inspector and the social worker. All pupils take a share 
in the housework and are making progress in housekeeping. Leisure 
time activities consist in light sports, games, etc. 

The Social Service studies the social aspects of the case and 
keeps the girl under supervision during her stay in the Centre. It 
also maintains contact with the family, gives counselling service 
and secures any financial assistance that may be necessary. It 
continues to follow up the minors when they leave the Centre and 
helps to find them employment. 

There is a family atmosphere in the school, and the older girls 
take a motherly interest in the younger ones. 

Upon admission the girl is placed in quarantine and is seen by 
the doctor who comes twice a week. 

A medical psychologist pays regular visits and administers 
treatment. 

Before the court hearing takes place a conference is held between 
the doctor, the principal and the social worker ; a report is prepared 
on the basis of their findings and the personal record of the girl 
which is sent to the court to assist it in taking a decision. 

But the main activity resides in completing the general schooling 
of the pupils and teaching them a trade: dressmaking, lace-making, 
silk culture, housework, including the making of yoghourt, cheese 
and confectionery, washing and ironing. 

At the end of seven months proceeds from the sale of lace- 
making, dressmaking and the silk culture brought in S£667.25, 
which was used for urgent expenses. 

From the opening of the Centre until the end of December 1953, 
140 girls had been admitted, of whom 34 for vagrancy, 36 for begging, 
12 who had already been sentenced by the court, 21 arrested for 
theft and similar offences, 24 for sexual offences, and 14 at the request 
of their parents. 


Projects 


In 1954/55 it is planned to rent a larger house owing to the 
increase in the number of pupils, and also to set up a similar centre 
in other towns, notably at Homs and Hama.

Constitution 


Red Barnet is directed by a National Committee of 60 mem- 
bers, 9 of whom constitute the Executive Committee which directs 
the work of the organisation. There are numerous voluntary local 
committees all over the country. 


Activities in Denmark 


Red Barnet owns and administers : 


three children’s homes, namely, Queen Ingrid’s reception and 
convalescent home for pre-school children at Lynaes, the William 
S. Knudsen’s reception home for children at Rebild, and the Eliesg- 
hus reception home at Vedbaek ; 

two summer holidays camps at Fang and Flensborg ; 

a kindergarten in Copenhagen ; 

a child guidance clinic for pre-school children in Copenhagen ; 
about 150 children have undergone psychiatric treatment free of 
charge during the period covered by the report ; 

a placing service for needy children in private foster homes; 
about 600 children, mainly from Copenhagen, have spent a 6-weeks’ 
recreational stay in good private families ; 


seasonal day nurseries in the Lolland and Falster Islands ; every 
autumn about 1,000 small children of parents working in the sugar- 
beet plantations are cared for in the 50 day nurseries. 


Mention should also be made of a new home for diabetic children 
opened in the summer of 1952, and the purchase in the summer of 
1953 of a new holiday camp in North Zealand for 35 children. 


Activities in Greenland 


Red Barnet has built a kindergarten in Nanortalik, and has 
organised a school feeding programme for all schoolchildren in the 
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region, as well as kindergartens in others parts of Greenland, and 
sponsorships for needy children. 

Under the auspices of Red Barnet, 22 Greenland children 
have spent a year in Danish private families, after a holiday at 
Red Barnet summer camp at Faxe in Zealand. The aim of 
this project is to prepare the children for the new development 
programmes that are now being undertaken in the Greenlandic 
communities. 


Foreign Relief Actions 


Red Barnet has helped no fewer than 8,000 children in the 
refugee camps in Western Germany, by supplying toys and games, 
occupational material, etc., to 85 kindergartens and 50 play centres. 

Some 2,000 refugee children have spent a three-months’ holiday 
in Denmark. 


Red Barnet has contributed to the relief action operated 
by the Save the Children Fund of London, by sending relief ship- 
ments of camp beds, blankets, milk powder and other supplies to 
a value of 180,000 Danish crowns. 


Red Barnet has assisted children in transit through Denmark 
on their way to or from a convalescent stay in Sweden or Norway, 
in co-operation with sister organisations. 


International Children’s Drawing Competition 


In the summer of 1953, the first international exhibition of the 
children’s drawings for illustration of Hans Andersen’s fairy tales, 
sent in by the children of 45 countries, was opened in the “ Tivoli ”, 
Copenhagen, in the presence of Her Majesty The Queen. 

Starting from the autumn of 1953 selections from the drawings 
were sent on tour in four travelling exhibitions and have been shown 
in Sweden, Finland, Iceland, Morocco, Holland, Turkey, Malta, 
France, U.S.A., Uruguay, San Domingo and Japan. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


Supplement to the Report of the Save the Children Federation 
AcTION IN Korea (See also p. 323) 


In the early months of 1951, the Save the Children Federation 
together with nine other American agencies prompted by the U.S. 
Depertment of State formed the American Relief for Korea (ARK). 

With ARK serving as a nucleus, the Federation inaugurated a 
nationwide effort to help meet the desperate need of the South 
Korean people for clething and school supplies. Obviously, the 
relief needs of war-torn Korea had to be given first priority. How- 
ever, it was the Federation’s firm intention to introduce its basic 
rehabilitation programs as soon as the military .situation permitted. 

Dr. George A. Fitch, Representative in Korea of the Inter- 
national Committee of the YMCA, agreed to serve as voluntary 
representative of SCF in that country. An SCF American-Korean 
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Committee was established consisting of Mr. Fitch as chairman 
Dr. Gebr. Paik, Korean Minister of Education, as honorary chairman ; 
the Rev. F. Kinsler of the Presbyterian Mission, as treasurer; Rev. 
David Chung, Ministry of Education, as Secretary ; Dr. C. A. Stokes, 
Methodist Mission; Bishop Ro, Roman Catholic Church; and Mrs. 
Ough Shun-Sil. 

The American people responded generously to the appeals of 
the Federation for aid to Korea. To date, SCFed has been able to 
send to Korea more than 2,000.000 pounds of clothing, ten large 
school tents, and 1,300 packages of school supplies. A_ special 
campaign launched with the cooperation of Mrs. Mark W. Clark, 
wife of the American Commanding General in the Far East at that 
time, and Hon. Clare Booth Luce, the present United States Ambassa- 
dor to Italy, brought thousands of blankets to help the Korean people 
through the hard winter. 

As the organization’s programs expanded, changes in administra- 
tion took place. In March 1952, Dr. Fitch, who had rendered able 
service to the Federation at a desperately difficult time was followed 
by William P. Coston, also of the International Committee of the 
YMCA. Like his predecessor, Mr. Coston served on a volunteer 
basis. 

Shortly after a truce was achieved in Korea, the Federation 
was able to put into effect its individualized child, babyand school 
sponsorship programs. President Richard P. Saunders visited 
Korea in the Summer of 1953 to see how best the Federation might 
serve in the reconstruction period. As a result of his study a com- 
prehensive program was drawn up and adopted by the Board of 
Directors. Wayne T. Geissinger, former personal adviser to Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee, was sent to Korea for three months to set up 
administrative procedures. At present, the SCFed programs in Korea 
are directed by Charles K. Bernheisel, an American with educational 
background, born in Korea, who has a long and intimate knowledge 
of Korea and its problem. The Federation works in close co-opera- 
tion with the American Korean Foundation headed by Dr. Howard 
Rusk and which has given a liberal grant to our child sponsorship 
program. 

Since the inception of its personalized rehabilitation programs, 
the Federation has secured sponsors for 673 Korean children, 120 
babies, and seven schools. At the same time, there has been no 
slackening of the Federation’s efforts to provide general aid for the 
Korean people. Recently, when the city of Pusan was swept by 
devastating fires, SCFed rushed 100,000 pounds of clothing to the 
stricken area. 

The value of what the Federation has accomplished in Korea 
was perhaps best expressed by President Rhee when he stated: 
“ Not only is the Korean nation deeply grateful for the vast intelli- 
gent amount of aid which the Save the Children Federation has 
given, but we are equally grateful for the spirit of American 
friendship for Korea which these gifts stand for. This friendship 
is returned with the greatest of feeling to America ”.

ReEpoRT COVERING THE PERIOD JUNE 1952-JUNE 1953 


The four children’s homes run by the Society receive on an 
average 800 children per day. The children are followed up regularly 
from the medical point of view and these clinics are attended also 
by non-registered children. 

The lectures for parents which have been regularly given at 
these centres have attracted several thousand auditors ; the subjects 
covered were health, feeding and educational problems. 

Attached to one of these centres is a home equipped to accom- 
modate 32 children in the 2 to 8 age group for temporary stays. 

The Society also awards scholarships to the children leaving its 
centres to enrol in a school. In 1952-53, 20 such scholarships were 
granted. 

Another of the Society’s activities is a training school. Future 
plans include the building of a convalescent home with a substantial 
gift made available by the Barrios Foundation. 

Income for the year amounted to 108,556 quetzals,! and expendi- 
ture to 107,287 quetzals.

Activities 
The outstanding event in the life of the Association during 
1953 was the meeting of the Second National Child Welfare Congress, 
which took place in San Salvador from 22-27 June 1953. 
The agenda of the Congress comprised several main themes 
pertaining to: 
A. The social welfare of children (centres for the chronically disabled 
—family placement and adoption—housing—public and volun- 
tary assistance centres—international assistance, etc.) 


1 1 quetzal = $1. 
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B. Education (nursery schools for children up to three years and 
from 4-6 years; special centres for mentally and physically 
handicapped children; influence of the cinema, the radio and 
the press on children ; school health ; education in the home, etc.) 

C. Health (pediatrics, obstetrics); child feeding; prevention of 
infectious diseases, etc.) 


D. Legislation (parental rights ; guardianship ; juvenile delinquency ; 
deserted children; re-educational centres; employment of 
women and young workers, etc.) 


E. Rural children’s special problems 


The agenda comprised, in addition, a certain number of ques- 
tions upon which Congress members had contributed papers. Among 
these should be mentioned that of Dr. Herbert A. Hudgins on inter- 
national action for the welfare of the child. 

The Congress was inaugurated by the Minister of Education, 
Dr. Reynaldo Calindo Pohl, in the presence of a large number of 
delegates and observers. Dr. Marco Tulio Magna was elected Presi- 
dent of the Congress. 

The first celebration of World Children’s Day, launched by the 
I.U.C.W., was marked by a varied programme, organised or pro- 
moted by the National Association (radio talks, articles in the press, 
conferences, etc.), which reached all sections of the public. 

With a view to creating a National Federation of Child Welfare 
Societies, the Association has convened on several occasions the 
representatives of different organisations. This project has aroused 
great interest and it is hoped that it will materialise shortly. 

The Association has continued to concentrate its interest on the 
building of a rehabilitation centre for delinquent minors, and is grati- 
fied that the necessary funds will be included in the budget of the 
Ministry of Justice. Exchanges of views have taken place in this 
connection with the Organising Committee. 

The Association has also supported the projects of various 
organisations for the appointment of a numer of women police to 
deal with women prisoners, the creation of day nurseries and nursery 
schools, an industrial welfare service, a nurses’ bureau, etc. 

In addition to the international relations it maintains as a mem- 
ber of the Union, the Association is in contact with the International 
American Institute for Child Welfare (Montevideo) and with the 
United Nations and its specialised agencies. Special mention should 
be made of the visit of Dr. Enelda Gerkhe Fox, sent by the United 
Nations, who has undertaken a general study on child welfare in 
Salvador, and of three fellowships awarded to the Association by the 
United Nations. The Association has on various occasions assisted 
national institutions by supplying them with foodstuffs, medica- 
ments, and so forth, and also took part in an international relief 
action for the flood victims in Holland. 


Finances 

The Association held its annual sale of Pro-Infancia stamps 
(250,000) ; it continues to receive financial support from the Govern- 
ment. 
Its income for the period under review was 27,790 colones.!
